street and Westminster avenue, where 
. gathering of people occupied all the 
pace on the roads and sidewalks, com- 
pletely blocking all vehicular traffic 
for over an hour, awaiting the ar- 
rival.

BAD WEATHER IN EUROPE 

Cold in Germany — Destructive Storms 
in Southern Russia 

Berlin, July 13.— Unseasonable cold 
prevails throughout middle Europe. 
Temperatures as low as 40 degrees 
have been recorded in South Bavaria, 
and it was reported from Strussburg 
today that snow was falling in the 
Vosges mountains. 

Tho railway administration re- 
ported several washouts in conse- 
quence of tho prolonged heavy rains 
which have been falling. 

In Berlin for 3G out of tho last 48 
hours American tourists in shirt- 
waists and summer hats have been 
shivering around tlie hotels. 

London, July 13. — A dispatch to a 
news agency from Odessa says that 
following a spell of tropical heat, vio- 
lent storms have been experienced 
throughout the southern provinces of 
Russia. Reports from a largo num- 
ber of districts .show that over a 
quarter of a million acres of cereals 
wero destroyed, a number of lives were 
lost and heavy loss of live stock sus- 
tained. It Is estimated that the 
southern Russian crops of wheat, rye 
and barley this year will bo below 
that generally described as a "low to 
middling yield."

CHARGED WITH SWINDLING

Caso of Mrs. Josephine Leslie, Who 
Used J. P. Morgan's Name 

London, July 13— J Pierpont Morgan 
appeared in tho West London police 
'"ort today as a witness in the case 
of Mrs. Josephine Leslie, arrested at 
Newmarket on July l charged with 
defrauding members of well-known 
families by false pretenses ami r 
senting herself a. friend of Mr. 
gan. The latter repudiated till know- 
ledge of Mrs. Leslie, lie said he did 
not write Iter advising her to join out! 
of his syndicates, and never invited 
her to dine at his son's house. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. Morgan added, he 
was In New York at the time of the 
alleged invitation, (in cross-exam Ina- 
tion Mr. Morgan said lie did not re- 
member any invitation being sent to 
Geo. Eastwiok, prisoner's fa titer, for 
a public dinner which .Mr. Morgan 
gave in New York. 

After the. plaintiff, Miss Annie 
Blount, had testified briefly that she 
was induced to give Mrs. Leslie $42,000 
on the Btrength of letters purporting 
to have been written by Mr. Morgan, 
promising huge returns, tho case was 
adjourned. 



Montreal, July 13.— That tho Lindsay 
counterfeiters have been not only cir- 
culating bad bills of tlie Dominion gov- 
ernment, but have for throe years been 
flooding the country with spurious 
paper money bearing the names of tho 
best Canadian banks is tlie startling 
information which leaked out hero this 
morning. It is stated that the Bank 
of Montreal, tho Dominion bank and 
the Traders' bank have all In turn been 
victimized, in 1905 bad notes first 
began to appear. They were Dominion 
bank bills of five dollars denomination. 
A number of counterfeits were cir- 
culated, thou the police began making 
enquiries, and tho production of bad 
money was stopped. After a time 
when the scare passed the mill started 
up again, this time again sending out 
Dominion bank bids. These hills were 
passed successfully for a considerable 
time, and then happened what has hap- 
pened before. Tho police got busy and 
they closed down. More recently the 
output consisted of Traders bank bills. 
In each case tho bills wore fives. 
They wero not engraved, but merely 
printed off, and most of them were 
passed In Montreal or the lower pro- 
vinces among French people, used to 
handling French bills and more or less 
unfamiliar with the paper money 
printed in English. Time after time 
again tho police wero on the edge of a 
discovery, but could not show that the 
people to whom tho money was traced 
had not come Innocently by it. Somo 
of tho counterfeits woro got rid of in 
Port Hope, and some passed In Ot- 
tawa. Bad bills of tho Traders bank 
recently in circulation are behoved to 
JUa.ve~ f*nae— from Lindsay. Tlie police 
have not yet succeeded in getting the 
net around tho whole gang, but more 
arrests are expected, and would, it is 
said, have been made afready, hut for 
a hitch somewhere in the province of 
Ontario. 

Toronto, July 1.1. — Another arrest 
has been made in connection with the 
counterfeiting case. Tills time it is 
Geo. Miller, a highly respected young 
man, pressroom superintendent and a 
shareholder in the Lindsay Watchman- 
Warder. The information on which ho 
was taken is vague, and covers tho 
widest possible kind of alleged offence, 
the time extending baclc some years. 
Miller was at Pleasant Point on his 
holidays when taken In charge last 
night. The authorities are quoted as 
being about to make further arrests 
today, and the widening; of the case to 
forgeries of two years ago is said to 
bring in several other suspected per- 
sons. 

Fort Hone, July 13. — Jack Coplln, 
well known in Port Hope, was arrest- 
ed by Chief P.ond on a warrant issued 
in Lindsay, charged with passing 
counterfeit notes. He is believed to 
bo connected with tho gang of coun- 
terfeiters at Lindsay. Coplln was 
formerly a resident of Lindsay. 



PENITENTIARY PLOT 

Convicts Plan to Overpower Guards 
and Escape 

Montreal, July LI.— That fifteen con 
V.icts ot' tho St. Vincent do Paul pen 
Itontlary planned an audacious con 
spiracy not only of escaping them 
selves, but of emptying the entire 
penitentiary was tho confession mado 
yesterday by ex-Convict Lnrouche 
shortly after he had been liberated 
from tho "pen," where ho had served 
u sentence for burglary. 

Larouche said: "You know that 
there are only two guards on duty in 
the dome of the penitentiary, and they 
are old and useless at that. One good 
blow of tlio fist from a strong con- 
vict would do to put them out. The 
fifteen convicts in tlie plot have for 
their leader a big strong man, serving 
20 years. When everybody is sup- 
posed to he asleep at night tills fel- 
low will raise a row in his cell. This 
will bo heard by the two guards who 
will go to his cell and take him to the 
dungeon. When they get to the dun- 
geon door the loader is to knock tho 
old men down. Then ho will take 
their keys and revolvers and open all 
tho cells. At the door tho convicts 
Will have an easy time with the guards 
outside."

Direct Contradiction of Defense 
Testimony Is Made in 
Rebuttal 



Corroboration of Orchard's Evidence 
In Regard to His Share in Hercu- 
les Mine 



Boise, July 13. — There were start- 
ling developments in the trial of Win. 
D. Haywood for the murder of Frank 
Stetmenberg when the state began its 
rebuttal today. 

Ono witness confessed to participa- 
tions in a labor riot resulting in tlio 
death of two men. 

Tlio record of a wdlness for tho de- 
fence, showing his conviction for mur- 
der in tho second degree, was intro- 
duced, and the proof of another hav- 
ing been sent to the insane asylum 
on the information of his neighbors 
was offered. Tho admissibility of tills 
testimony was argued, and the court 
wull hand down its decision Monday 
morning. , 

A crowded court room showed close 
attention to the session of. the trial 
today, when William Dewey, a wit- 
ness in rebuttal for tho state, con- 
fessed to active, armed participation 
in tho destruction of tho Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan concentrators at Warner 
on April 29, 1S99, when two men 
woro killed in a riot of a thousand 
men. 

Harry Orchard, said ho began his 
series of crimes at Wardner, whero' 
he said ho lighted tho fuses which 
started the explosion, and ho was suro 
that Win. F. Davis, known among his 
fellows as "Big Bill" Davis led tho 
mob. Witnesses for tho defense, how- 
ever, swore that Orchard was not at 
Wardner on April 29, 1S99. Davis 
himself has sworn that ho was else- 
where, and lias positively denied any 
connection with tho crime, for com- 
plicity in' which Paul Corcoran was 
tried and convicted and somo dozen 
men, Including Davis himself wero in- 
dicted. Davis on the stand admitted 
that ho went into hiding immediately 
after the rioting. Dewey swore today 
that not only did Davis accompany 
the mob to Wardner, but that ha 
served out the guns and ammunition 
to tlio union men. 

Ten witnesses wore examined in re- 
buttal today. Most of them woro call- 
ed to disprove statements as to Orch- 
ard's movements in northern Idaho, 
and as to the disposal of his interest 
in tho Hercules mine. Ono of tho most 
interesting witnesses w a s August 
Paulson, onco a poor miner, partner of 
Orchard in the Hercules mine. He re- 
tained his Interest in the mine for five 
years, until the mine became one o£ 
the richest In the country. Ho is now 
rich. Orchard sworo than ho planned 
to kidnap Paulson's children and ex- 
tort a ransom of $30,000. The kid- 
napping did not como off. Paulson 
was called to show that Orchard dis- 
posed of his interest in tlio mine somo 
time before ho left Idaho. 

Counsel for tho state expect to finish 
Wednesday at the latest. 



Costa Rica Bananas. 

San Joso, Costa Rica, July 13. — The 
government has vetoed tho measure 
paused by congress providing lor an 
export duty on bananas. After adopt- 
ing this bill' congress .adjourned.

With the corpses of his daughter and 
her Infant child, to save who from 
drowning he risked his own life and 
established a 'remarkable record of 
physical endurance, Jacob Chipps, of 
the Cloo-ose Indians, arrived in Vic- 
toria lust evening on the Princess Vic: 
toria. 

On Thursday afternoon Chipps, with 
his daughter and her child and three 
other Indians, while off Point Grey,! 
west of Vancouver, were upset from 
the boat in which they were traveling 
and all wore thrown into the water. 
Chipps' daughter with her infant 
clasped to her breast, was thrown 
some distance from the boat. Her 
father went to her assistance and suc- 
ceeded in grabbing her, but was un- 
able to reach the unturned bout tr 
which the (ither three were clinging 
Perceiving his Inability to do so 
Chipps, after divesting himself of his 
clothes, including even his boots, 
started for the shore holding his 
daughter with one arm and her infant 
with the other. 

The accident happened about 
o'clock in the afternoon and from 
then until midnight Chipps swam 
shorewards, only to find on arriving 
there that those whom ho had made 
such wonderful efforts to save had 
died from exposure. His grief on 
learning this can better be imagined 
than told. Chipps' feat in swimming 
seven hours with his two charges is 
considered one of the most remark 
able physical feats that this coast has 
ever seen. 

The cause of the accident v 
simple enough. The drowned child 
started crying, and Chipps, who w 
In charge of the tiller, turned around 
to see what was the matter and 
doing so lost control of the rudder for 
a moment, and a big wave coming up 
just then, the boat was capsized. 

The three Indians who had clung to 
the boat reached the shore on Tliurs 
day afternoon, none the worse for 
their experience. 

Chipps is a magnificent specimen of 
manhood, strong, powerful and skillful 
His home is at Cloo-ose, whence he 
was traveling to the Fraser to en- 
gage in fishng. At the tme of the 
accident ho had a largo sum of monev, 
over $700, on him, which he sacrificed 
in his endeavor to have his daughter 
and her Child. Ho is deeply affected 
by his bereavement and declares that 
as a result of the death of his daught- 
er he will never again live at Cloo-os .-, 
where there are so many things to re- 
mind him of his lost ones. 

The name of his daughter was Ida 
Jackson and her age was between IS 
and ID years. Her child was about 
IS months old. 

On the arrival of the Princess VI 
toria last evening the remains of the 
two were removed to Hanna's 'under- 
taking parlors, from where the fu- 
neral will take place at 11 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 



Died Last Night 

The death occurred at the Jubilee 
hospital last evening of Richard 
Keeler, US Fourth street. The late 
Mr. Keeler was 53 years old and was 
a native of Kent, England. He had 
resided in Victoria for the past thirty 
years and possessed a large circle of 
friends, particularly among the old 
timers of the city.

The request for lish (o be frozen and 
forwarded at a later date to the Win- 
nipeg exhibition, has met with 
gratifying reply. Messrs. Procter and 
Blackwood have presented some vor 
good trout and cmlte a number <. 
Others have, been donated by various 
people. The exhibit is also enriched 
by the presentation of a 16-pourid 
trout which was recently caught at 
Kaslo. This was forwarded by Messr 
Cockle and Papworth, having formed 
part of a notable catch by Messrs. H 
13. Alexander and J. H. AVhellans, of 
70 3-4 lbs. trout during the day. The 
highest fish caught was a trout 
weighing 22 pounds, which was given 
to provincial fisheries Inspeotor Bab- 
cook.

The cruisers will bombard Taito, 
which has 50,2:11; Inhabitants, about 
half of the total population of the dis- 
trict In which radical measures, if not 
absolute extermination, lias been de- 
cided upon by Viscount Sakuma, A'ice- 
roy of Formosa. 

Siberian Train Wrecked. 

A railway accident involving loss of 
six lives is reported from Spass- 
kaia, an important town on the Ussuri 
branch of the Trans-Siberian railway. 
Revolutionists are reported to have 
lifted rails and the train was over- 
turned, six passengers being instantly 
killed and a large number injured. All 
the ears were destroyed. From A'iadi- 
vostok it is reported, though without 
confirmation, that, the coinmandante 
has been assassinated. Telegrams to 
Japanese papers say a most serious 
situation exists and an outbreak is 
feared. 

Will Keep Ships. 

The Toklo government has received 
a request from the Russian govern- 
ment for the return of the Russian 
hospital ships Orel, Angara and Kazan, 
captured during the recent war, the 
Orel In the battle of the Sea of Japan 
and the other two after the surrender 
of Port Arthur. Japan lias declined 
to return the vessels. 

Gun Exploded. 

AVhlle the United States steamship 
Colorado Was engaged In firing prac- 
tise at Cjhcfoo on June 22, one of her 
eight- inch bow guns burst and the 
other Was damaged, the cause report- 
ed to be overloading. No casualty was 
reported. 

Korean Retaliation. 

Ten Japanese policemen and tax 
collectors had a. narrow escape from 
being burnt to death by Korean rebels 
in Hamheung district, a relief arriv- 
ing when the Koreans were making 
preparations to burn the Japanese to 
death. The Japanese were confined in 
a Korean house which had been fired. 
Russians for Philippines. 

A Russian company has been form- 
ed at Nagasaki, Japan, to organize a 
Russian colony for the Philippines. 
Advertisements have been inserted in 
Nagasaki papers by the Dalny A'ostok 
company describing the advantages of 
the Philippines for Russian factories, 
and general residence, ami invites 
Russians to join the proposed colony.

Helena, July 13. — Peter Larson, ono 
of the richest men in the northwest, 
died at his homo here last night after 
an illness of two years. 

Less than forty years ago Peter 
Larson landed on American shores 
penniless, unacquainted with the 
language or customs of the country. 
Ho died the wealthiest man in tho 
northwest, with the possible excep- 
tion of former Senator Clark. His 
vast wealth, variously estimated at 
from ?25,UOO,000 to $50,000,000, came 
through legitimate business Invest- 
ments. 

Born In the island of Fyen of a 
peasant parentage, Larson emigrated 
from Denmark to America when ho 
was 20 years old, and sought em- 
ployment in tile building of tho Eads 
jetties near New Orleans, where ho 
.saved about $300. 

Hearing of railroad construction 
work in Arkansas, Larson went thith- 
er, Invested his savings and was 
buncoed out of his small fortune. This 
| experience, however, proved a valu- 
able lesson, for thereafter he was 
duly cautious and never made a "bad 
loan." Again penniless, he borrowed 
a watch that ho might accept a posi- 
tion as timekeeper on the Arkansas 
railroad. This road completed, Lar- 
son went to tho Black Hills, where he 
engaged in freighting. This proved 
very remunerative. 

About this time tho building of the 
Northern Pacific was begun west- 
ward from Bismarck. Larson secured 
several subcontractors, and upon the 
completion of the road had built more 
than any other man. It was while 
thus engaged that Larson entered tho 
banking business, his bank having 
been at tbe "front" for the purpose of 
paying men working on subcontracts. 
For greater convenience, he estab- 
lished banks in Billings, Helena, Great 
Falls and other cities. 

During this work as well as work 
on the Great Northern and Canadian 
Pacific, Larson became interested In 
other enterprises, such as mining, 
lumbering and brewing, and all proved 
veritable gold mines. These interests 
are situated in Montana, British Col- 
umbia, Idaho and Washington. 

About 1897 with Thomas Greenough, 
of Missoula, ho bought the Morning 
group of mines at Murran, Idaho, pay- 
ing about $350,000 for the mine. After 
putting a large amount of money into 
developing the mines they proved to 
be one of the biggest silver-lead mines 
in America, having yielded a profit of 
$25,000 a month. It was sold in I!l0. r >, 
with the You Like mine, to the Fed- 
eral Mining company, of New York, 
for $3,000,000 cash. 

Mr. Larson, with associates, reor- 
ganized the Old National bank of Spo- 
kane, and today the bank Is one of 
the financial institutions of the north- 
west, having resources of over $5,000,- 
000. 

About nino years ago Mr. Larson 
bought from the late Russell A. Alger, 
of Detroit, a large tract of timber land 
near Belllngham, Wash. He paid from 
45 to 50 cents a thousand feet for 
standing timber, and invested over 
$50,000 in this deal. From the timber 
sold from this tract and the present 
value of the land, this transaction 
made Larson richer by at least $2,000,- 
000. Mr. Larson also had large In- 
terests In the Coeur d'Alene country. 
Ho had a big sawmill at Whatcom, 
and he jointly owned the Belllngham 
Bay «!t Eastern railway, now the Lake 
Whatcom branch of the Northern Pa- 
cific. He was also interested In tho 
Centennial Flour Mills at Spokane 
and Seattle, together with Morltz 
Thomson, and also had u controlling 
interest in the Spokane Brewing <& 
Malting company. 

That Mr. Larson was born lucky 
is true beyond peradventure. In th 
fall of 1003 he was in Seattle on rout 
to British Columbia to purchase some 
mining properties. He was one of the 
passengers on the ill-fated steamer 
Clallam bound north, when the steam- 
er sunk off Victoria. At the time Mr. 
Larson had $200,000 in drafts on his 
person. When the steamer went down 
he wore two life preservers, and 
clung to a cabin door floating near him 
for four or five hours until lie was 
rescued by the Sea Lion. Mr. Lar- 
son was nearly chilled to death, but 
soon revived and on reaching Seattle 
substantially remembered the captain 
and crew of the tug. 

Mr. Larson married, but had no 
children. He was a member of tho 
Catholic church and of tho Elks. He 
was noted for his philanthropy, in- 
cluding many gifts to churches and 
communities and individuals.

WELCOMING THE PREMIER 

It Is hardly necessary to ask that 
there shall be a large attendance at 
tho Theatre tomorrow night to wel- 
come Jlr. McBrlde on his return from 
England. Although the reception is 
In the hands of tho Liberal -Conserva- 
tive Association, every one Is cordi- 
ally Invited to be present, as it Is de- 
sired that the reception shall be pub- 
lic rather than partisan. 



PROVINCIAL INDIVIDUALITY 



The Colonist extends to Mr. Mc- 
Brlde a cordial welcome on bis return 
from London. 

His mission to England has been 
one of very great importance, quite 
apart from the special subject which 
took him there. When Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler formed his cabinet in 1900, he 
took Into it the "strong men" of pro- 
vincial politics. During the eighteen 
years regime of the Conservative 
party, there had grown up in the se- 
veral provinces men of large iJcal in- 
fluence. They were not in sympathy 
with the Conservative government, 
and naturally so. The fact that their 
party wus In power was sufficient to 
attract into federal politics the more 
ambitious of the younger Conserva- 
tives, which left the provincial field 
largely free to the Liberals. In con- 
sequence such men as Sir Oliver 
Mowat, in Ontario, Sir Louis Davlos, 
as he Is now, In Prince Edward's Is- 
land, Mr. Fielding, in Nova Scotia, 
and the late Mr. Blair in New Bruns- 
wick, acquired an influence in their 
respective provinces, which complete- 
ly overshadowed that of any other 
rr.sn in the local arena. When they 
wera translated to the foderal sphere, 
they gained local influence rather than 
ibat It, because they left no suiccess- 
sors capable of filling their places. All 
these men were In their provincial 
capacity sreat sticklers for provincial 
rights. They would have been the 
last to consent for a single moment 
to the suggestion that the provinces 
by entering Confederation lost any of 
their individuality. But by a very 
easily understood process those lead- 
ers assumed as federal ministers a 
larger control over the affairs of their 
provinces than they would have tol- 
erated from their predecessors in the 
Dominion cabinet. This Is why, in 
our judgment, the |iOliuj of the 
Laurier regime have been marked by 
a steady assumption by the federal 
government of a degree of control 
over provincial matters, which if net 
arrested, would very greatly restrict 
the powers of the local legislatures. 
'Mr. McBrlde by his mission to Lon- 
don has secured a recognition from 
the Imperial government and Imper- 
ial Parliament that the provinces have 
certain inherent rights, which cannot 
'be taken away from them by the act 
of tli'e Dominion Parliament. Tile 
principle has been laid down that the 
provinces as members of the Confed- 
eration are not in the natur'ety of 
stockholders in a company, the min- 
ority being bound by tho action of 
tlie majority, but that each of them 
has its individual rights, of which the 
others cannot deprive it. This is the 
principle of the decision of tho Bri- 
tish government not to permit the 
words "final and unalterable" to be 
included in the new arrangement 
with the federal government, and it 
made clearly evident by the observa- 
tions of the Undtp-Socrctary of State 
for tlie Colonies and the other gen- 
tlemen, who spoke upon the BUI in 
the House of Commons, It is true 
that there has been no legislation to 
that effect, but under institutions, in 
the formation of which precedent 
plays so essential a ipart as It does in 
ours, the enunciation of th e principle 
referred to will be as binding upon 
future governments and legislatures 
as though it had been specifically 
stated in a parliamentary enactment. 

The interests of the whole of Can- 
ada have been served by tlie enunci- 
ation of this principle. The time had 
come when such a declaration 
necessary. There was growing up 
not only a disposition on the part of 
the Ottawa authorities to regard tlie 
provinces as wholly subordinate poli- 
tical organizations, but also through- 
out the Dominion an impression that 
a majority of tlie provinces had a 
legal right to bind the others to any 
desired line of action. Mr, McBrlde 
has been instrumental In .securing a 
new definition of provincial rights, 
/i'ruo it only is tli'e old definition as 
it was understood by the founders of 
Confederation, but it has been slated 
anew and necessarily in some what 
different terms from what had been 
employed before. Mr. McBrid'e's cri- 
tic's may deny that any such defini- 
tion was necessary, but the facts show 
that It was. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
sought certain legislation because It 
had been assented to by the majority 
«f tho urovinecs und bcon asked by 



tli'e Dominion Parliament. Mr. Mc- 
Brlde on behalf of British Columbia 
protested against this province being 
bound by the action of the other pro- 
vinces or even by the Dominion Par- 
liament, and the British government 
and the British Parliament, which is 
the highest court In tho land, hr.v'e 
recognized tho soundness of bis 
claim. We do not contend that ho 
has secured a n'evv Interpretation of 
the British North America Act, for 
ho has not. What we do say is that 
ho has been instrumental In obtain- 
ing a restatement of tho basic prin- 
ciple of Confederation, which is that, 
while for some purposes certain pow- 
ers formerly exercised by tho pro- 
vinces have been vested in tho fed- 
eral parliament, those rights and 
powers, which, remain In the pro- 
vinces, are exercisable by each pro- 
vince individually and cannot be les- 
sened In any way either by the act of 
the Dominion as a whole or tho com- 
bined acts of any number of the pro- 
vinces. In other words, tho provinces 
retain a full measure of individual- 
ity. . • 

Tlie reopening of tli'e door for the 
presentation of our claims for better 
terms may bo only of local, and per- 
haps of temporary interest, but tho 
establishment of tlie precedent in- 
volved therein, as slated above, is of 
general and permanent advantage to 
the whole of Canada, and this Is tiio 
great result of Mr. McBrlde's mission 
to London, and upon this tho Colonist 
congratulates him even more heartily 
than upon securing a fresh opportunity 
fur tlie presentation of our claims upon 
the Dominion. 



A JAPANESE PROBLEM 



Every available acre in Japan Is said 
to be under cultivation, and the popu- 
lation Is increasing at the rate of 
S00.000 a year. These facts constit- 
ute it problem of the gravest kind, es- 
pecially, since, by reason of the adop- 
tion of Occidental customs, a greater 
per capita acreage Is necessary for 
tlie people of Japan now than former- 
ly. It was the expectation of Japanese 
statesmen that the surplus population 
would be attracted to Formosa, Kor 
and Manchuria, but as yet this has not 
been realized. During tho last ten 
years upwards of 5,000,000 have been 
added to the number of inhabitants, 
and the immigration has been less 
than 200,000. In view of these facts it 
is not surprising that commissioners 
have been sent to Mexico, Peru, Boliv- 
ia, Chill and elsewhere to find fields 
to which emigrants can go so as to 
relieve the impending congestion at 
home. Very much was heped from 
Formosa. That island has an area 
somewhat less than Vancouver island, 
and it was thought that for some years 
to come the overflow of Japan would 
be accommodated there, but this has 
not proved to bo the case. A consid- 
erable area in the interior is occupied 
by savage tribes, and the region near 
the coast Is already in tlie possession 
of the Chinese, whom it lias not been 
thought advisably, for economic reas- 
ons, to displace. The tillable area of 
Korea is already in tlie occupation of 
native farmers ami the same is true 
of Manchuria. Of course a few hun- 
dred thousand Japanese could be ab- 
sorbed by those countries, but the 
problem is one of dealing with the 
millions. Interior Asia has vast un- 
occupied tracts, but means of trans- 
portation to them are. lacking, and 
moreover the Japanese have as yet 
shown very little liking for pioneer 
work. They seem to prefer to reap 
where they have not sown anil to 
gather where they have not scatter- 
ed. In addition to natural causes, 
which Incline the Japanese to over- 
seas emigration there is the steady in- 
fluence of the transportation compan- 
ies, which find in tlie carrying of such 
emigrants an exceedingly profitable 
business. 

For these reasons the problem 
presented by the increasing surplus 
population in Japan is not merely loc- 
al or temporary in character;' it Is 
quite useless to talk of keeping these 
people at home, and almost equally so 
tu think of preventing them from going 
where' they want to. It would be fol- 
ly tu imagine that by passing anti- 
Japanese resolutions we can stop 
the expansion of a people who have not 
vet found it necessary to Invent a 
wind for race-suicide. As there was 
no restraining on our ancestors when 
they came out of Central Europe to 
find room for expansion. So there can 
be no restraining of tlie Japanese, and 
the present generation may think it- 
self exceedingly fortunate if it does 
not. have to face, the same state of 
things in regard to the Chinese. For 
weal or woe, the movement of Orien- 
tal peoples has begun, and a new 
chapter In the history of mankind has 
was been opened.

The Colonist has had much 
evidence placed b'eforo It by tourists 
and others 'of such misrepresentations 
made by Vancouver people. Thoy 
have b'een gross misrepresentations, 
such as no person could have tho 
least excuse for making. There Is 
living in Victoria today a gentleman, 
who, when he reached Vancouver on 
his way here; was told by a very pro- 
minent resident of that place that ho 
would make a mistake if he went any 
further, because Victoria was simply 
a large Indian village. Fortunately 
the gentleman determined to see for 
himself. If what the Province means 
is that Vancouver Is In a position to 
poison the minds of travelers in re- 
spect to this city, wo can only tell it 
that the people of that city have done 
their best in that way already, but 
that Victoria prospers in spite of I 
elr ill-will. 

Xo one here 'envies the prosperity 
of Vancouver. Very many Victorians 
are deeply Interested in it. Much 
Victoria capital has aided in building 
up that city; much Victoria energy 
has contributed to its progress. If it 
bad not been for Victoria money and 
Victoria enterprise, Vancouver would 
today be little more than a clearing 
in the midst of the woods. Victoria 
stood by Vancouver when its future 
was in doubt, and it Is In very poor 
tnste on tho part of the Province to 
seek to create 'false impressions in 
regard to this city. That paper in its 
priggish assumption of superiority 
says that Victorians "are cursed by 
Insularity and narrowness of view." 
Let the Province look along the 
streets of its own city, let It go up 
into the Koot'enays, let It look to the 
north and It will find evidence that 
the people of Victoria have been cour 
ageous and full of faith In the conn 
try. We ne'od not remind that paper 
that the time was not very long ago, 
when Victoria dominated the legisla- 
tion and administration of British 
Columbia, and, if it will inform itself 
upon what took place in those days, 
it will see what was then done to de- 
velop the province. That policy of 
development, which did so much for 
Rritlsh Columbia, was a distinctly 
Victoria policy. It was opposed by 
Vancouver, just as soon as that city 
got big enough to have any political 
influence, and if later administrations 
have not been able to adopt a broad 
provincial policy, it has been because 
the influence of Vancouver has been 
against it. Victorians have their 
faults, but an unwillingness to see 
any further than their own imme- 
diate environment is not and has 
never been one of them. On tho con- 
trary, tho one serious objection to 
the people of this city lias consisted 
in the fact that they have looked 
abroad for the investment of their 
money and the exercise of their 
energy, Instead of employing them In 
fields nearer hom'o. 

The trouble with the Province is 
that it is insanely Jealous. It is be- 
ginning to realize what Victoria Is 
certain to become, and it is endea- 
voring to injure this city in the opin- 
ion of those whom it is able to reach. 
We are glad to know that its influ- 
ence is exceedingly limited.

Tho announcement is made that the 
United States government proposes to 
buy Mngdelina Bay and establish a 
great naval station there. This bay is 
fifteen miles long and ten mii'es broad 
in its widest part. The entrance to 
it is by a channel only a mile and a 
half wide between Magdelina and 
Margarita islands. It is near the 
southern extremity of the peninsula of 
Southern California and is eight 
hundred miles south of San Diego. 
Secretary Root, of President Roose- 
velt's cabinet, is now In Mexico, and 
it is alleged that he is there for the 
purpose of negotiating the purchase of 
this bay, and that ho Is authorized, if 
he finds It necessary to do so, to offer 
a very large price for the whole of the 
California peninsula, giving in addi- 
tion a guarantee of naval protection 
to the southern republic. The 
peninsula has an area of about GO, 000 
square miles, but is of very little value. 
In case the purchase is effected, the har- 
bor will bo devoted exclusively to naval 
purposes, for which it is very well 
suited topographically, although it is 
somewhat far to the south of that part 
of the United States coast where tho 
presence of a fleet would be needed in 
tlie event of war, and It Is rather too 
far north to servo as a protection for 
the Panama Canal. It Is open to tlie 
additional objection that it Is on the 
borders of the Torrid Zone.

Electric Smelting 

The UnglnoerhiR societies in the 
United Kingdom are manifesting a keen 
Interest in the experiments that have 
been carried out under the auspices of 
the government of Canada In electric 
smelting. The leading authorities are 
agreed that three Important** questions 
have been settled bv the experiments of 
Dr. Eugene Hannel— first that charcoal 
even of Inferior quality can be satis- 
factorily used In the electric furnace as 
a reducing agent without brlquottlng; 
secondly, that ores containing a con- 
siderable percentage of sulphur and 
practically no manganese can be used to 
produce low-sulphur pig-iron; .and third- 
ly that magnetite Iron ore offers no 
special difficulty and can bo easily re- 
duced. 

The references that have been made lo 
tho work have as a rub.' been of a very 
appreciative character and Important 
economic results are anticipated from 
the Introduction of the new methods of 
treating the ores. Mr. F. W. llarbnrd 
in a paper which he has prepared on the 
subject for the honellt of engineers ad- 
mits thnl electric smelting offers con- 
siderable possibilities under the special 
conditions' Prevailing In some parts of 
Canada, but he does not think tho el- 
ectric furnace will ho a serious competi- 
tor Willi the modern blast furnace under 
ordinary conditions as to supply of fuel 
mid ore. In cases where the blast fur- 
nace Is for some reason Impossible the 
electric furnace may bo worked with 
good prospects of success. An electric 
plant cimable of producing 120 tons per 
day would cost fl-IO.nOO whereas a mod- 
ern blast turnaco plant producing live 
times that amount would not. cost more 
than £300,000, It Is evident from the 
general tone or the discussions that, have 
taken place that Importont developments 
are looked for In the direction of now 
forms of furnaces.— Montreal Herald.

GRANBY'S FUTURE PLANS 

Grand Forks, July 12.— Tho official 
announcement that tho Granby com- 
pany will further enlarge their fur- 
naces, which will hardly tako place 
beforo next year, means a big expan- 
sion of tho whole plant. In a chat 
witli Alanagcr Hodges, your corres- 
pondent was given an outline of the 
new construction work, which will go 
on for tho next twelve months. 

The ne\V 100,000 gallon steel tank 
Is now half finished. On its com- 
pletion tho foundations for the big 
steel flue chamber will bo commenced, 
and when the supports aro ln position 
a steel floor will bo laid on the fur- 
nace building. On tlio completion 
of tho flue chamber which will not 
bo until lato this fall, tho old brick 
flue will be torn down, thus giving 
room for the lengthening of all tho 
furnaces, thereby increasing tho ca- 
pacity of the whole battery by at 
least a thousand tons per day. Tho 
enlargement of the furnaces means 
increased blowers, and tho intention 
of tho mmandgement is to remodel the 
blower building, making room for two 
more large blowers and at tho same 
tlmo convert tho building into a brick 
and steel one. The. furnace blower 
building will also bo altered by mak- 
ing tlie walls of brick and the roo 
of steel, and similar stops will bo 
taken in respect to the machine shop, 
tho alterations ' necessarily moaning a 
big reduction in insurance. All these 
enlargements will cause a necessity 
for more bin room, and plans are 
in contemplation which will eventu- 
ate in additional bin room to store 
In nil 15,000 tons of ore and G,000 
tons of coke. 

Tho city council at a special meet- 
ing, discussed tho question of a eon- 
tract for power supply with the West I 
Kootenny .Power ,t Light company.! 
Tho proposed contract is for a term 
of three years, and 011 the whole, 
promises to bo of a more favorable 
character for the city than tho ar- 
rangement Which has been in exist- 
ence during the past with the Granby 
company. 

Tho question of a bridge over the 
Kettle river at First street, to replace 
the one which was destroyed lately, 
partly as a result of tho log Jam of 
tho Yale-Columbia Lumber company's 
logs at this point, was also gone into. 
The matter will probably lie ar- 
ranged by the construction of a foot 
bridge by the city and tlio lumber 
company. 

Tho election of an alderman to fill 
the office lately vacated by Alderman 
Donaldson, will take pace next Friday.

The 
term "Intlrm" In addition to physical 
weakness and old age, especially ap- 
plied to persons crippled, who lack an 
arm, or a leg, or an ''eye, or are so 
deformed that it was Improbablo they 
could earn a living in Canada. Per- 
sons suffering from the acute contag- 
ious were, of course prevented from 
landing.

Mr. and Mrs. New- 
ton, who had done so much to give 
them such a happy day. 



A verdict of accidental death by 
drowning was rendered at the inquest 
yesterday afternoon into the death of 
Tashiye Nishimoto, the four'-yearf-old 
son of Mr. Nisliiiuoto, of 292 Govern- 
ment street, a local Japanese boat 
builder. A jury was empanelled by 
Coroner Hart and the evidence of the 
child's father and Mrs. Wheeler, a 
neighbor, was taken. 

The little boy with a Chinese baby 
about the same age, was playing on 
Friday afternoon near Porter's wharf, 
where his father was building a 
launch. Ho was warned not to go 
near the edge of the dock, and while 
his father was near he obeyed. About 
5.30 o'clock the father went home for 
supper. Remembering the children 
ho hastened back to the dock, being 
absent only about ten minutes, to 
find both babies missing. Thinking 
that the children were hiding in the 
vicinity he made a careful search, but 
In vain. Searching under the wharf 
tho body of Tashiye was discovered 
wedged between a log and a float It 
was feared at first that the Chinese 
baby was also drowned and the harbor 
in the vicinity was dragged. It was 
later discovered that tho boy had 
wandered a/way home when he saw 
his playmate drown. 

Roller Skating Rink 
Owen Saywer, of Chatham, Ontario, 
an amusement promoter Is in the city 
viewing the sites for the building in 
the city of a roller skating rink and 
amusement hall. In an interview Mr. 
Sawyer says ho is delighted with Vic- 
toria and sees a great future for it 
as a residential city. He contemplates 
an expenditure of $20,000 in tho pur- 
chase of a silo on which ho will build 
a roller skating rink, and probably an 
amusement hall suitable for larger 
crowds, sueli as public meetings, 
conventions, balls, banquets, public 
receptions, etc. Several locations are 
now in contemplation and it is likely 
a selection will bo made within tho 
next few days. 



HORTICULTURE IN VICTORIA 

Victoria has been quite properly call- 
ed the "Rose City" and from inquiry 
among the florists It Is very evident that 
the sobriquet is not misapplied. Not 
only are the citizens of Victoria rose 
lovers, but the florists have orders for 
cut roses from as far east as "Winni- 
peg. It is not difficult to arrive at 
the conclusion that the rose occupies 
the premier position In this city, but 
it is quite another matter to agree as 
to whnt flower Is entitled to second 
place In popular favor. From inter- 
views it would rather -seem that this 
position Is fixed in tho mind of deal- 
ers by the demand they may have. 
One florist is quite positive the carna- 
tion, In white, pink and red Is not 
rOWtiy entitled to scVond .placet but' 
stands a nock and neck with, the rose 
for first place. Another Is equally 
positive the Chrysanthemum ranks sec- 
ond in popularity with tho dahlia 
a good third. 

There are several growers who cul- 
tivate the flower for the purpose of 
harvesting tho seed and while they 
fill orders for the bloom or for plants 
yet they nro rather "seed growers" 
than florists. What will be of Inter- 
est to readers was disclosed by one 
grower yesterday that no cauliflower 
seeds grown locally would truly re- 
produce; in other words the seed of a 
rare or specially valuable sample of 
cauliflower is planted may produce an 
altogether different variety or indeed 
several varieties. The only true cau- 
liflower seed comes from Paris, Prance. 

Chrysanthemums are especially pop- 
ular and from Inquiry there will be 
a larger growth this year than ever 
before The early blooms will come 
in in August and continue to Janu- 
ary. 

The bulb flowers, such as hyacinths, 
daffodil tulips, etc., will show in 
December. As showing the extent of 
the growth of these flowers it may be 
said that one grower had three tons 
of bulbs last year. 

Tho kindred trades nro of con- 
siderable importance; flower-baskets, 
wreath forms, tools, flower pots, wire 
forms, etc aggregate in sales several 
thousand dollars per annum.

TAX RATE WILL LIKELY 
BE STRUCK BY COUNCIL 



Fixing of Levy for Current Year 
Expected to Come Up To- 
morrow Night 



Tho council will consider tho as- 
sessment rolls at Its regular weekly 
mooting tomorrow night and in all 
probability tho rate for tho year will 
bo struck. It is not likely that there 
.will be any reduction in the rato on 
either land or improvements, as al- 
though tho totul of assessable prop- 
erty has increased greatly, there has 
boon a consequent increase in the 
number of demands made upon tho 
finances of the city. 

Computed at tho former rate tho 
city's revenue should be $6-1,000 great- 
er than that of last year. In • any 
rato, however, tho city has to provide 
for the one-sixth off for payment before 
an arbitrary date. The calculations are 
made by tho city auditor, J. L. Ray- 
mitr, who also holds the position of 
water commissioner. 

There will be the usual number of 
bylaws to be considered, among others 
the new regulations submitted by the 
parks board, which will come up for 
final reconsideration. 

Tho new bylaw to amend the build- 
ing inspection regulations will come 
up for Its third rending. It was in- 
troduced last Monday evening by Aid. 
Gleason, It renders It necessary to 
take out a building permit for all 
buildings within tho city limits. 

No report will be received from tho 
cemetery committee with regard to 
tlie Quadra street burial ground. Tho 
matter will come before the commit- 
tee at a meeting to bo held early in 
tho week. 

The streets, bridges and sewers com- 
mittee will recommend that Turner 
street in the Rock bay district be 
graded under the local improvement 
act and that a surface drain bo laid 
on Perry street. The committee also 
favors the proposal to proceed with 
the grading of Delta and Gamma 
streets and with the proposal to lay 
a plank sidewalk on Chambers street. 
'The cost of the former work is esti- 
mated to be $1,700. 

The committee will endorse the re- 
quest of tho school board that the city 
shall construct a cement sidewalk in 
front of the Central school on Or- 
monde avenue out of the general side- 
walk fund. 

The work of renumbering all houses 
throughout tho city will bo proceeded 
with at once, J. Senrs, the successful 
tenderer, being instructed to proceed 
with tho work upon tho plan origin- 
ally adopted by tho committee. 

A report from the fire wardens will 
be received. It deals almost ontire- 
volved in communications referred to 
them by tho council.

Scientists Claim That Outbreaks 
ol Bad Temper Hasten 
Death 



Dr. Maurice de Pleury, a disting- 
uished Frenchman, has just written 
a short scientific treatise In which 
he advances the Interesting theory 
that every time we become angry our 
vitality shrinks so much. In propor- 
tion to every outburst of anger and 
even the most, artfully suppressed 
signs of bad temper our vitality be- 
comes smaller and smaller until fin- 
ally nothing is left. Then we die, 
paying the penalty which, Dr. Fluery 
declares, every bad-tempered person 
pays long before he otherwise would. 

The moral of this French doctor's 
treatise, of course, is that we should 
never allow ourselves to become an- 
gry If we value our health and life. 
His theory is supported to a certain 
extent by the recent declaration of 
another scientist that the microbe of 
anger had been found and that It was 
n very dangerous and poisonous little 
animal. .The microbe was discovered 
during a microscopic examination of 
two drops of blood taken at separate 
times from the arm of a man; one 
while he was In a calm, normal con- 
dition and the other after ho had been 
goaded into a fit of ungovernable 
fury.

On no account throw a quoit life 
buoy to a swimmer who does not 
need its help, as until one becomes 
proficient In its handling there is a 
danger of striking the object aimed 
at. 

The greater power of the ship's life 
buoy allows not only for a comfortable 
support in water that may not be as 
smooth as in a bathing place, it also 
affords asistance to more than one

THE LIFE BUOY 



Tho life buoy has not been left out 
of tho field of the genius of design, 
yet the old-fashioned cork filled disc 
has not been displaced by any inven- 
tor. This Is not on account of the 
cork life buoys being cheaper than the 
latest devices, for they are not. It is 
more likely due to the fact that a cork 
life buoy lasts longer than a pneu- 
matic one iind instils more confidence 
than a buoy made of composition al- 
leged to be just its good as cork. I 
daresay the best of the new life buoys 
is one that encloses a net which acts 
as a support If one has to stay in the 
water for any length of time, and also 
contains compartments that hold ma- 
terials for signalling with by night or 
day. There are two classes of life 
buoys both intended for tlie same pur- 
pose and handled much in the same 
way; for want of bettor words I will 
term one the "quoit" life buoy and the 
other the "ships" life buoy; the quoit 
life buoy is of very light construction 
and has a line attached to it of from 
60 to 100 feet in length, the line is 
very light and strong and of a con- 
sistency that will prevent entangling, 
'Phis form of life buoy is known after 
the style of a lariat. It is used main- 
ly nt bathing places. When using It 
the end of the lino Is held In the left 
band- the line Itself and a rim loop 
is held with the right hand.

When It strikes properly It gains 
fresh impetus and proceeds to a 
greater distance. Tlie buoy is not to 
touch tin; water Immediately in 
of the person it is intended to assist 
but at a short distance from him, si 
Unit it may glide easily within hi:

Some years ago, when one of our 
regiments was en route to India, a 
soldier unfortunately fell overboard, a 
life buoy was thrown to his aid from 
the quarter deck and struck the water 
Immediately in front of him. As Is 
usual under such circumstances — on a 
troop ship— no hitch ocurred, nor was 
an instant of time lost in lowering 
away a boat to his assistance. The 
man was picked up still swimming. 
Sin! to relate the poor fellow's mind 
had become deranged. He had to be 
Invalided ho'mo afterwards. It was 
generally believed on board that he 
had mistaken the life buoy for n 
shark. Probably If It had struck the 
water first at some distance from him 
he would not have been disturbed. 
. Estimating tlie time from tlie word 
of command a throw should strike the 
water at fifty feet and proceed ten 
fe* further in five seconds. Life 
buoys should be well coated with 
White zinc and a supplementary brush 
of luminous paint is an advantage.

"Whajt: is tho world coming to?" 
How often you hear tho remark. You 
pick up your iiiiper after a day's work, 
and the head: lines stare you^Jn the 
face informing you that' a bank man- 
ager lias gone off with a pocket full 
of 'the bank's funds. Or you sec "a 
loan company's president has been 
found guilty of breach of trust, and 
the man you were wont to trust and 
admire has sone to be known by a 
number.' Or your dear old friend's son, 
who came to tho city from the home 
on tho farm and got a good position, 
has turned. out badly, and Is a fugitive 
from justice with- his employer's monov 
to hurry him down the. road to ruin, 
and you sigh as you. -look around at 
your little boys and wonder if the 
world is really getting worse and if 
your boys too arc not likely to join 
what appears to you to be an ever- 
growing procession of thieves. 

The Men of "Trust." 

But do you ever think of tho other 
fellows? Of the men who day after 
day and year after year work with 
other people's money and handle 
thousands, perhaps nilllions, of dollars 
without - ever sinking beneatli the 
temptation to "borrow" from the cash- 
box. 

Yet, for everyone who goes wrong 
and steals his employer's money, tlie 
manager of one of the largest 'guaran- 
tee' companies doing business in Can- 
ada informs us that almost a thousand 
remain honest. 

The business of guaranteeing the 
employer from loss by the dishonesty 
of his employes has grown to an Im- 
mense extent in recent years. The 
business man finds a young man whom 
he thinks will suit him, and he simply 
asks him. to procure a guarantee bond 
and ho may have the position. He 
does not worry about his honesty, he 
will be insured against the dishonesty 
of his - servant. 

It now rests with the guarantee 
company to consider the applicant's 
acceptability as a person to hold a po- 
sition of trust, and this has been re- 
duced to a science. It -would surprise 
many of the young men of Toronto to 
know how much information there is 
about him on file in the offices of the 
guarantee company . interested in him. 
Married Mon Better Risks. 

Other things being equal, married 
men are better risks from tho guar- 
antee company's standpoint than the 
single num. The home tics and the 
responsibilities attached to homo life 
'tend to keeping a man in the proper 
path. Many young men spend their 
money in ways which are shunned by 
married men, and . a man's wife knows 
as well as ho what he can afford to 
do on the income accruing from his 
position; 

"Show mo what a young man docs 
between tho hour' he quits his ollice 
and eleven o'clock at night, and I will 
tell you how he. Is likely to turn out," 
said one' of the oldest guarantee men 
in Canada. That l#-the point they con- 
sider, tho habits of life, the associa- 
tions and; companions, of the man . who 
holds a position of -.trust. If these are 
good his life will be right; if they are 
elevating in their character he will be 
a better man as the, years go by, and 
the very opposite is the case if his 
habits and companions are bad. Many 
a young man has lost a position and 
never knew the reason. It was be- 
cause his bond had been cancelled on 
account of his private life, which he 
probably thought' went unnoticed by 
bis employer, but which did not es- 
cape tho eyes of tho officials of the 
company, which was responsible for 
ids honesty. 

Early Life Influence. 

Ono of the first tilings which arc 
considered when an application for a 
garantee bond is received Is tho ap- 
plicant's early life, and home train- 
ing. His parents' .reputation for prob- 
ity' and tho training they have given 
their son in early II ft; are considered 
very carefully. For this reason for- 
eigners are not considered as safe 
risks as native Canadians, because It 
is found impossible to obtain satisfac- 
tory information oh these points. 

"Does indulging in sports mitigate 
against a young man from your stand-; 
point?" was one of tlie questions ask- 
ed, the guarantee' company manager. 
• "No 'and yes," was the apparently 
contradictory answer. "If a young 
man takes part in healthy outdoor 
sport, and mixes With clean sportsmen 
it is In his favor. It tends to keep 
his body in better condition, and you 
know when a man's body is healthy he 
is not so apt to be led Into temptation 
easily, but," continued he, "if, on tho 
other hand, you mean by 'sport' bet- 
ting on horse races, baseball, and 
such so-called sport, It puts him out 
Of the class we consider. The man 
who takes a real, personal Interest in 
golf, ball, rowing, or any such game 
from the physical point of view can- 
not help but lie ii better man." 
Chief Causes of Ruin. 

".What do you consider to be the 
chief cause for the defalcation of the 
present age?" 

"I suppose there are many causes, 
such as the desire .to live better than 
one's neighbor or as well as some one 
else, or the ambition to be in the swim 
along with those who receive a greater 
income, but I am convinced that tho 
great cause is the mania of the cen- 
tury, which some people describe as 
'the get-rich-quiclt craze.' The young 
man hears his employer and his 
friends talking of making money, and 
thinks he, too, will take a dip, and 
with half his month's salary buys sonic 
stock on margin. It is a good stock, 
and ho figures him he will go ahead,, 
after cleaning up a few hundred. But 
tho stock does not jump, he just gets 
out oven, or makes a few dollars;, and 
soon ho takes a deeper dive. Some 
day after having the greed of gain de- 
veloped he comes out on the short 
side of the market . and 'borrows; a 
little of his employer's money to 'pro- 
tect' his investment. Down It goes, 
and ho borrows more, perfectly sure 
that before the audit he will bo able 
to replace the 'borrowed' money. But 
ho can't, and is discovered. Disgrace 
.•stares him in the fnce, and unless his 
friends come to his rescue and pay up 
before the employer files his claim 
against the guarantee company noth- 
ing can save him." . 

"Are there many cases settled?" 

"Yes, many more settled by friends 
than by the companies," was the 
answer. 

Defaulters Prosecuted.

If ho has tho stuff 
in him to resist these- nt tlie first, or| 
having had his fling, to cut them out 
before ho goes toOifnr, ho is all -right, 
hut if not tlie experience Is that be Is 
more reckless, and will go to greater 
extremes than tho city bred boy, who 
has grown up surrounded by the con- 
ditions which are a temptation to him.

At the meeting on May 24 strcno- 
bus objection was made by President 
Brown and Secretary Whyte of the Is- 
land association to the proposed 
changes the former Intimating that 
if tlie changes proposed were carried 
that If wns quite possible the Island 
association would withdraw from the 
British Columbia Football associa- 
tion, in spite of the objections of the 
island delegates the new rules were 
adopted by the casting vote of thcV 
Chairman.

The steamer Tartar, of the C. P. R. 
lino, Capt Davison, reached port yes- 
terday morning from Hongkong via 
ports of the Orient, having left Yoko- 
hama on Juno L'Dti), bringing tit) 
saloon and IDS .steerage passengers, 
Including 73 Clilne.se, -10 Hindus and 
o!) Japanese and ;i,3U5 tons of general 
cargo, of which 5S ions were landed 
at the outer dock. More Japanese 
steerage passengers could have been 
secured, but they could not bo accom- 
modated. Among the saloon passengers 
were Miss C. E. Trutch, daughter of. 
the late Sir Joseph Trutch, well 
lenov.n in Victoria, who came from 
England by way of tho P. & O. lino 
and the Par Hast. Mr. and Mrs. P. 
Paset Hett, the former formerly a 
resident of Victoria and now a lawyer 
of Hongkong, were also among the 
arrivals. Other travellers on tho Tar- 
tar were Lieut. G. C. H. Llnsdell of 
,the British Indian army; Lieut. H. 
P. Smythe Osbourne, fiag-lieutehant of 
Bear-Admiral Moore of tho China 
squadron; Mr. and Mrs. Ware, mis- 
sionaries, with live daughters; Mr.

News was brought by the Tartar 
that owing to the heavy demands for 
freight space from Japan to Victoria 
and Seattle the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
had added a chartered steamer, tho 
Moyoro Maru, U.liGl tons gross, which 
was loading when tho Tartar left 
Yokohama on June 29th, and expected 
to sail shortly after the C. P. R. 
steamer. The Moyoro Maru will call 
at Victoria. It had been intended to 
send the steamer Wakamlya Maru 
across tho Pacific, but the Moyoro 
Maru, which was enabled to complete 
repairs at Osaka earlier than antici- 
pated, was despatched in her stead. 
The extra Nippon Yusen Kaisha liner 
left Kobe on June 119th, and was ex- 
pected to leave Yokohama about July 
4th. Capt. W. Wade, lately in com- 
mand of the steamer Fushiki Maru i-n 
the north Japanese coast service will 
bring the vessel 1 across. Two large 
8,600 ton steamers arc being built for 
this line. On the Yokohama-Bombay 
route the Japanese line has added extra 
steamers, nine vessels now bcrng used 
and instead of a fortnightly, a nine- 
flay service will be given. 

The Moyoro Maru. which lias been 
added to the fleet of six liners giving 
a fortnightly service to Victoria and 
Seattle as an extra freighter is chart- 
ered from the Japanese naval depart-, 
ment. being one of the steamers carry- 
ing contraband seized by Japanese 
warships during the Russo-Japanese 
war. 

News was brought by the Tartar of 
the arrival of the steamer Kaga Maru 
with General Kuroki and party on 
board from Victoria a few days before 
she left Yokohama. ' Shortly after the 
arrival of the Kaka one of the seamen 
of the vessel committed suicide by ex- 
ploding a dynamite bomb. The sui- 
cide look place In the yoshiwara, a 
licensed quarter of Yokohama, the vic- 
tim's body being blown to pieces and 
tho room wrecked. On some of the 
torn clothing was found a paper which 
spoke of the intention to suicide and 
gave the man's name as "Jujiro Suz- 
uki, a Sailor of the steamer Kaga 
Maru." 

The Tartar also brought news that 
as the 1 1. M. S. Empress of India from 
Victoria was leaving Yokohama for 
Hongkong about !) p. in. on Sunday, 
June 23rd, she ran Into a fishing boa', 
off Hommolcu, a headland just outside 
Yokohama harbor. Tho boat was dam- 
aged and capsized. Two life buoys 
were thrown from the steamer toward 
the occupants of the boat, two fisher- 
men, Who were struggling in the water. 
' Meanwhile, another fishing boat which 
was near by appeared on the scene and 
saved the man in distress. Subse- 
quently the Empress of India continu- 
ed on her course. . It Is said that tho 
Japanese boat which met with the ac- 
cident did not show any light at the 
time when the collision occurred. 

According to news recoived by the 
Tartar tho wreck of the Great North- 
em liner Dakota is to bo blown up 
with dynamite. Cap!. Young, who re- 
cently returned abandoned all efforts to 
salve tho big steamer, which has been 
given up as a total loss. It has since, 
however, been decided, to blow up the 
steamer and thus to save part of the 
iitill and cargo. The work of blowing 
up the Ship will be carried out by Mr. 
i amashfna,, of the Yama'shlna Marino 
Engineering Company. Ho recently 
asked the prefoetural government for 
permission to use dynamite on tho 
vessel. 

CHIPPEWA COMING 

New Alaska Steamship Ferry Linor 
Will Make First Trip Today 

The streamer Chippewa of the Al- 
aska Steamship Company will arrivo 



at 1.15 p. m. today at the Alaska 
Steamship Company's wdiarf on James 
Bay Inaugurating her service to Vic- 
toria from Seattio to Port Townscnd. 
Tho Chippewa is a larger and faster 
steamer than the Indianapolis, and is 
second only to the Princess Victoria 
in point of speed. Her furnishings 
in mahogany and upholstered leather, 
are said to equal those of the C. P. R. 
liner. The dining room Is richly in- 
laid. The. Chippewa is an oil-burner 
with two -smokestacks. Capt. Carter 
and the officers of tho Indianapolis 
were to bo transferred this morning 
on the arrival of that vessel at Sea- 
ttle, Tile Indianapolis is to go in tho 
dry dock to be overhauled and will 
then be placed on the Tacoma-Scattle 
route. 

It is expected the ' Clilppowa will 
today bring a largo number of ox- 
cursionlsts, including many Christian 
Endeavor delegates. Yesterday, as 
well as the 9G other travelers of tho 
Indianapolis there wore 190 Cnrlstaln 
Endeavorers who came to Victoria for 
a week-end visit. 



RESOLUTE FLOATED. 

Three Largo Tugs Required to Haul 
Schooner From Dungeness. 

Tugs Tyee, Tacoma and Wanderer 
or. Friday succeeded In towing the 
schoonor Resolute from tho spit near 
Dungeness, where she has been ashore, 
for three days. The Resolute was 
taken tc Port Townscnd. Before the 
schooner could be loosened from tho 
beach- a gang of lifteen longshoremen, 
brought by the tugs from Port Town- 
send, lightered about half of the ves- 
sel's cargo. 

The keel of the Resolute was torn 
off when she drove onto the sand spit. 
The vessel was almost waterlogged 
and it win require some time to com- 
plete repairs. An attempt to tow the 
schooner from the beach Thursday 
failed when tho hawser used broke. 



MEMO'S CHARTERER 
GETS INTO TROUBLE 



Steamer Delayed at Honolulu 
Owing to Action of Those Who 
Were Crowded Out 



Although the agents of the steamer 
Kumeric, P. Waterhouse & Co., of 
Seattle, were advised by cable that 
she had left Honolulu on Tuesday 
with 1,177 Japanese, it is now stated 
that tho steamer with her big throng 
of Japanese has been delayed. A 
Honolulu cablegram under ( yesterday's 
date, says: 

"The steamer Kumeric, with 1,200 
Japanese, is ready to sail for Victoria 
and Vancouver, B. C. The charterer, 
Orima, has deposited $25 for each 
passenger witli tho ships agents to 
comply with the immigration law, 
which requires that every Japanese 
immigrant must possess $25. A num- 
ber of Japanese who paid the fare can- 
not be accommodated on the Kumeric 
and these threaten to garnishee the 
fund. Orima has been refused a pass- 
port to Seattle by the Japanese con- 
sul at Honolulu." 

The trouble has arisen as a result of 
the refusal of the two San Prancisco 
inspectors who went to the islands to 
inspect the vessel, and who refused 
to grant a license for more than 1,200 
passengers, while over 2,000 were 
booked. 

Tho charterer in depositing a fund 
of $25 to cover tho amount ho believes 
to be required for each Japanese by 
the immigration officials, is laboring 
under a delusion. Tho law does not 
require that. The clauses of the 
Immigration act of the Dominion pro- 
hibit landing only of insane or epilep- 
tic or otherwise diseased persons, pau- 
pers, beggars and criminals, although 
there is also a clause to the effect 
that the governor-in-councll may, by 
proclamation or order, whenever it is 
considered necessary or expedient, 
prohibit tho landing in Canada of any 
specified class of Immigrants, of 
which notice shall bo given to the 
transportation companies. 

FATAL ACCIDENT ' 

W. Baynes, Longshoreman, Killod by 
Fall in Deep Tank of Ning Chow 

A fatal accident occurred about 11 
a.m., yesterday on board the Blue Fun- 
nel line steamer Ning Chow, Capt. Al- 
lan, discharging cargo at the outer 
dock. W. Baynes, a longshoreman, 27 
years of ngc, a native of London who 
came to Victoria as a seaman of the 
Steamer Teueer in Pebruary last and 
lias since been a resident at the \V. C. 
T. U. mission. Baynes was at work 
in tho 'tween decks of the big freight- 
er standing near 'the hatch wneln. 
a slingload of freight swung against 
him and knocked him over Into th* 
deep tank of the hold. Ho strucV 
head foremost, and sustained Injuries 
which proved fatal two hours after 
ward. The unfortunate man had he.n 
warned by the stevedores concerning 
the swlnglngload of freight just prior 
to the accident. He was brought from 
the bottom of the steamer and attend- 
ed by tli^e ship's doctor, who saw at 
once that no hope could bo entertain- 
ed. The ambulance was summoned 
and tho dying man was removed to St. 
Joseph's hospital, where ho expired 
at 1.20 p.m. 




Number of Japanese Emigration 
Companies Combine to Send 
5,000 Coolies 



BROWN MEN FOR RAILWAY WORK 



Canadian Railway Company Makes 
Arrangements in Tokio for Large 
Shipment of Men 



The steamer Tartar brought advices 
from Tokio that five Toklo emigra- 
tion companies have combined to fill 
an order for 5,000 contract laborers 
for which a Canadian railway com- 
pany has made application for con- 
struction work in British Columbia. 
The emigration companies combined 
to supply the 5000 coolies are, the 
Tokio, Morioka, Bansei, . Koboku, and 
Kumamoto, and they have jointly 
asked permission from the Tokio for- 
eign office to carry on the wok -en- 
trusted to them by the railway com- 
pany. A general meeting of tho re- 
presentatives of the various Japanese 
emigration companies was held at 
Tokio shortly .before tho Tartar sail- 
ed when tho proposed amendments to 
tho Japanese emigration regulations 
were discussed. It Is proposed that all 
contracts relating to emigration are 
to be made through a duly certified 
emigration company. The delegates 
reported at the coventlon "that great 
activity in emigration to Canada and 
to South America will take place dur- 
ing the Autumn of the present year 
as the demand for labor Is steadily 
on the increase." 

There are 29 of these emigration 
companies now In existence in Japan, 
the Tokio and Morioka being among 
the foremost. It was not until 1004 
that any of tho companies were es- 
tablished on a large scale, when the 
Dairiku Shokumlr Koesha was start- 
ed with capital of $50,000. 

Tho company which engages largely 
in sending emigrants to South Am- 
erica and Mexico, has a scheme for 
the sending of 650,000 Japanese to 
Chili. 



OHIO AT SEATTLE 

Tho steamer Ohio, after temporary 
repairs being made at Nome, has ar- 
rived at Seattio after a voyage of nine 
days. Tho steamer' will dock at Ta- 
coma wharf. The steamer was patched 
by means of a wooden bulkhead of 
twelvo by twelve timbers and be- 
tween these and tho broken plates co- 
ntent was placed. Steel plates were 
put on outsldo as patches. 

Capt. George W. Brown, of tho 
ship, states that the most excited pas- 
sengers he had aboard at tho timo of 
the accident were four river boat cap- 
tains In the employ of tho N. A. T. & 
T. company. Three of these men, he 
states, lost their heads entirely when 
tho vessel struck. Only one of tho 
four remained cool and placed his ser- 
vices at the disposal of Capt. Brown, 

"One captain," said Capt. Brown 
yesterday, "threw his suit case over 
tho side, then camo to me and wanted 
me to put out a boat after it, because. 
It had his masters papers in it. An- 
other slid down a rope over tho side to 
got to a small boat so rapidly that he 
toro all tho skin from the palms of 
his hands and carried them in band- 
ages for days afterwards. Por cap- 
tains, holding masters' papers, they 
were ns fine a lot of beauties as I have 
seen." 

When tho Ohio struck the ice at 
12.35 on tlie morning of June 12, Capt. 
Brown was in the crow's nest direct- 
ing the vessel's movements. "We had 
been going through shore ice so rotten 
that the wash from the bow broke It 
up," said Cnnt. Brown yesterday. "Tho 
piece on which the ship struck was 
submerged, and I had no way of know- 
ing that it was different from that 
through which we had been crushing. 
The shock was so slight that I did not 
know tho ship was In any danger until 
the first officer sent the quartermaster 
to Inform mo the vessel was making 
wtiter forward. 

"Mr. W. P. Hlllman, the first mate, 
deserves credit for closing the bulk- 
head between No. 1 and No. 2 com- 
partments, the action which undoubt- 
edly saved the ship from sinking. To 
do this Mr. Hlllman Fnrang into wa- 
ter waist deep. My first orders on 
striking were to close the bulkheads 
and all dead eyes In the ship. Then 
I had tho boats lowered to a level with 
the rail to be ready if needed. When 
I found tho vessel was not leaking 
rapidly enough to be in danger, 1 had 
the boats stowed away on deck again 
and I proceeded back to Nome. 



GUST CAUSES COMMOTION 

Drove Princess Victoria Across Harbor 
When Leaving For Seattle 

The heavy wind at 6.30 p.m., delayed 
the Steamer Princess Victoria for half 
an hour last night when tho C. P. R. 
liner pulled out the wind caught lfer 
abeam and forced the vessel across 
the harbor to tho Turner Beeton wharf 
whore after a few pies had been 
twisted, she 'Was swung around bow to 
the breeze and steamed out of port. 

ALLIE 1. AGLAR RETURNS 

Sealing Schooner Carries Away Fore- 
mast Head in Breeze Off

Tho sealing schooner Alllo I. Ugar, 
Capt. W. Delouchrey, which left here 
on June 13 to ship a crew of Indian 
hunters at Ucluelet, reached port yes- 
terday with her foremast head gone.

ATLANTIC STEAMSHIPS 

F THE CANADIAN PACIFIC RY 



The steamer Amur, Capt. Locke, 
from northern British Columbia ports, 
will make a fortnightly trip to Jedwav, 
tho new mining centre on Queen 
Charlotte islands, owing: to the sreat 
development there. 1 The Amur which 
brought about fifty Bkssengdrs, among 
them Capt. Oliver hud 'D. R. Young, 
of this city, had. included, in. her cargo, 
with ^00 tons of general' freight, tho 
rib of ■ a mastodon 'discovered during 
excavations on Cody's ranch near 
Skidegatet. The bones of the inhabi- 
tant of tsn Queen Charlottes of the 
mioceue period, which, as far as can 
be learned, were the only bones of the 
kind found on this Island, are taken 
by northerners as indicative of rich 
gold fields to be discovered; for the 
northerners point out that placer gold 
is invariably found In tho same local- 
ity as mastodon bones. The bone 
brought down by the Amur is about 
twenty feet iong and it 13 figured that 
the mastodon in its lifetime must 
have stood at feast "35 feet high. 

News of tho finding of new coal 
areas, mostly anthracite, and of gen- 
eral development In the 'northern isl- 
ands was also brought by tho Amur. 
Capt. Oliver, who is Interested in the 
oil works and cannery at Skidegate 
reported that a large seam of anthra- 
cite had been found about nine miles 
from Skldegate on . Skidegate inlet. 
The seams, which arc close to the 
water's edge, average from 3 to 15 feet 
wide.. Forty-two claims have been 
acquired by a syndicate being formed 
in Victoria to work tho property. 

D. II. Young of this city was the 
discoverer of the property, and is 
actively engaged' in tho work of de- 
veloping the syndicate, a meeting of 
which will he held tomorrow. The 
Amur brought down some samples of 
the coal from the property. 

At the north end of the island on 
JIassett Sound the i!. F. G.raham Lum- 
ber Company has men at work pre- 
paring for tho erection of a large 
saw mill. >S. R. McClintock, local 
manager for this company said that 
before next fall, his company, which 
has acquired Immense Umber limits 
and some coal areas expects to have 
about L',000 men at work. By October 
they expect to have a f-aw mill at 
work which would cut 30,000 foot per 
dav. A small mill would first be put 
up to cut the timber tor the construc- 
tion nf the larger mill. A diamond 
drill' was being taken in by this com- 
pany to lest the coal areas to a depth 
of 1,500 feet. 

Quito a number of mining exports 
were visiting various mines on Queoii 
Charlotte islands and nil were keenly 
satisfied with the outlook on the 
northern islands. One man stated to 
an officer of tho Amur that 1-n search- 
ing for copper propositions he had 
travelled 55,000 miles and had never 
seen such showings as those on the 
islands. The property located by two 
Swedes as reported on the Vast trip of 
the Amur had been examined since the 
steamer was last at Jedway. Tho 
miners had tunnelled across the lead 
for 110 feet In solid ore and had run 
up the mountain side for 4,500 foot.

] 200 tons of ore ready for shipment.

SMUGGLING^CHINESE 

Man Who Aided Member of Empress 
of China's Crow is Sentenced 

T C. Hopkins, alias Harper, who 
was' charged with unlawfully aiding 
and abetting Pam Hing, a Chinese, to; 
obtain passage on the Empress of 
China to Victoria as a stowaway with 
Intent to smuggle the Chinese into 
Canada' was fined $500 and sentenced 
to threo months Imprisonment at 
Hong Kong according to advices 
brought from that port by the steam- 
er Tartar yesterday. The counsel for 
tho accused stated that temptation 
had been offered his client by the 
master of arms on tho ship to assist 
in getting Chinese Into Victoria.' He 
did not think the accused would have 
got very much had the. Chinese been 
smuggled In successfully. Mr. Gold- 
Ing urged that fine would moot tho 
case, especially as accused had been 
jail for a week. 

G. C. C. Master for the prosecution 
said that they did not wish to bo vin- 
dicative, hut the stowing '.away of 
Chinamen was a serious matter in as 
much as the ship stood to be fined 
$51)0 (gold) and in addition to pay 
$500 (gold) poll tax. v-

Tho Bocout Potlach. 

Sir. — In your edition dated June 2S 
last, there Is an article on the "Pot- 
lacli," which took place recently at Al- 
ert bay. Tills i feel bound to answer, 
as the whole article Is a gross exaggera- 
tion. 

Whoever your correspondent might 
be, 1 feel confident that lie knows no- 
thing whatever about the Indians or 
their customs. 

He begins by calling it the greatest 
potlach ever held in Itritish Columbia, 
and that fully 2, 009 Indians, mostly of 
the Tsimpseans, were present. The 
whole of this is untrue. There was 
not a quarter of that number present, 
and as for the Tsimpseans there was 
not one of that tribe within hundreds of 
miles of Alert bay. 

Your correspondent goes on to say 
that the shore was one mass of canoes, 
a reasonable estimate placing the num- 
ber at 500, all to be bartered away with 
the rest of the goods. 

Here ugaiu he fails in his statistics, 
there was not more Ulan n nftll m that 
number, and had he taken the trouble 
to enquire, he would have found that 
canoe potlaehes are things of the past. 

He then tells us that on "two days 
thero was a little celebration that no 
white people, not even the provincial 
constable was allowed to witness." 

Tills is absurd, for anyone who 
wishes may witness a dance, feast, or 
potlach. Tho Indian is more pleased 
than otherwise, when the white man ex- 
presses a wish to witness anything that 
might be going on. 

He. next attempts to sensationally des- 
cribe tlie selling of a little girl of nine 
brought from Rivers Inlet, who was sold 
after "sniritcd bidding" for $1,400 

This is mere fiction, for the Rivers 
Inlet tribe "as not represented any 
more than the Tsimpseans were. 

There was a girl of some 12 or 1 3 
years sold, hut was not put up for auc- 
tion, as your correspondent would have 
us to believe. Indian marriages are 
not made In tills manner, nor anything 
It. 

As for "Old Jack" making "tracts" 
for his canoe, and starting for some 
reserve funds, because of the "reason- 
able prices," is too ridiculous for any- 
thing. „ , 

The next time tlie writer oT the above 
named article wishes to write aliout 
Indians and their customs. I hope he 
will take the trouble to have Ills state- 
ments authenticated .and doubtless a 
few lessons in counting would be of 
great assistance to him. 

There are many people who have the 
welfare of tie' Indian at heart, and 
who wish to see tin- "Potlach" with its 
many evils at an end. Hut such arti- 
cles as appeared in tlie Victoria Colon- 
ist on Juno 28 th and rli" Vancouver 
Province about the same time, only 
hinder the efforts mods in Hint d'toe-

Importance of Packing Dealt 
With by James Ritchie of 
Summerland 



I James Ritchie, of Summerland, is 
one of the silent men of action, who 
fivork out all the details of a proposed 
entorprl.se in their minds boforo tak- 
ing tho first step and then move with 
euch rapidity ami decision that the 
first thing heard by the public of 
their project is the fact of its emin- 
ent success, says tho Vernon News. 
He is ono of the men to whose shrewd 
foresight ami energy, Summerland 
owe much of its present prosperity 
and future prospects. 

A News representative recently 
had a most Interesting interview with 
Mr. Ritchie on various subjects of 
more or less public Interest, 

With regard to the recent washout 
of tho Garnett Valley hand Co., ho 
stated that legal requirements had not 
been compiled with in regard to tho 
iiling of plans 'of the dam with tho 
chief engineer of the department of 
lands and works, and thus it bad 
never passed government inspection. 
In future constructions of this nature, 
more attention would be paid to this 
matter, and every precaution would be 
taken to avoid a repetition of 'the dis- 
aster. With regard to tho latter, how- 
ever, lie was inclined to believe that 
considerable damage must have, been 
done by tho flood, quite independent of 
the clam. In 3G hours, tho larger dam, 
from which tiio smaller one receives 
its wator, had raised 11 Indies. As 
the latter can bo tilled with six inches 
It will bo seen that the natural cx- 
'cess occasioned by the season must 
ihavo canned a flood even If the dam 
had not given way. Tliero had never 
been any foundatlonfor the scare stor- 
ies as to tho larger dam going out. 
Thcro had nover boon uny danger of 
this, and It was now as solid as ever. 
With regard to claims for damages,

these would all be adjusted amicably, 
Speaking of the great problem of 
marketing tho fruit output of the 
district, .Mr. Ritchie stated that lio ex- 
pected to go into the business of fruit 
handling himself. He was very much 
in favor of tho system adopted by the 
Hood river growers, by which they 
did a purely wholesale business, leav- 
ing to the large fruit dealers the work 
of distributing and retailing. As he 
understood it, the Hood river system 
was somewhat as follows: The grow- 
ers had come togetiier and agreed to 
sell their crops as a whole, having 
signed definite contracts tu stay by 
whatever prices the Union arranged. 
Then, as soon as possible, the apple 
crop of the district would be estimat- 
ed, and offered to wholesalers on the 
basis of this estimate, It. being dis- 
tinctly understood that all fruit would 
lio packed to standard, under the di- 
rect supervision of the association. 
Tho highest bidder would thus control 
tlie entire output of a district with a 
first-class reputation for fruit. He 
could thus depend upon getting top 
prices from the retailers and could 
thus afford to pay big prices to the 
growers. Competition among the 
wholesalers would insure to the fruit- 
grower practically his own prices, 
without any of the bother incident to 
the multifarious transactions of a busi- 
ness with the retailer. The effect of 
these methods on tho prices of fruit 
have been clearly seen in Hood river, 
where Newtown and Spltzonberg ap- 
ples sold for $1.75 four years ago, and 
$'-'.20 three years ago, and now call for 
$3.15 and $3.25 f. o. b. Hood river. 

A very Important feature of this 
system is tho packing, and any dis- 
trict undertaking it must see to It 
that tho fruit is packed under the su- 
pervision of a first class man. Some- 
think I'iko this might, tie arranged. 
Tho association might have an export 
packer with a staff under his direc- 
tion. At. harvest time, the Individual 
fruit grower would apply to the. as- 
sociation for a packer and it would bo 
the business of that organization to 
see that a competent man had. tho 
supervision of tho work in that or- 
chard. 

"I regard this question of packing," 
said Mr. Ritchie, "as of tho very 
highest importance, as it is absolutely 
essential that tho high standard of 
tho fruit output of the valley shall be 
maintained, In the past, different 
parts of the valley have shown them- 
selves dlsregardful of this most ele- 
mentary business principle, and tho 
reputation of the Okanagan lias suf- 
fered in consequence, U Is to be 
hoped, however, that this Is now a 
thing of the past, and that, In tho fu- 
ture, 110 penny wise, pound foolish 
policy will operate to foist off poor 
fruit upon tho market to the detri- 
ment of tho industry. I myself, have 
already engaged two expert, packers, 
and all tho fruit I handle will bo put

up under their supervision. Later 
on, doubtless, when the output of the 
valley Increases very considerably, It 
will be necessary to employ girls for 
packing. The work would bo done 
at so much per box, and, as the wages 
would probably total up to about $3.00 
a day, there is no doubt that many 
women could readily bo induced to 
take up this occupation. Girls would 
come for the harvest season from tho 
coast, combining the pleasures of an 
enjoyable visit with tho opportunity of 
earning a fair wage at a pleasant em- 
ployment." 

Mr. Ritchie has very positive views 
as to the inadvisablllty of exchanges 
or individuals doing a fruit business 
with retailers. pointing out, with 
somo force, that the wholesalers havo 
established connections, to maintain 
which they keep travellers on tho 
rood the year round. Exchanges 
which only send out their representa- 
tives for a short season cannot hope to 
compote with these largo fruit dealers. 

Discussing tho tomato question 
Mr. Ritchie stated that he believed 
there must bo market for the wiiolo 
Okanagan output, among the thou- 
sands of settlers who were going into 
the Northwest. He was inclined to be- 
lieve that tho poor results secured so 
far by this branch of the fruit indus- 
try wero duo to "scabbing" on the part 
of irresponsible growers, who were 
willing to accept any price at all in 
order to obtain a market. All this 
would be obviated by such a scheme ol 
organization as he had suggested. 

"I believe." said Mr. Ritchie, "that 
our Okanagan apples havo been sell- 
ing entirely too cheap In tho past. 
During his visit to tho district, Prof. 
Lake said that our fruit was as good 
as that of tho famous Hood, river dls-

trict. lie told Mr. Mathcson, a fruit 
grower at Okanagan Falls, that he 
could get $3.00 a box for the Newton 
Pippins grown in his orchard, if he 
had 20 carloads of them, if then, 
wo can produco first class fruit, why 
do wo not get first class prices. Wo 
are much more ndvantageously situat- 
ed than Hood river with respect to a 
market. They are situated in the 
midst of an Immense fruit growing 
country, with competing regions in 
Washington, Oregon, California, on 
nil sides, and no particularly accessible 
market. Wo, on tho other hand, are a 
very limited district, in close touch 





with an unlimited and ever growing 
market. I am confident that inside of 
live years wo shall be raising gilt- 
edged apples in the Okanagan, which 
will command fancy prices in Winni- 
peg and tho cities of the Northwest. 
If, however, these places will not pay 
tho price, wo must send our fruit to 
tho Old Country. 

Air. IUtchlc was asked his opinion 
as lo the setting out of pencil fillers 
In apple orchards, and he expressed 
considerable doubt on tun subject.

Its History and Progress — By Rev. 
Canon Beanlands 

As early as the year 1S37 the Hurt- 
son's Bay company had provided for 
the religious needs of their employees on 
the Paclllc coast, by securing the, ser- 
vices of a chaplain. The Rev. Her- 
bert Beaver, whose name is sugges- 
tive of a sense of humour in the mem- 
bers of the council, which selected him, 
arrived upon the coast in the spring 
of 1837, a'nd took up , his residence in 
the fort at Vancouver on the Colum- 
bia river. He brought with him the 
vellum, bound register books still in 
use at the cathedral. Ii is life as 
chaplain does not seem, however, to 
have been a particularly happy one, 
chiefly, it is said, on account of the 
partiality shown by the chief factor 
McLaughlin to Ills co-religlonists, the 
Itoma'n Catholics, to whom he gave a 
site for a church anil mission, While 
insisting that the chaplain should bo 
content with holding service in a room 
of the fort. After about two years 
the post was vacated, Mr. Beaver re- 
turning to England, where he appears 
to have taken clerical duty for some 
considerable time, but without obtain- 
ing any preferment. A successor was 
not appointed until the change of the 
Hudson's Bay headquarters to Vic- 
toria in 1S40, when Mr. Robert Johm 
Staines, B.A., of Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, -was selected and came nut 
with his wife, the same autumn. He 
remained as chaplain, conducting ser- 
vices in the fort until 1854, ills wife at 
the same time holding a girls' school 
at which this early generation of Vic- 
toria's daughters received a'n excellent 
education. Returning to England in 
that year, Mr. Staines was drowned 
at sea. After a short interval his 
place was supplied by Mr. Edward 
Crldge, 33. A., of Peterhouse, Cambridge, 
a college which had also the honor 
of educating the first chief justice of 
the colony. Sir Matthew Begby. Mr. 
Crldge, Who. was appointed by the Hud- 
son's Bay Co. on special' terms, includ- 
ing a grant of 100 acres of land, which 
were subsequently repudiated by trie 
first colonial' legislature under hardly 
creditable circumstances, arrived in 
Victoria early in the spring of 1855. 
At that time only two interments had 
boon made In the then new cemetery 
on Quadra street: Christ Church was 
not yet built, the services still b

tinuous efforts on behalf of (he city 
congregations to maintain its work. 
There are besides five other city 
churches, each self-supporting. The 
totai Church of England membership 
Is at the most about 4,500. Unless, 
therefore, some wealthy individual is 
moved to associate his name with the 
undertaking, it is to bo feared that 
years must elapse before Church Hill 
Is crowned with the noble structure 
foreshadowed by Mr. Keith's design.

But the ne« ««> '"tu lst Msitoi s is the i em i, k, bl 

appointment was that of Colonial ° von " f?s < »f 1 he clima to ^ ^ ° 

r-h-mHln -!« won n<i t,. the Wnn Ttu,l Ule Prairie Provinces, Eastern Canada 
Chaplain as well as to the Hon. Hua- , .. statea . sav Victorians 



son's Bay company, and it 
rag In this dual capacity that Mr. 
Crldge first signed his name In the 
register. The venerable "Father In 
Cod" who still is able in ills 
00th year to preach to his congrega- 
tion, and to play upon his favorite in- 
strument, the violoncello, was there- 
' fore the first regularly appointed 
clergyman of the colony of Vancouver 
Island. A church was soon built upon 
the site of the existing cathedral, 
•which It will be noticed stands partly 
upon the roadway of Burdott avenue. 
This Is clue to a curious circumstance 
not genera Vly known at the present 
day. The whole of Church Hill from 
Douglas street to Vancouver .and be- 
tween McClure street and Bao streets 
had boon reserved by the Hudson's 
Bay company as a church estate. When 
it came to making roads through this 
property the Bishop who was then 
acting trustee of the estate denned 
Burdott avenue as extending from 
Vancouver to Blanchard and In width 
100 feet from his gate across. The 
street was therefore laid down and ap- 
propriated on these lines by the civic 
authorities, in ignorance of the fact 
that the Bishop's gate was some 20 feet 
to the north of the south wall of the 
church. In fact this mistake was not 
'recognized until after the second j 
cathedral had been erected en the] 
ground of the first one, and the fence' 
was put round the site, when purchas- 
ers of . property upon the opposite side 
of the street complained of the con- 
traction of the roadway. 
In 1S59 British Columbia was con- 
• stitutcd a diocese and Bishop 
Hills, who bad made a 'name for him- 
self as Vicar of Yarmouth, the largest 
parish church in England, was ap- 
pointed by the Crown to the See. He 
arrived in 18G0 and chose Victoria as 
his seat, when Christ Church became 
his cathedral and the rector was made 
dean. In 1 S 00 the old church was 
burned down, the work, as was sup- 
posed at the time, of some incendiary. 
An effort was made to replace it In 
brick, a fine design being obtained 
from an English architect, Mr. Ferry, 
a friend of Bishop Hills. But times 
were bad and the population had de- 
creased after the gold excitement, s'> 
that the scheme proved impracticable. 
It was therefore decided to put up a 
frame building, and this was com- 
pleted and consecrated hi 1874. Un- 
fortunately about this time relations 
became strained between the Bishop 
and the "Dean. An opportunity present- 
ed itsclt i'n connection with some re- 
marks made by the latter, after Hie 
sermon preached at the consecration 
service, for the Bishop to cite him 
before his ecclesiastical court. A sen- 
tence of deprivation was pronounced, 
the legality of which was subsequently 
upheld by the civil authority. Bean 
Crldge, extruded from his benefice, 
joined the Befnrmcd Episcopal church 
of America and was consecrated a 
Bishop of that church. For many years 
the church suffered from the conse- 
quences of this sad event, and it Is 
only comparatively recently that It may 
be said that time has healed the wound. 
No other rector of the cathedral was 
instituted until the 1 resignation of 
Bishop Hills in 1S92, the services up 
to that time being taken by various 
clergymen with temporary appoint- 
ments, the Bishop himself being com- 
monly, though erroneously, regarded 
as holding the benefice. The present 
incumbent, who had served eight years 
as curate, was Instituted by the Bishop 
Just before his resignation of the sec, 
a'nd departure for England, where he 
spent tbn last years of his life as Vi- 
car of Parham in Suffolk. In 1S01 nn- 
other attempt was made, to erect it 
cathedral morn worthy of 'the splendid 
site, and after an open competition for 
designs, Sir Arthur Bloomfield, the emi- 
nent English architect, chose that of 
Mr. J. C. M. Keith, now practising as 
an architect in Victoria. Although 
nmong its many merits this enjoyed 
the singular one of being able to be built 
for about the sum stipulated In the con- 
ditions. It was found impossible to 
rnlso the money (SI (10,000) at the time, 
which after the boom of 1S91 had be- 
come one of financial stringency. Not 
have circumstances since justified a 
fresh attempt. Outside Victoria the

Sitting here en tho rocky shores o£ 
tho Gorge this bright May day where 
all is pcaco and beauty, it scorns im- 
possible to bclievo that tho fathers of 
these same Indians wo arc now watch- 
ing prepare for the races, wore a short 
fifty years ago untamed aborigines. My 
host tells mo that In the duya when 
Victoria had not a stockado and a 
Hudson's Bay post, lie had seen those 
lccgi swift, cedar war eu'nocs attack 
tho American sailing vessels in tho 
Straits of Juan do Fuca, and that ho 
was thankful they did so for ho feared 
the vessels would enter tho little arm 
o£ the ocean on tho rocky shores of 
which a tiny hamlet was gradually 
conquering the tangled mazes of tho 
forest and tho inhospitable hillsides. 
He told mo how when they entered 
tills harbor of Victoria, Governor Doug- 
lass, meeting red man's deceit with 
white man's wiles, gavo them a skoo- 
kum paper — a strong paper — to carry 
to Fort Simpson. Always proud to 
carry "King Gcorgo hyas skookum pa- 
per," tho flotilla hurried off on its long 
journey up tho Straits of Georgia — 
and by the timo they returned the Gov- 
ernor had "hyas skookum" gunboats 
hero. 

Today all is changed. The Indians 
are clothed after white man's style, the 
cjutchmen (squaws) are blotches of 
brilliant rod and blue, yellow .and 
green. "Kla-liow-ya" they call to ono 
another in greeting as they gather 
around their really wonderful war ca- 
noes forty\ and fifty feet long — and some* 
of the far northern tribes have them 
seventy feet long — canoes as true as it 
lino and level had marked and built 
litem instead of a Common axo and a 
rude home-made adze.

The young queen of Holland, Queen 
Wilhelmina, is a most strenuous 
sovereign and spends her mornings in 
affairs of state, going through the 
morning post and signing state pa- 
pers. It Is some years now since she 
visited England and she will bo a very 
welcome visitor. The visit of tho King 
and Queen of Denmark to London is 
now past and over. Naturally King 
Frederick is a very popular Royal 
guest, being the eldest brother of Queen 
Alexandra, and is father-in-law to tho 
Princess Maud, Queen of Norway, and 
the youngest daughter of King Ed- 
ward, King Frederick being, of course, 
father to King Haakon or Norway.

HINTS FOR MOTHERS 

I would like to earnestly caution 
my readers not to let their children, 
however smart and witty their say- 
become smart and willing their say- 
ings may be, be allowed to parade 
their cleverness for the benefit or 
their parents' guests. What may be 
considered a very bright and original 
saying at homo falls very flat on be- 
ing constantly repeated, and it is in 
this way children so soon get spoilt 
by being allowed to consider them- 
selves clever, and what is more de- 
testable than a badly brought up and 
spoilt child? They become a nuisance 
both to themselves and to everyone 
who has the misfortune to come into 
contact with them. Whereas if a child 
is naturally clever and grows up with 
a modest unconsciousness of Its own 
abilities, what a charming companion 
it will be, both us a child and when it 
grows to years of discretion. The old 
quotation should be remembered of 
Robert Burns, the celebrated Scotch 
poet. 

"Wealth and wit do what they can, 
But grace and manners make the 
man." 

The Care of Children's Hair 
Children's hair should have the 
very greatest care and attention, and 
should be most carefully brushed both 
night, and morning, this keeping it in 
a bright and glossy condition. Every 
child's hair should be washed each 
week and shampooed once a month by 
a good barber, who would sec that 
any split ends were removed and that 
tho hair was carefully singed and 
cut. 

Another great responsibility which 
u mother should realize is also the 
care of her children's teeth. Children 
should be taught at an early ago that 
their teeth must dally he 'carefully 
washed; their toothbrushes should be 
as soft as possible, and a good pow- 
der should bo used, such as Calvert's 
carbolic tooth powder. Tho mouth 
should bo well washed afterwards, us- 
ing first warm water and then cold 
water, as this keeps the gums healthy 
and firm; it is unnecessary for me to 
add that the fewer sweets that are 
eaten so much the better it Is for the 
teeth. 

At this season when our poor chil- 
dren get so sunburnt as to be really 
painful, tho following simple recipe 
will, I think, be appreciated, both for 
the euro and prevention of sunburn: 
Take a quarter of a pound of tho finest 
oatmeal, mix this with sufficient sour 
cream or buttermilk until it becomes 
of the. consistency of thick cream. 
Rub this well over the affected parts 
night and morning, or any time when 
the burning Is troublesome, A little 
buttermilk to wash the face and 
hands in night and morning is a most 



excellent tiling for the skin and com- 
plexion generally, both for children 
and adults; far better, Indeed, than 
any made preparations for which you 
may pay big prices.

Sunday. — Roast pigeons,, egg sauce;

Monday. — Stewed pigeons with rice; 
baked potatoes; cold beer, horseradish 
sauce; tlnbleo pudding, London sauce; 
salad. 

Tuesday. — Fulhani duck; potatoes; 
apple sauce; gooseberry tart. 

Wednesday. — Rolled leg of mutton, 
onion sauce; potatoes, parsnips; Al- 
bany pudding, ginger custard sauce. 

Thursday. — Chantllly soup; cold 
mutton; potatoes; cucumber salad; 
lemon pudding, wine sauce. 

Friday. — Boiled salmon, caper sauce; 
asparagus pudding. melted butter 
sauce; marmalade pudding. 

Saturday. — Curried salmon; rice ris- 
soles; stewed tomatoes; potatoes; 
tapioca and stewed rhubarb. 

Strawberry Cream Ingredients. 

Half an ounce of gelatine, one gill of 
milk, half a pint of cream, a few drops 
of carmine, sugar and hair a pound or 
strawberries. Method: Cut the gelatine 
in small pieces and let it soak in the 
milk for half an hour, then stir it over 
the lire till quite molted, taking care 
not to let it get very hot. Whip the 
cream till thick, then add to it a little 
sugar and a few drops of carmine, mix 
the melted gelatine with the cream and 
let it stand until it is just, beginning 
to, got sot. Pick out the strawberries, 
which should bo nice and ripe, wet a' 
mould with cold water, and put one or 
two strawberries in the bottom of it to 
form a pattern. Pour in the. cream, 
nutting in the remainder of the straw- 
berries here and there. Stand in. a 
cold place until wanted. Turn out and 
serve In a glass dish with a line of 
strawberries round it. The total cost is 
only about 25 cents. 

Pigeons With Rice. 

Ingredients. — Tho remains of cold 
pigeons, one ounce of butter, one 
ounco of flour, half a pint or stock, one 
onion, salt, salt, pepper, vinegar, hair a 
pound of rice, butter, grated cheese,~one 
egg-. 

Method. — Joint pigeons, brown the! 
butter and flour to jelly in a stewpan, 
then put in the pieces of pigeon and let 
them brown on both sides, add the. 
stock, the onion minced, salt a.nd pop- 
per to taste and a little vinegar. Let 
It stew very gently for an hour and a 
half. Boil the rice until tender, then 
drain off all the water. Put the stewed 
pigeon on the dish on which it will he 
served, pour tho gravy over it, then 
cover heavily with boiled rice, heap 
grated cheese on tho top, brush it once 
with a beaten egg, and put some little 
bits ot butter on tho lop. Put it in the 
oven till the cheese gets brown and 
then serve.

Birthday Cake. 

Ingredients: One pound or best flour, 
half a pound each of butter, castor 
stiga'r, sultanas, and currants, a quartos 
of a pound oC mixed candied peel, a 
teaspoonful of baking powder, four 
eggs, and a little milk. Method: Pass 
the. baking powder and flour, to which 
a grain of salt has been added, through 
a fine sieve several times, in order to 
mix it well together. Then prepare 
the other Ingredients. Clean and care- 
fully pick the fruit and add them to 
the flour. Cut up the peel into shreds 
and add also to the flour. Put the 
butter and sugar together into a large 
basin and beat them to a cream witli 
the hand. When perfectly smooth and 
light break in the eggs one by one, 
beating well in between each. When 
alt are in add the flour ami fruit, mois- 
ten to the usual consistency of cake 
batter, pour into a well-prepared 
round tin, and bake from two to two 
and a half hours in a moderate oven.

Ginger Punch. 

Chop ono-half pound of Canton 
ginger, add it to a. quart of cold water 
and one cup of sugar and boil f if ten 
minutes. Add one-half cup each of 
orange juice, and lemon juice, cool and 
strain, and servo diluted with crushed 
ice. 

Fruit Punch. 

Boil the water and cool It, and to two 
sugar, and two cups of chopped pine- 
apple twenty minutes; add one cup of 
orange juice and half as much lemon 
juice. Cool, strain, and serve diluted 
with Ico water. 

Currant Water. 

Press out tho currant juice, and to 
six tablespoons of the juice add two 
cups of cold water. If not sweet 
enough add a little sugar, and chill. 
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lemon. Squeeze out the juice and use 
a clean pen, which will leave no traces 
on the sheet of paper. This writing 
must also be developed by heat. 

It is almost impossible to prevent 
rubbing the surrounding woodwork 
When one is cleaning the brass of the; 
keyhole. Why not take a piece 
thin cardboard and cut a piec 
size of the keyhole out of tin; middl 
and hold it on to the door during the 
polishing operation'.' This would 
savo the paint. 

A good brass lacquer can be made by 
dissolving an ounce of ground tumeric, 
two drachms of saffron, and two 
drachms of Spanish annatto in one 
pint of highly rectified spirits of wine. 
Place the bottle In a moderately warm 
place and leave it for four or five 
days, occasionally shaking it well. 
Powder roughly three ounces of good 
seed-lac and add; shake occasionally 
until tho lac has dissolved. It should 
be slightly wanned and applied with 
a clean paint brush. Should the color 
not bo quite dark enough add a little 
more annatto. 

The best way to (dean a tapestry 
chair is first to remove the covering 
carefully and then fasten it down 
tightly with drawing pins on to a 
board or kitchen table. Dip a soft 
white cloth into some rectified ben- 
zine and rub vigorously. Cloths with 
fast colors can be successfully treated 
by the following method; — Dissolve 
four ounces of washing soda in a quart 
of boiling water, add to it one 
moderate sized fresh ox gall. Dip 
a brush in the liquid, rub the grease 
spots first, and then go thoroughly 
over tlie whole. When sufficiently 
rubbed, rinse in cold water until it 
is clear. Squeeze the water out, but 
do not twist the material. Shake- 
well and hang out to dry. While 
drying shake into shape to proven 1 1 
shrinkage. While still damp iron on 
wrong side with a warm iron and 
then finish airing.

To hang a skirt up to the greatest 
advantage, the loops that are gener- 
ally fastened to the band (and aro 
eternally in evidence when not want- 
ed) should be absolutely done away 
with. All that ls necessary is a stout 
safety pin. Fold the skirt backward 
and forward Into eight folds, stick the 
safety pin through all the folds, close 
securely and hang upon a hook in 
tho closet. Treated in this way, a 
skirt may hang an indefinite length of 
lime without becoming wrinkled, be- 
cause of the many folds. It has no 
opportunity to "sag" anywhere. 

Many housekeepers are not success- 
ful in cnnnlng fruit and frequently 
find their jars running over or "work- 
ing" a few weeks after being sealed 
and put. away. TJils may bo due lo 
several causes, viz., imperfect fruit, 
unsterillzed cans or tops that are im- 
perfect and not air-tight. When caus- 
ed by tho latter it is easily remedied

Health and Hot Water 

Under many conditions hot water 
is one of (lie most potent remedial 
agents that can be employed, Often 
when carefully used It accomplishes 
more than drugs. The effect of warm 
or moderately hot water applied to the 
surface of the body Is to cause the 
blood vessels and tissues of tho skin 
and underlying regions to become re- 
laxed and to lose for the time being 
their natural tone. The blood supply 
of the region is much increased, and 
the pores are opened. If the entire 
body has been Immersed, this action 
produces marked changes la the dis- 
tribution of the blood, and a consider- 
able portion of this fluid Is taken from 
tho Interior of the body and brought 
Close to the surface. The great care 
necessary now Is to prevent a chill, as 
it is very easy to take cold after a 
warm bath. Hot water Is necessary 
to cleanse the face and neck thor- 
oughly and to stimulate the pores, 
which otherwise might cause unsight- 
ly blotches. This, however; should be 
followed by a dash of cold water, and 
this will prevent premature wrinkles 
and flabbiness of the skin. System- 
atically following the hot water with 
the cold water and brisk friction, the 
skin becomes clear and healthy, and 
when there is any tendency to a deli- 
cate throat, if this treatment Is care- 
fully followed, colds and sore throats 
would be greatly decreased.

THE XXIII PSALM 

You may not recall It by the num- 
ber. It is the Psalm beginning: "The 
Lord is my Shepherd; I shall not 
want." Perhaps you may not even re- 
call it now, and if you cannot, that is 
to say, if you arc not sufficiently fam- 
iliar with the Psalms of David to be 
able to recall at least some parts of 
them, you have missed one of the 
greatest opportunities that are open 
to men. Experience is the best of all 
teachers, so wo are told, but It need 
not be our own experience. If we are 
wise we will try to profit by the ex- 
perience of others, and nowhere will 
you Uriel a better record of the mental, 
moral and spiritual experience of men 
than in the Book of Psalms. If you 
are fond of literature, there you will 
find something unsurpassed else- 
where. Take the psalm just referred 
to. Take that magnificent expression 
of faitli beginning: "He that dweiloth 
in the secret place nf the Most High 
shall abide under the shadow of the 
Almighty." Take that other expres- 
sion of confidence uttered in the depths 
of despair, the conclusion of which is: 
"Why art thou cast down, O my soul, 
and why art thou disquieted within 
me. Hope thou in God, for I shall 
yet praise Him, who is the help of 
my countenance and my God." There 
is nothing in Shakespeare, Homer, or 
any of the secular poets, which can 
compare with the immortal writings of 
the great Hebrew. 

But some one may say that it is 
well enough to talk to women and 
children about the Lord being their 
shepherd, but that such thoughts need 
no place in the mind of a vigorous 
man. There never was a more foolish 
error. The man who goes down town 
with ills trousers nicely creased, with 
a cigarette in his lingers, and stands 
around talking to the pretty girls of 
his acquaintance, may think he 
knows something about life; but David 
had more experience in a week than 
such a man could hope to get in a 
hundred years. A business man may- 
lead a very strenuous life, but com- 
pared with that of David the careers 
of most of us are commonplace. David 
was a, self-made man. He was a 
shepherd boy and he rose to be king. 
He was full of personal courage of the 
quality we call pluck. He was a 
splendid soldier, on accomplished 
musician, a man of great personal at- 
tractiveness. Many people, are misled 
in their ideas of David, because the 
story of his life Is told in the Bible, 
and they fancy that his career was one 
in which miracles and other mysteri- 
ous things played the most prominent 
part, he himself being only like a chip 
carried along on the irresistible cur- 
rent of divine decrees. Dismiss all 
this sort of thing from your mind. 
Read what lie wrote just as you read 
what Kipling writes. Read it, not be- 
cause it is in the Bible, but because 
in the Psalms one of the strongest 
characters, whose name is to be 
found in history, tells the experiences 
of a life crowded with stirring events, 
and at the same time one which cov- 
ered almost all gradations from deep 
grace to sublime spirituality. 

Now what Is the lesson which he 
teaches in the XXIH. Psalm? The 
editors of the King James version, or 
some other authority, give as a sub- 
title to this Psalm: "David's Con- 
fidence in God." That is correct 
enough, but it puts the lesson ton far- 
away. When you come to think of if, 
if there is a Clod, every one must have 
confidence in Him. It would be rank 
absurdity to suggest lack of confi- 
dence in the Power, "in whom we live, 
move and have our being." It would 
be as absurd as it would be not to 
have confidence in the law of gravity, 
and be afraid to drop a stone for fear 
it might fly up Instead of going down. 
The lesson of tin- Psalm is nothing so j 
self-evident as that men should have 
confidence in God. It is a statement 
of actual experience, not the propound- 
ing of a theory. There is a saying 
that "our worst troubles are those that 
never happen." We, or rather many 
of us, have a habit of burdening our- 
selves with loads of wholly needless 
worry. Trouble cannot come to us 
fast enough, so we go out and look 
for it, and If we fail to find any that 
is real nice and fresh, we hunt 
through our memories for some mouldy 
old troubles and bring them out to 
ponder over. Than this there can be 
no greater folly. The responsibilities 
of life are burden enough as thoy 
come up from day to day. When you 
have done your best, throw all thought 
of the. matter aside, so that your mind 
will be fresh to tackle the next prob- 
lem. There is no living man, who can 
fight over again ail his battles of the 
past, fight in advance all the possible 
battles of the future and be in good 
trim to light the battles of the present. 
Wellington would not have won at 
Wnterloo If he had gone back to light 
Quatre Bras over again. 

The Psalm referred to misleads some 
people. Thoy get an Idea that If they 
wait and worry long enough some 
power will lead them into "green pas- 
tures and beside still waters." But 
Davltl does not say anything about 
that. Ho docs not tell about some- 
thing that Is going to happen to him, 
but of something that is actually hap- 
pening—something which ho calls 
restoration of soul. Let us take an 
Illustration: Somewhere In a forgot- 



ten corner is a picture. It is covered- 
with dust and cobwebs. To all appear- j 
ance it is worthless junk. But some ( 
one takes it, cleanses it from the ac- j 
cumulations of years, and the result, 
is that, instead of merely a spoiled 
piece of canvas, we find we have as 
masterpiece of art, which catches the, 
sunlight and glorifies everything hear, 
with its wondrous coloring. The soul of 
the picture has been restored. So may 
the soul of man be restored. It may 
bo cleansed from corroding care; it 
may bo freed from the cobwebs of dis- 
appointments; it may be fitted to catch 
the sunlight of divine love and shed 
a radiance around it. This seems to 
us to be the lesson of the Psalm — 
restoration of soul. When we have at- 
tained this, then the whole world will 
look different to us. Then we will see 
that wo arc being led into green pas- 
tures and beside still waters, and we 
can look unmoved even upon "the 
valley of the shadow of death" Then 
we can exclaim with David: "Surely 
goodness and mercy shall follow me 
all the days of my life." 

Now this restoration of soul is not 
a very difficult thing. It is attained 
not through any miraculous process. 
It does not call for the laying on of 
hands or any other ecclesiastical func- 
tion. It is derived from the subordina- 
tion of self. Put yourself in the back- 
ground. Do not worry about yourself 
at all. Of course you have had disap- 
pointments. The man lias not lived 
who has not had many of them. Of 
course you have been badly used. Un- 
til we reach the millenium, to be ill- 
used at times will be the common lot 
of men. But the worst ill-usage Is 
that which wo give ourselves; the 
worst disappointments arc those which 
we conjure up out of our own imagin- 
ations. As a rule we are better off 
without the "what-mlght-have-beens" 
of life. Live in the present. That Is 
the best recipe for restoration of soul. 
Bend your thoughts and energies on 
today's work, on today's claims upon 
your love, upon today's opportunities 
for doing good. Then shall your soul 
be restored. Then shall you see 
around you pastures green with hope 
and waters still with "the peace that 
passeth understanding."

A BREAK IN THE RECORD. 

Those readers, who recall what was 
said in these columns a few weeks ago' 
about Seniiramls and last Sunday] 
about Helen of Troy, may remember 
that these women were accorded 
places among the deities. The same 
is true, though to a less degree of Di- 
do, of whom we give a short sketch 
th'is morning. Some writers, whose 
claims to recognition are somewhat 
conspicuous f'om their scholarship, I 
have been led to suggest that these 
persons were not real, but only the 
personification of certain natural; 
forces and mental influences. But it' 
is one of the peculiarities of a certain 
kind of scholarship that it not only, 
invents theories but also a type of hu- 
manity, of which wo have no evidence 
whatever, if we decline to accept their 
theories. They argue In a circle. They' 
tell us that certain myths can be ex-j 
plained by supposing that men were 
mentally constituted at one period in 
the world's history in a certain fash-- 
ion, anil evolved certain ideas, and 
then having In this way explained 
away every semblance of original 
truth in mythology, they ask us 
to believe that because mythology or- 
iginated in tliis way men must have 
possessed the supposed characteristics.' 
For example, they tell us that men 
were so constituted at one time that' 
they would naturally conjure up a' 
deity from the thunder; then they tell 
us that because men conjured up a 
doiiy out of Hi,- thunder, they must! 
have possessed the characteristics, 
which they suppose them to have pos- 
sessed, the characteristics necessary for! 
such conjuring. By tills process of 
reasoning anything whatever can be! 
proved, no matter how absurd it may 
be in point of fact. We fancy that if: 
Instead of trying to work out theories, 
scholars, who deal with myths, would 
confine themselves to ascertaining 
facts, we would all be a good deal the 
wiser about remote periods In history.' 

The prominent people In the twilight 
of history all have their names sur-' 
rounded with mythical qualities which 
are some-thing more than mortal. 
There is little essential difference be- 
tween the qualities assigned to the 
different, individuals. What is told of 
Semlramls, If names were omitted, 
might be very well confused with what 
is told of Helen, and to a less degree 
With what, is told of Dido. Now let 
us step aside from the argument to 
take an illustration from another Held 
of research. Professor Mullor tills us 
In one of bis books, that the name 
for the common house cat Is the same 
In. many languages, now very distinct 
from each other. From this lie de- 
duces two conclusions. One is that 
all those languages hud a common ori- 
gin, at least in part, and the other is 
that at a time before. the disper- 
sion of the people, who were the an- 
cestors of those now using the word 
"cat" In one or the other of its varia- 
tions, cats were domesticated. In 
like manner we may argue that the 
fact that people, so widely separated 
as the Babylonians, the Carthaginians 
and the Greeks possessed the same 
myths and applied them to Individuals, 
Is proof that these several peoples de- 
rived their mythology from a common 
source, and that In their minds these 
myths were originally associated, not 



.all derived from a common source, 
namely, the recollections of the sur- 
vivors of a very ancient epocli in the 
history of mankind. If wo go among 
the nations of the north we will find 
another set of myths. If we examine 
tho mythology of the Chinese, the Jap- 
anese, the Hindus and such of the 
people of Central Asia about whom we 
know anything in that way, we will 
find another set with the same evi- 
dence of similarity of origin, and if 
wo compare these various sets of 
mythology we will find sufficient points 
of resemblance to justify' the con- 
clusion that, no matter how diverse 
they may now appear, they were very 
likely all of one origin. 

If we can imagine that at one time 
mankind had reached a high stage of 
civilization, and that this was follow- 
ed by a period of disaster, it will

shores of the Medlteranean and had 
already attained to [prominence in 
culture. Tho dawn of Grecian history 
saw Phoenicia already an established 
nation. Long before tho call cam'e to 
Abraham they were a commercial 
people, and oven Egypt cannot claim 
a greater antiquity for her civiliza- 
tion. We see, therefore, in Dido a re- 
presentative of one of the oldest civi- 
lizations of which there is any record. 
Her. place In history is that of the 
leader of a great western migration, 
the first, indeed, of which wo know 
anything. The movement which filled 
Germany, Franco and England with 
alien races, and which later led to the 
occupation of North America — a ra- 
cial movement which is without his- 
torical parallel, was antedated by 
Dido by several centuries. She Is the 
first person, of whom we know, who 
felt the glamor of the west. It Is 
true that her AVest was to us the East, 
and that her expedition to found a 
city stopped half way between the 
land of her birth and the ocean, but 
she deserves a lasting place in human 
memory as the first leader of men to 
follow the setting sun to seek fame 
and fortune.

DIDO 

While some doubt has been thrown 
upon Dido as an historical p'ersonuge, 
and while the legends of her career 
are conflicting, we think the weight 
of evidence in her favor. Indeed 
there does not appear to be any spe- 
cial reason for supposing that she 
was merely a character in tlie his- 
torical fiction of the Carthaginians. 
We may safely give the people, who 
founded a great nation, Which for 
years resisted all the power of Rome, 
with having a moderate amount of 
common sense, and seeing that they 
preserved the name and recollection 
of" tlie deeds of Dido, it is tolerably 
safe to assume that one of the ear- 
liest queens of the country, if not its 
founder, was the person so-call'ed. 
The legend is that she was daughter 
of a king of Tyre, and was married 
to a perfect HercuVes. The successor 
of her father caused her husband to 
be slain, apparently with the view of 
possessing himself of his wealth, 
whereupon Dido fled from the city, 
taking her husband's treasures with 
her, and, going as far as the Bay of 
Tunis, there built a city upon land 
which she bought from the king of 
Numldla. Tho Btory, with which most 
people are familiar, goes on lo say 
that she purchased from the king as 
much land as could be enclosed by a 
bull's hide, and I hen cut the hide Into 
fine threads and thus enclosed a largo 
ploeo of territory. Of course doubt 
had been thrown upon the accuracy 
of this tale, but however, thu facts

; northwestern States and western Can- 
, ada has given great impetus to the ng- 
1 itation for a short route to Europo by 

way of Hudson bay. 
| Any schoolboy looking at a globe 
P| knows that distances east and west 
i are shorter toward the polo than to- 
: ward the equator. From Japan to 
Liverpool by way of San Francisco Is 
, 11,000 miles; by way of Seattle, 10,800 
1 miles; by way of Vancouver-Montreal, 
I' 10,000; by way of Prince Rupert— the 
. new Grand Trunk Pacific terminus — 
\ and Montreal, 9,300 miles; by way of 
I Prince Rupert and Hudson bay, S.275 
miles. 

Take a map and look at the Atlan- 
tic seaports. New York and Montreal 
are both on the broadest belt of Amer- 
ica — both at tho greatest possible dis- 
tance from tho western shipper. Look 
at the little fur post of Churchill, up 
on Hudson bay. Jt Is from 1,500 to 
2,000 miles nearer the western shipper 
than Now York or Montreal. The 
spokes of a wheel running from San 
Francisco and Denver and Salt Lako 
and Portland and Vancouver and Ed- 
monton to a hub at Churchill are just 
half as lng as the spokes of a wheel 
running from these points to Montreal 
or New York. 

That is tho fact as to distance. It 
means that a railroad to Hudson bay 
would cut the haul of tho big trans- 
continental roads in half and move 
Liverpool 2,000 miles nearer western 
shippers. One hardly needs to add 
that such a project lias been, and will 
bo, furiously opposed by eastern sea- 
ports, and railroads that feed these 
seaports. For twenty-five years rail- 
road projects from Winnipeg to Hud- 
son buy have simply been blanket 
charters smothered and kept In abey- 
ance by rival railroads; but a change 
has come. 

The inrush of immigration, the in- 
crease of wheat fields, have proved 
the utter Inability of the existing 
transportation lines to handle the in- 
going and outgoing freight of the 
west. During tho past six months six 
different charters have been taken out 
for different railroad schemes con- 
necting with Hudson bay. One of 
theso was obtained by Air. II ill, who 
used to ridicule a Hudson bay road as 
a venture that would be "snowed up 
for ten months of the year and iced 
up tho other two.' The Hill charter 
plans to feed tho freight of Dakota 
• and Minnesota into the Saskatchewan 
valley and from tho Saskatchewan to 
Hudson hay. Builders are at work on 
the southern end of this project how. 
Another of these six Hudson bay char- 
ters is owned by tho now Canadian 
transcontinental line — tho Mackenzie- 
Mann road. Of the -100 miles needed 
to connect Churchill with .the rail- 
roads of tho Saskatchewan,' the Mac- 
kenzie-Mann road has already eighty 
-built to connect With life. Pa's,'- at the 
mouth of tho Saskatchewan, .. a rail- 
road with trains running, not "just an 
iron tonic for the cows," as the funny 
papers have always described roads to 



Hudson bay. Asked if an ocean 
steamship line would be established 
from Churchill to Liverpool, Mi'. Mac- 
kenzie ' retorted: "What do you think 
wo arc' building a road to Hudson bay 
for?" 

Two other projects have been gal- 
vanized Into life by tho schemes for 
a Hudson bay route. For years Can- 
ada has talked of a deep-water canal 
up the Ottawa from tho St. Lawrence 
to the great lakes. Suddenly, sur- 
veyors are sot to work estimating the 
cost of a canal that would connect 
Bake Superior with ocean traffic. Tho 
cost, it may be said, is estimated at 
5125,000,000. Then, around Hudson 
bay is a vast unorganized teritory — 
Keewatin, about tho size of Germany. 
The western provinces of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan suddenly awaken 
to the fact that each wants an exten- 
sion of its boundaries across Keewatin 
for a seaport on Hudson bay. 

From the Wheat Field to the Sea. 

From being a project at which tho 
funny papers poked nonsense about 
"steel rails and iron tonic, for the 
cows," and which eastern ports smil- 
ingly regarded as "cold storage 
schemes" which the climate would for- 
ever prevent, the Hudson bay route 
to Europo looms large as a reality in 
tho very near future on which the 
west may depend. Roughly speaking-, 
Churchill is just 1,000 miles from the 
grain areas of Hill's roads. New York 
Is 2,000 miles. Churchill is 1,500 miles 
from Oregon. New York is nearly 3,- 
000. To put it briefly, Churchill Is the 
same distance from the shippers of 
tile northwestern states as* St. Louis 
is from New York. 

Says Premier Laurier, in answer to 
a request for a road from ex-Premier 
Greenway of Manitoba: "I agree the 
time, has come for the railroad to Hud- 
son bay. The Btatute books contain 
a standing offer of 12,000 acres of land 
per mile long the line of tills railroad; 
and if this is not sufficient encourage- 
ment for promoters, other means must 
be found." 

Savs Bishop Lofthouse, who spent 
his life at Churchill: "I have every 
faith in a Hudson bay route to Europe. 
It is bound to come, though there will 
bo tremendous difficulties navigating 
the straits. When we entered tho 
straits we ran into pack ice. A fog 
descended. When it lifted wo found 
ourselves sixty miles off our course. 
Standing on deck in tho straits, I have 
counted thirty-two enormous Icebergs 
four times the height of our topmast." 

The "other means" to build tho 
Hudson bay road, to which Premier 
Laurier refers so guardedly, is a plan 
endorsed solidly by the. Liberals of the 
west— to set aside certain percentage 
from public lands sold and to finance 
the Hudson bay route— railroad and 
steamship lino — as a national under- 
taking. "If the country stands tho ex- 
pense of this road by land grants or 
guaranteeing bonds, it should own tho 
rond, even it It leased the lino for 
operating, to other companies," de- 
clared a prominent western Liberal. 
Half the Present Railroad Haul. 

(1 If a railroad ran to Churchill 
(and one Is now a fourth of the way 
there); (2) and if Churchill wore a 
practicable harbor; (3) and if Hudson 
straits could be navigated — two of the 
three ifs, very big ones, indeed — the 
haul of tho railroads to the ' Atlantic 
ports would be cut just in half. Traf- 
fic, like water, finds the easiest and 
shortest way to tho sea. It needs no 
"wizard of Wall street" to conjure up

Tho finest Institution In the world 
Is tho Christian homo and the noblest 
spectacle in tho world is the Christian 
family. It is easy enough to forget, 
tho cost and travail, the centuries up-| 
on centuries of slow and often vaeil- 
atlng growth which lie behind insti- 
tutions in to which we are born and 
Which wo appropriate as a matter of 
course. 

John Fisko declared witli pride that 
his contribution to the doctrine of evo- 
lution was in perceiving the slgnifi- 
■ canco of the lengthened period of in- 
fancy of the human species when com- 
pared with that of animals. The off- 
spring of tho lion, the horse or the 
elephant arc in posession of their 
powers and reach their independence 
so much earlier than a baby can The 
reason for this, according to Fisko, is 
by means of tho lengthened period of 
dependence to develop and strengthen 
tho "other regarding, feelings" in the 
primitive parents. Here, at least, is 
tho beginning of the Idea of the hu- 
man family, when parents put their 
rude strength and prowess at the dis- 
posal, though in very meagre, fashion 
at first, of the helpless and dependent 
offspring. 

That It is a far cry and a long, long 
stretch from this crude and primitive 
beginning of family life to our pic- 
tured Garden of Bden, where "Adam) 
delved and Eve span" as man and 
wifo is beyond question, for "strict 
monogamy is a comparatively late 
achievement of civilization." 

Again, the distance betwen the ago 
of development which secured the 
elevation of the monogamlc idea of 
marriage, and that later age which 
crowned that Idea with a Christian in- 
terpretation and filled it witli a Chris- 
tian meaning, is measured by the mile- 
stones of many passing centuries. 

Tho Christian family as wo know 
it, confessedly tho highest and finest 
expression of the marriage relation, is 
not an institution given to the world 
full grown at the dawn of creation, but 
has become the possession of human- 
ity only by the gradual transforma- 
tion of tho crude instincts into the 
refinements of Christian love, which 
give pitch, and tone and quality to that 
true as well as favorite song: 
"Be it ever so humble, 
There' is no place like home." 

Tho greatest event in the develop- 
ment of the home was the domesticat- 
ing with it of the principle of Chris- 
tian love, with Its varied implications. 
It commanded strong, lordly, and im- 
perious men and bade them rise to 
new appreciations of tho worth of 
equality, sympathy and love, till men 
liavo ever grown more manly as tho 
restraints and denials, the companion- 
ship'' and duties of the homo havo 
hammered their nobler qualities into 
shape, on the hard anvil of common 
life. It gave womanhood a proper 
recognition and elevated her, from 
her menial position as an Inferior be- 
neath the. will and caprice of the lords 
of creation to a throne of equality, of 
companionship and of influence from 
which sho sways her scepter and ex- 
orcises a most helpful, benign and 
powerful authority over those whe 
wait, as ntrong men ever do, to bo con- 
quered by a noble woman's love. 

It put a new premium on childhood 
and mado tho presence of the little 



ones in the homo a joy and delight, in- 
stead of an unwelcome care and a 
grievous burden. 

Thus gradually tho Christian Idea of 
tho family has spread till it lias be- 
come dominant and many who do not 
confess and call themselves Christians, 
still espouse tho Christian principle 
and build their homes upon its rock 
foundation of love. So great and pow- 
erful is this influence that tho family 
is known as the keystone of society 
and is confessed to be at tho founda- 
tion of civil, religious and domestic 
prosperity. 

But changes in social conditions al- 
ways call for a new adjustment of tho 
Christian principles of the family and 
a new emphasis upon their place and 
value. 

The family is threatened to-day by 
customs which the growth of our 
country has produced. Compress the 
population into small quarters and 
city tenements and the family question 
is not quite the same as in tho coun- 
try witli broad avenues and plenty of 
room in the old homestead! 

Moreover ideas change as prosperity 
advances. 

Tin: anxious mamma is a product of 
modern conditions. She takes her 
daughters to seashore and mountain 
In summer and to town in winter in 
hope of m.aklng what is known as a 
brilliant match. But a brilliant match 
is not. always a righteous one. Nor 
docs tho presence of a royal moral 
character always figure in it! Else 
not so many of our American girls 
would go over sea as brides with smil- 
ing faces to return later with tea 
filled eves, confessing their experi- 
ences a commentary on Tennyson's 
prophecy to tho Amy who married the 
hollow-hearted man. 

Ho will love thee when bis passion 
shall havo spent Its novel force, 

Something better than his dog, a lit- 
tle dearer than his horse. 

Nothing, not titles, lands or wealth, 
nothing can effectually substitute for 
character In marled life. 

Then, too, hero is the custom of ad- 
vertising the fact of a newly wedded 
couple by all sorts of jokes tricks and 
labels which, besides being in them- 
selves as the English say "cheap nnd 
nasty," deprive tho modern wedding 
when they aro Indulged in, of its re- 
finement, delicacy anil privacy. 

It were greatly to bo desired that 
good society would frown upon this 
growing custom and stamp it as un- 
approved, for it is a positive Injury 
to the sacredness and earnestness of 
married life. 

Beyond custom are laws which, 
When loosely made, become great ene- 
mies to the family. The need of a 
uniform divorce law is one of our 
present day necessities and every 
Christian should use his influence to 
socuro Its passage. 

Young peoplo need to be taught (hat 
wedded life is worthy of a sacrifice 
and 'compensates in its purity for any 
self denial. 

Young men marry to-day too late and 
tho reason Is they want more comforts 
than they can afford for two. Hut 
young people ought not to expect to 
begin wlicro parents leave off, and a 
new respect is in order for those- who

The point is: How long 
Is tho harbor open'.' Bishop Lofthouse 
says from Juno to November, it was 
my privilege hist winter to go through 
tho official records of tho Hudson's 
Bay company from tho time Churchill 
was first discovered. Since ICSti, when 
tho Hudson's Bay Fur company ships 
first went there, I find only one year 
when the company's ships — a very 
poor old tub of a sailing vessel in tho 
eightenth century — failed to enter tho 
harbor. The captain reported that ho 
could not enter the harbor for Ice. If 
he had said tho straits, it would havo 
been credible; but the company refus.-j 
ed to receive his report as truth, cen- 
sured him severely, and dismissed him 
as a coward. It seems his ship was not 
of the most seaworthy. His crew 
were Impressed seamen and mutinous | 
Coming to Churchill, ho had found a 
tremendous galo raging, such as oc- 1 
casionally sweeps away tho sea front 
of Atlantic City. The ice was churn-' 
ing. The captain lost courage, turned 
tail, mil fled back to England with 
his cargo. In all the other 220 years 
tho company's ships always found cer-j 
tain refuge In Churchill, till it came' 
to have the reputation of being ono of 
the finest natural harbors in America. 1 

Tho records show that it often re- 
mained free of ice till December, and 
was seldom closed before the middle 
of November. In spring, records state 
—and as I am not writing a brief for 
either sidco f the heated controversy, 1 
I sot It down just as the records give 
it — that Churchill is a month later, 
opening than Moose or Albany or Nel-| 
son, south of It on Hudson bay. The 
southern fur posts might be open in 
April. They were always open toward 
the end of May. Churchill was seldom 
open before tho end of May — I had al- 
most said was never open before the 
end of May; but the reocrds give sov- 
eral mild seasons when all the ports 
were loosened of Ice by tho end of 
March; but It was often as lato as the 
20th of June. Calculating only on cer- 
tainties, this gives Churchill an open 
season of five months always — Some- 
times seven. 

Tho Harbor of Churchill, 

The harbor itself could not have 
been better if It had been mado to or- 
der. It Is a direct 550 mile plain, 
open deep-water sailing from tho west 
end of the straits — no shoals, no reefs, 
deep enough for tho deepest draft keel 
that ever sailed the sea. This— as 
captains of the big warships know — 
is true of neither Montreal nor New 
York. At New York deep draft ships 
havo to wait the tide both for ap- 
proach and departure; and on tho St. 
Lawrence ships aro always taking a 
mud bath on tho sand bars. Over 
against this advantage let it be stated 
frankly, Churchill, summer and winter, 
is subject to just as furious gales as 
ever battered the iron rocks of New- 
foundland. I could toll of a dozen 
cases where' old whalers, old sailors 
and modern steam-goers had to wait 
two days for a storm to abate before 
attempting to enter the harbor. Three 
beacons placed by the fur traders af- 
ford some guidance; but it must be 
remembered, of modern aids to naviga- 
tion—lighthouses, buoys, signal sta- 



tions — thero aro yet none. One other 
danger peculiar to Churchill must bo 
noted: Flvo miles out the bay is open 
all the year round; but as the cold 
becomes Intense, what is known as 
"frost-fog" lies thick as wool on tho 
sea, obscuring everything. 

On the right of the entrance to 
Churchill are a beacon and tho crumb- 
ling ruins of old Fort Prince of Wales, 
on Eskimo Point— built to withstand 
the French In 1783, and once ono of 
the strongest forts In America. Here, 
French raiders fought for the prize 
of the beaver wealth with shrapnel 
and shell. Here, old Hudson bay 
worthies ruled riotously and well — 
llttlo kings in a wilderness— one man 
over an empire the sizo of Russia, 
ruling by dint of his personal powers, 
or pompous dignity, or homoopathlo 
doses of a sleeping draught to unruly 
Indians, or kegs of laudanumod brandy 
Or tho butt end of an oar. Hero, 
Hearne set forth on his wilderness 
discoveries to Athabasca. Here, young 
Englishmen of gentle birth, sent to 
expiate follies of youth, looked long- 
ingly east across tho sun-dyed seas 
toward England, little dreaming that 
an empire greater than England was 
to arise on t he west of Churchill. 
Here, La Perouso captured fort and 
fur traders and baggage and all when 
France sprang to war to assist tho re- 
volting American colonics. 

Across from the crumbling ruins, 
twenty feet thick at tho base, with 
rusty "cannon, stamped O. R. — George 
I — mi the other side of the river is Bat- 
tery Point, with a Hag Hying nbovo 
storehouse and pier. Tho entrance be- 
tween tho two headlands is not half a 
mile wide, against the tremendous 
current of the river and ebb tide; but 
tho depth is untouchable. Port 
Churchill is tho harbor— a magnificent 
expanse of land-locked water, witli tho 
fur post five miles up stream. This, 
then, is tho harbor to which western 
railroads arc working their way. Tho 
question may lie asked: Why not 
some of the oilier harbors of Hudson 
bay? Tho answer is to bo found in 
the records. The coast Is so shoaly at 
York and Moose, so boulder-strewn and 
roefv at Albany, that the harbors nro 
not "good for even light draft whalers. 
At Y'ork. ships must anchor five miles 
out at Five-Fathom bole. At Albany 
and Moose tho coast is boulder-strewn 
and shallow as a swamp. 

Discovered By Danes. 

No fort in America has had more 
stirring romance than Churchill. Curi- 
ously enough, its discovery and found- 
ing "are contemporaneous with Que- 
bec's, whose rival Churchill was till 
French power fell In Canada in 175'.). 
But it was not tho English who dis- 
covered Churchill. They pre-empted 
and named It after tho governor of 
tho Hudson's Hay company. It was 
Jans Munck, Danish nobleman and 
soldier of "fortune, who discosvored the 
harbor in an endeavor to Hud a pas- 
satre to tho Paclllc; He had come to 
America in the summer of 10 19 with 
two Danish ships,' tho frigate Unicorn 
and sloop Lamprey, and crows of 
sixtv-livo In all. including surgeons, 
chaplains,' two English pilots and some 
Danish noblemen. Six weeks ho was 
creeping through tho straits. 

From end to end the straits are 
450 miles.. • At the ejist end, off the At- 
lantic, the entrance to the straits Is 
between Baffin hand and Labrador, or 
Resolution Mand 1 , and the Buttons— 
a distance of 'thirty-live miles. At the 



west end tho width is perhaps forty- 
tlvo miles, with an average width in- 
side the straits of from 70 to 150 miles. 
On each side are high, bold, hard 
rocks 2000 feet high in places, opening 
like holes In a wall on bog-covered, 
lonelv valleys, down which tinkle the 
crystal waters of tho eternal snows. 
If Eskimos aro hunting on Baffin 
Land, two skin kyacks locked abreast 
to keep alloat may shoot out on tho wa- 
ters like sea birds; or the Indians may 
run across tho ice-pans to greet a 
ship; or a Bedford whaler may come 
worming her way through tho jammed 
Ice floes, one small sail up, watch at 
the crow's nest, often with the rudder 
unshipped. Walruses flounder over 
tho rocks in herds. Polar bears play 
clumsily from Hoo to floe, and birds 
aro in myriads— snow bunting, geese, 
gulls. Copper mines in Labrador, 
which tho fur trade annals report, but 
which no man litis yet discovered; 
gold dust in Baffin Land, which 
scientists predict, but have not found; 
and mica mines, which arc being work- 
ed, may somo day bring other traffic 
and life to tho straits than fur trader 
and whaler; but today, :100 years from 
the time of tho discovery, the regions 
of Hudson straits are as much a no- 
man's kind as when Jans Munck saw 
them nearly three centuries ago. 
Difficulties of Navigation 

Hudson straits are really a deep 
gorge which tho ice. of tho Arctic 
W orld— the Ice of the prehistoric ages 
— has cut and grooved and torn for- 
cibly out of the solid rock, finding 
egress from Fox channel of tho Arctic 
to open water of the Atlantic. Into 
this funnel of rock — 150 miles long- 
Is jammed from tho west and pounded 
and contracted tho area of an ice con- 
tinent; and up this channel from the 
east runs a tidc-rlp thirty- livo foot 
high. When tldo-rlp and ice meet, 
thero occurs what tho old navigators 
of tho Hudson bay fur trade call "the 
furious overfall." The squeezo was 
always worst at two places, at Un- 
gava bay on tho oast, whore tho tide 
swirls in against the rock wall, with 
the largo ice of Greenland, and at the 
Upper Narrows, whore the ice from 
the Arctic Is most contracted. Old 
sailing-vessels used to allow twenty- 
four hours' delay for these places; but. 
it must be remembered old sailing ves- 
sels could make way against ico in 
only two ways — by throwing grappling 
hooks on the ico and hauling up to or 
all hands out in small boats and tow- 
ing forward. At worst, holes could bo 
drilled In the ico to tho fore, and ob- 
structions blown up; but with a tide- 
rip thirty- five feet high, and tho ice 
rearing like fighting stallions, with a 
shattering as of exploded glass, the 
life of a boat was a chancoy thing in 
the Straits of Hudson Pay. The rules 
among old Hudson bay fur traders 
were to tret- fighting gear ready twenty- 
four hours beforehand, and then keep 
watch at high tide, anchoring, if pos- 
sible, on. the sheltered side of a big 
berg, or In the middle of a held of soft 
Ice^-whori still another danger must bo 
watched — the suck of the undertow. 

It will bo seen that all railroad pre- 
lects lo Hudson Bay hinge, not on 
Churchili harbor, but on the navigation 
of the straits. Can they be navigated? 
How long nro they open? Even If they 
■can bo navigated -by slow ocean-goers, 
will they bo of any avail for a fast At- 
lantic route? Tho Canadian govern- 
ment lias sent two special expeditions 



(in 1SS5 nnd ISO?) to test the naviga- 
tion of the straits, and one general ex- 
pedition to navigate tho northern wa- 
ters (1003-4); but tho question has be- 
come so terribly political— so much a 
question of cast versus west — that the 
official reports on the expedition are 
more noteworthy for what they leave 
unsaid than for what they say; The 
Gordon expedition of 1SS5 and the 
Wakeham of ist)7 definitely established 
these facts; Hudson bay is open all the 
year round; an open current Hows 
through the straits winter as well as 
summer, but owing to Ice-ilrive this 
current of tho straits is closed to navi- 
gation after November, and not open 
again till June— that Is, there are al- 
ways five months when the straits can 
be navigated, sometimes six. There was 
also discovered just Inside tho eastern 
entrance to the straits a splendid land- 
locked harbor, or haven of refuge — 
Port Burwell — sheltered from all winds 
but the south. 

A. P. Bow's expedition of 1003--1 
made a still more important contribu- 
tion to tho data on tho straits. From 
actual experience and from the testi- 
mony of old Hudson Bay navigators, 
Mr. Bow established the fact of two 
open currents always Howlng in the 
straits; ono along the north shore, In- 
land westward, bearing tho ice-drifts 
of Greenland, so that tho ships enter- 
ing can go with the ice-drive; one 
along tho 'South shore outward cast- 
ward bearing the raft-ice of the 
Hudson bay; so that the ships going 
to sea can also go witli the ice-drift; 
in both cases ships can navigate the 
straits With the ice-drift, not against it. 
In fact, the difficulties of the old navi- 
gators seemed to have been that they 
did not know these currents and at- 
tempted to sail against tho drive. 
The Record of Wrecks 

On tho whole, tho records of Hudson 
bay fur traders aro even more reliable 
than the government reports of a few 
seasons' cruise. Since 1CG7 the com- 
pany's vessels havo navigated tho 
straits — in its early days from 1713 to 
1S00, as many as four and five frigates 
a year. What percentage of theso had 
trouble in tho straits? From the re- 
cords, I judge all had trouble' in the 
straits, and a very large number, disas- 
ters. This will not please men pinning 
their faith on tho Hudson bay route to 
Europe; but it is tho record of facts— 
of the Hudson's Bay company vessels, 
and not an opinion. I take up one ot 
thousands of pamphlets— this one by a 
Dominion government enthusiast— that 
havo been advocnting this route for 
twenty years, and I read: 

"Of all tho ships belonging to th'e 
Hudson's Bay company there havo 
been remarkably few losses, and none 
at all In the straits. Considering that 
the coasts aro quite unsurvoyed, with- 
out charts, beacons, lighthouses, or 
pilot, it must bo admitted this is a re- 
markably favorable record." 

It is a remarkably favorable record, 
so favorable that it is a made-up piece 
of nonsense. In the first forty years of 
Its existence — say from Jt)70 to 1710 — 
tho company lost thirteen vessels. 
Those were lost in war, witli tho ex- 
ception of the Salisbury, wrecked in 
the English channel. Then camo six 
wrecks in ten years, from 1720 to 173G 
—four of them in tho straits, two or 
them under Captain Coatos, both 
wrecked by the tide swirl of Dngavn 
bay, From my examinations of tho 
Hudson's Bay company's journals 



from 1670 to 1820, I venture to say 
that no ten years of the company's 
historv passed without a wreck. Hear 
what old Captain Coates of tho 1700's 

says; 

"You are carefully to avoid being 
entangled in tho ice before you havo 
entered Hudson strait. Ice without la 
so hardened and. washed that it be- 
comes like solid stone, and a swell 
runs many miles into it (tho strait); 
add to this tho tides and current, that 
make it very dangerous to hazard, a 
ship amongst it. * * * " This ex- 
perience I bought very dear, for In tho 
year 1S27, near Capt Farewell, wo wore 
worming through tho ico with n. small 
sail, when two pieces of Ico shut upon 
us by the tides only (for It was dead 
calm at tho time) and crushed our 
sides in, and sunk her in twenty min- 
utes," 

One of tho worst wrecks in the nine- 
teenth century was in Ungava bay. 
Tho boat sank almost instantly after 
tho crush, and the crew, escaping from 
floe to floe, took refuge on Akpatok 
island. While they slept they wero 
set upon by the. Eskimos and massa- 
cred to a man. Add to the wrecks 
in tho straits the wrecks on tho south 
end of tho bay — James bay— from 
shoals and ice, and it will be seen that 
tho toll taken by tho sea in Hudson 
bay is no sailor's yarn. Only two 
years ago a cargo of J300,ono worth oe 
furs went to tho bottom off Charlton 
island, and only last year Lloyd's pre- 
sented Captain Ford of tho Hudson's 
Hay company with a bagful of guineas ■ 
for preventing a second jam. 

Against theso facts lot it bo remem- 
bered that the old fur trade ships wero 
sailing vessels that could neither re- 
verse nor ram. as modern ice-cutters 
propelled by steam can. Also, up to 
tho present, Hudson straits have been 
a. chartless sea, without lighthouse, 
shelter or signal. The railroad that Is 
pointing to Churchill will bo a thing 
accomplished within a few years. Kcc- 
watin— tho great game presrve, in area 
the sizo of half European Russia — It 
has just been announced, will be di- 
vided up among tho provinces of Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Ontario, giv- 
ing each a seaport. Instead of tho 
dog train that has tinkled over the 
leagueless drifts from Churchill to 
York, and York to Norway house, and 
Norway house to Red river, and that 
still sets out on the return journey 
each February— the mail packet it is 
called— will be the hoot of the now 
transcontinental route to Europe. 
Witli the coming of the railway will 
come the settlor and will go the game. 
The days of the fur regime in Kee- 
watin are numbered. Tho fur regime 
is passing away. 

W r rccks or no wrecks, the Hudson 
bay route is coming. If the straits aro 
not fit for navigation they will bo 
made fit as Peter tho Great mado St. 
Petersburg fit for tho cnpital of his 
kingdom. And of course there will bo 
wrecks. Other ports have a higher 
average of wrecks than six in ten 
years In a few years tho quiet fur 
post of Churchill will bum with loco- 
motives and steamships and telegraph 
wires. Difficulties and wrecks thero 
will assuredly be; for wrecks aro tho 
toll we pay to the sea.

"Hew Is the Chinese moll handled hi the 
post office?" it is a question which has 
excited considerable discussion at d IK re at 
tlmea and one which everybody slim id un- 
derstand, it la generally supposed that a 
Chinese Interpreter la employed In tho 
post office expressly to handle the < liinese 
I mail. lint that In not the case, the go\- 
erumnnt never Unvhig found it neccssnrj 
to employ such ft person. 

When n Chinaman wishes to send a 
letter tn Ids native country, ho must cm- 
ploy the services of all Interpreter, unless 
he can write Bngllsh himself. He writes 
seals and directs the envelope, in his own 
laiiiruiice lie then goes to a Chinese In- 
terpreter who writes the address in Eng- 
lish on another part of the envelope. Ihe 
letter Is then ready for the mull. 

It goes through the post office, anil 
then takes n journey ncromi the country 
to tho Paclllc const. A China-hound steam- 
er conveys it across the ocean to IPs des- 
tination, where, after going through the 
China post office, It Is delivered to the 
person to whom addressed. 

The Incoming malls are handled hi pret- 
ty much tin: some way. An Interpreter In 
tiio Chinese office writes the address In 
English on all molls directed to this coun- 
try. When a letter reaches the post Office 
the dorks never pay any attention to the 
name, and not one time in ten. thousand 
do they know whether (he letter lis for 
Chinaman or somebody else. They loolc 
only for the street and number. The mull 
Is sorted, n nil Is then delivered by earlier. 
.So what seems a very complicated pro- 
cess, Is Indeed a very simple one, causing 
no inconvenience whatever.

THE STORY OF THE GRANTS 



(T. P.'s Weekly, London.) 
"He was a sturdy. old fellow In a 
broad-skirted blue coat, made pretty 
large to fit easily, and with no par- 
ticular waist; his bulky legs clothed in 
drab breeches and high gaiters, and 
his head protected by a low-crowned, 
broad-brimmed wliite hat, such as a 
wealthy grazier might wear. He wore 
his coat buttoned; and his dimpled 
double chin rested in the folds of :i 
white neckerchief — not one of your 
stiff starched apoplectic cravats, but a 
good, tasy, old-fashioned white neck- 
cloth that a man might go to bed in 
and be none the wo>'o for.'

j Did Dickens ever meet the brothers 
Grunt? The Rev. W. Hume F.lllot, In 
I Ills 'Story of the "Cheeryble" Grants,' 
j comes to the conclusion that he did. 
! hi the original preface to 'Nicholas 
! Nlckleby' Dickons stated definitely 
; that 'the Brothers Cheeryble live,' 
I though In ... l«-t. i profaco ho wrote: 
'Suffice it to sa> that I believe the 
application for loans, gifts and offices 
of profit that I have been requested to 
forward to tho originals of the broth- 
ers Cheeryble (with whom 1 never ex- 
changed any communication In my 
life, would have exhausted the com- 
bined patronage of all the Lord 
Chancelors since the accession of tho 
House of Brunswick, and would have 
broken the rest of the Bank of Eng- 
| land.' The statement, 'with whom I 
never exchanged any communication 
In tny life,' may Inded very well refer 
— and taking Its context pretty clearly 
does refer—to epistolary communica- 
tion. There seems sufficiently con- 
clusive evidence that Dickens did meet 
the Grants in 1838-1839; he may have 
taken a whim to deceive his readers; 
on the other hand tho simple explana- 
tion suggested seems sufficient. 

The Grants boiled from the beautiful 
valley of Strathspey. Misfortune, over- 
took tho good farmer- father and his 
wife, the farm had to be given up, and 
they deckled to migrate, with their 
seven children, to Lancashire, where 
the cotton industry was booming. It 
was a perilous undertaking. Out of 
tho wreck of his fortunes William 
Grant the cider had managed to save 
a horse and carl; it was the only pos- 
sible means of conveyance for the 
household, and accordingly, with a 
good stock of provisions, tlioy set out 
Within sight of Ramsbottom, where 
the family fortunes wero subsequently 
to bo made, tho food gave out, and tho 
shadows of starvation loomed black 
ahead. 'At this juncturo William 
Grant and his faithful wife, with their 
children, gathered round them on the 
bare hilltop, lifted up thoir voices In 
prayer to God, to relieve them In their 
sore trouble, and send food to feed the 
hungry. 1 Tho next morning two gen- 
tlemen shooting on tho hill took com- 
passion on tho piteous little group and 
left a couple of sovereglns in the fa- 
ther's hand. From that time forward 
success came; the two eldest boys ob- 
tained employment in a mill, and the 
father turned pedlar, buying 'fonts and 
vest, pieces,' which ho sold from door 
to door. Then a shop in Bury was 
opened by the enterprising family; 
that, too, succeeded, by the aid of a 
'New Invented Patent Barrel Organ, 
With Bell, Drum, and Triangle, by 



John Longman, London.' This singu- 
lar Instrument was 'set up at their 
front window, and in tho evening for 
many weeks people resorted to hear a 
variety of tunes. Soon afterwards the 
brothers started business in Manches- 
ter, as calico printers, under the title, 
destined to wide future distinction, of 
William Grant and Brothers. 

Factory, was added to factory and 
wealth to wealth, but tho brothers re- 
mained the same simple souls, though 
they wore now able to dispense lavish 
hospitality and to indulge their pas- 
sion for generosity. Daniel was al- 
ways something of a humorist; ho 
knew him limitations, and did not pre- 
tend to knowledge which ho did not 
possess. On one occasion a dis- 
tinguished writer on Egyptian anti- 
quities was his guest. Daniel know- 
nothing of Egyptian antiquities, and he 
was bored. 'So, with a fine impulsive 
rush, like a skater clearing a piece of 
dangerous ice, or a batsman springing 
out of his ground to hit an unmanage- 
able ball, he responded thus — "Yes! 
yes! Egypt! Pharaoh! Very old coun- 
try! Mummies!" with a sharp and 
heavy emphasis on tho embalmed!

butler' of Dickens — 'beseemed his posi-| 
lion.' Dickens gives as a feat of his

Mr. Linklnwuter .' The actual order as 
given by Daniel Was, 'Alfred! Ruby!, 
Lightning!' And the breathless butler, 
produced the precious vintage with 
singular celerity.

Wealth, fame, character and repu- 
tation aro lost without them. 

Every large city is full of unsuccess- 
ful men who started out upon some 
definite pursuit, but who failed to 
achieve success because a some par- 
ticular period of their business career 
they did not possess sufficient confi- 
dence or had not tho necessary cour- 
age to face bravely tho great obstacle 
they had encountered, to struggle with 
it and finally become tho conqueror. 

Ho who does not feel wlhfoi himself 
tho power to conquer fate is not a 
man in the true sense of the word. 

A young man should never say "I 
can't." They nro ignoble words. It is 
the man Who says "I will do it," who 
says it from his heart, and means it, 
too, who bends his whole energy to his 
work, who almost always accomplishes 
something. 

Tlie unfortunate individual generally 
looks on, and calls such success luck,, 
failing to appreciate tiie fact that his 
friend's luck has been brought about 
by bis own persevering efforts, by 
courage and by his own confidence- in 
himself. 

Success detests cowardice, and tho 
man who will not be conquered by 
trifles Is her prime favorite. To hold 
out to the end is the chief matter. If 
the race could be won by a spurt, 
thousands would wear tho blue ribbon, 
but many arc short-winded and pull 
up after tho first gallop. They begin 
with Hying, and end In crawling back- 
ward. , 

Perseverance is the main tiling in 
life. No man has become wealthy 
without it, unless it was through in- 
heritance, but thousands of young 
men havo become worthless, shiftless, 
and indifferent becatise they allowed 
themselves to bo put out of heart by 
small difficulties. They wore not con- 
tent with slow progress. 

I have heard young men remark: 
"Conditions havo changed: wo have 
not tho same opportunities now ot ful- 
filling worthy ideals, and reaching de- 
sired aspirations." 

They aro entirely wrong. 1 am not 
too great an optimist not to agree 
with them that conditions have chang- 
ed, and that they will continuo to 
change as long as this earth of ours 
revolves and exists but I am not a 
pessimist sufficient to make me believe 
that a young man today has not tho 
same opportunity as In the past years 
of carrying to a successful termination 
a well-defined purpose. 

Should tho man who mado a success 
in life "0 or 50 years ago commence 
again with our young men of the pre- 
sent day ho would eventually attain 
tho same high rank In the business 
world ho did then.

They aro too impatient. 

Young man, you must be willing o 
wait, confident of ultimate success. 

Let mo now impress you with tho 
moral side of courage, that upon Which 
character and reputation rests. Tho 
most heavily charged words in our 
language are those two brief ones, 
"Yes'' and "No." One stands for 
surrender of the will, the other for 
denial; ono for gratification, the other 
for character. One represents a weak 
character, the other a strong, impreg- 
nable one. Hither answer at various 
periods of a young man's life requires 
courage, and he is physically weak 
who in the hour of great temptation 
has not the moral courage to say 
"No." 

On tho other hand, many of life's 
greatest opportunities have been lost 
because the interested person for want 
of courage and confidence had not tho 
grit to say "Yes." 

• Practically, an attitude somcthhig 
lilce this is wise: When a proposal is 
made, consider it probable that thero is 
as much reason for refusin- as for 
assenting.

For such questions 
as these is is well to have tho "No" 
as convenient as the "Yes." 

Ono must not fear unpopularity 
where character is concerned. Every 
one likes tho good opinion of others, 
but it is far better to respect yourself 
than to bo popular, if the latter is not 
for your own good. 

A young man should not slop to con- 
sider what his friends will think of 
him If he does a certain thing. Ho 
wajats to say, "What will I think of 
myself?" Tho public cares little for 
the man that is down and out, and it 
should bo given the last consideration. 
Have no fear of unpopularity. 

I would not urge any young man to 
count It, but do not think much about 
it or dread It, if It conies from the as- 
sertion of manhood. 

Keep always before you the fact that 
true success depends at last upon our- 
selves. 

By nature we are all weak, but we 
can so shape our mortal frames as to 
become strong and self-reliant. 

Y'oung men storting out in life to- 
day should find much Inspiration in 
that excellent thought of Hugh O. 
Penllcost: "Whatever 1)0 tho conditions 
Which surround you in your work, do 
it with high thought and noble pur- 
pose. Do not whlno and complain be- 
cause of your supposed unhappy lot, 
but accept It, humble and obscure as 
It may be, knowing that It is possible 
to clean out a gutter with tho self- 
respecting ignity of manhood, or to 
blacken a shoe witli the enthusiasm of 
religion." 

Courago redeems a life from a fail- 
ure, from tho curse of commonness, 
and spurs it on to high ideals nnd 
groat achievements. 

Keep up a good heart, then, young 
man— look Into tho future with hopo 
and smile— endure whatever comes ; to 
you cheerfully— -do not allow your am- 
bitions to die nut and sink Into brutish 
despair— face your new life with a' de- 
termination that will doty every charge 
of tho enemy, and you will be sure of 
ultimately reaching a destination 
crowned with success.— By G. F.

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THE HOME GARDEN 



The first consideration in the laying 
out of the home grounds is to know 
•what you want for convenience's sake. 
The home is for use, not for orna- 
ment. The useful should bo made at- 
tractive, and when the attractiveness 
conforms to the canons of good taste 
it is said to bo artistic. Mere orna- 
jnent — I mean ornament that is not re- 
lated to some useful or artistic pur- 
pose — is of no consequence. "Here is 
a handsome rose; you should have it," 
pleads the plant agent. But does your 
place need a rose'.' Perhaps it needs a 
lilac-bush, or oven mere sward. Con- 
sider Hie place itself before you con- 
sider the details. 

Determine the Fixed Points. 
These are the immovable objects, or 
the permanent uses of the place. We 
will assume that tho house is built; 
tills, then, is tho leading fixed point. 
Tho limits of the place also are lixed. 
It Is necessary that the entrance bo 
at a certain point in order that the 
going and coming may be direct and 
pleasant. There may be largo trees or 
other natural features on the place, 
Tho General Style of Treatment 
Formal or Natural? Then consider 
What general style of handling you 
desire. If you want a strictly formal' 
treatment, let it conform well with 
the architecture, being a part of tho 
building scheme rather than part of 
the yard scheme. In this case, the 
basal line of the building should be 
carried out horizontally by means of 
walls and other architectural form . 
The cases are relatively few in which 
the strictly formal treatment is de- 
sirable. If you want a "formal gar- 
den," that is a very different matter; 
this you may place at one side or in 
the rear of your grounds, In the same 
spirit that you would place a rose 
garden or a vegetable garden. 

The Open Center and Massed Bor- 
ders. In general the "natural stylo" is 
better. The term "natural stylo." really 
means very little, except that it lias 
become established In literature as ex- 
pressing a contrast to the rigidly for- 
mal treatment of grounds. It does not 
contend the grounds shall be strictly 
"natural," for then they would be wild 
nnd very likely unlivable; it moans 
only that free and often irregular lines 
fch^ll be used rather than right lines 
-and geometrical figures. The general 
theory of most home gro'unds should 
bo the "open center" and mass-planted 
boundaries. 

Of course, the front boundaries 
should usually be left open, although 
one sometimes may wish to screen the 
place from undue publicity by means 
of a low planting next the street. The 
relative extent of open sward and bor- 
der planting cannot be determined by 
rule; every place is a law untD itself 
in this regard (as a fact, in ah' re- 
gards), but it is well to say that less 
than one-fourth of the area should be 
devoted to mass planting. Usually the 
proportion of planting should be much 
uma^ler than this, particularly on rela- 
tively large places. This does not 
mean that the lawn should be bare of 
all planting, but the general effort 
should be to avoid scattered and 
choppy effect. 

As for walks, make only enough to 
(serve the purposes of the place! 

Avoid "Ready-made" Plans. Tho 
kind of planting that shall' character- 
ize' ovcry establishment cannot bo de- 
termined from any mere description 
of the place. "Paper plans" arc at best 
only a suggestion. The only really 
satisfactory plan and advice, as a rule, 
■arc those that are the result of a care- 
ful study of the place — the immediate 
.surroundings, the outlook, tho personal 
desires of the owner, tho climate, the 
soil, the size of tho urea, all determine . 
what would be host to be done; but it j I 
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derdrat'O will tend to aerate and loosen 
tho soil. All' house drains should be 
carefully and permanently laid, and 
their position should bo charted or 
marked so that they may be readily 
found on occasion It" these drains 
are laid in filled soil, great care should 
bti taken to pound the earth under- 
neath them to prevent settling. "When 
willow-elms, or other draln-lovi'ng 
trees grow in tho neighborhood, the 
drain joints should bo thoroughly ce- 
mented to prevent the roots from en- 
tering. If tho yard is tilled or the land 
has been deeply spaded or plowed, al- 
low for some-'settling of the s'urface. 
Usually tho fresh grading should he 
one to four inches higher than is de- 
sired for tho permanent surface. 

Drawing Plan to Scale.— It is always 
well for tho beginner to make a sketch 
or ground plan of his place, drawing It 
to a scale and indicating tho position 
of the plantings and other objects. On 
no account should this plan be a 
theoretical one, however; it should bo 
the result of a careful study of tho 
place — the place should not be tho ro- 
sul of the plan. But the drawing of 
the plan focuses nnd crystaliy.es one's

How to Prune Shade Trees 

An ideal shade trco should be sym- 
metrical, free from dead or diseased 
parts, vigorous, bearing on a strong 
framework of trunk and limbs an am- 
ple but not crowded canopy of leaves. 
It has, moreover, the distinctive char- 
acter of Us race, as tho fan top of an 
elm, with its outer branches pendant! 
or the upright oval of a hard maple. 

It is customary to lot shade trees 
alone until their condition becomes 
critically bad. Then some hired man 
is delegated to trim them; and ho is 
instructed tn "make a thorough Job of 
It." The result is generally deplorable 
Well-meaning, conscientious ignorance 
can do far more harm with axo and 
saw than tho same Ignorance with 
chronic disposition to shirk. 

If a tree is worth pruning at all, tho 
owner should got some ideas as to 
how it ought to bo pruned, and then 
at least stand by to sco that these are 
carried out. 



will still threaten the heart of tho tree. 

The ideal lilac, bush of any variety 
is an oval of green leaves that Is cov- 
ered at blooming time with its charac- 
teristic, flower clusters. I do not mean 
literally covered, for each cluster needs 
a background of green. And tho beau- 
ty of tho bush Is further enhanced by 
the room provided for oach limb, not 
only to develop Its best foliage and 
largest flowers, but to swing and nod 
in every breeze that goes by. Color, 
fragrance, and form In a blooming 
lilac bush are all good points! ad/1 
grace of motion, and its charms are 
doubled. 



How to Prune a Lilac Bush 

Lilacs have their blossom clusters 
in their winter buds, If our bush has 
never scon the pruning shears, it Is 
badly choked with limbs. Tho strug- 
gle of these lias produced a vast num- 
ber of interior twigs and flower clus- 
ters. 

It is March, nnd wo stand beside tho 
bush and hesitate. It Is dreadfully 
to sacrifice buds which in a few weeks 
will burst into radiant bloom. Lot lis 



is no danger of tho top remaining 
scant. 

Tho principal thing not to do in lil- 
acs and in all other shrubs Is to cut 
off tho lower branches. A bush should 
meet the green grass. A "leggy" un- 
derpinning of matted stems is an eye- 
sore, no matter what wealth of vege- 
tation surmounts it. 



Magnolias 

These shrubs are often wayward In 
habit, and need heading In. They tend 
to carry up their foliage, leaving the 
lower parts bare. Mr. Falconer recom- 
mends fastening down the lower 
branches close to tho ground. Those 
will throw leafy shoots into the open 
spaces above them, thus correcting tho 
fault in a year or two. 



Hardy Hydrangeas 

Those are typical of the class of 
shrubs that bloom in late summer, 
making their flower buds on the ends 
of the season's shoots. Such shrubs 
are best pruned in spring. There is no 
direct sacrifice of bloom. The aim 
should bo to clear tho plant of weak 



cut clean crose to the color. This shuts 
the sap off from building up tho north- 
east side and forces it into the 
branches on tho sunny side, making it 
self-protecting. 

Follow this up with care until tho 
tree Is old enough to bear. Then its 
habits will bo permanently established 
and will lose its former persistent ef- 
forts to grow over to the northeast, 
as nine out of ten have done here in 
the northwest, where they have boon 
set witli unevenly balanced tops and 
left to their own Inclinations after- 
wards. 

For the first year or two I do but 
little pruning. If branches drop too 
low I either cut them off where such 
will nol make an opening on the trunk 
or main branches. Tho third or 
fourth year I follow up the main 
blanches, clipping off all small and 
useless under or Inside branches. Prun- 
ing a little every year, always keeping 
an opening on tho northeast corner of 
the; tree. Two tilings I am seriously 
opposed to. One is to opening any 
considerable space on tho sunny side, 
and on the other hand, I am equally 
opposed to making any efforts to grow 




is always safe to do too little rather 
than too much. 

Grading a Costly Business. — As fur 
grades, lot - them b» such that water 
runs a.way from tho house. It is bet- 
tor that walks ascend toward the 
bouse, rather than descend. Make all 
grades gentle and flowing as far as 
possible. If it is necessary to have 
a. sharp bank, let it bo on the outer 
boundary — unless the architecture is 
fiuch that an esplanade terrace can be 
made next the building and become a 
part of it. It is very rare that a sharp 
bank or bold change in grade can be 
made with good effect in the middle 
of any place of ordinary size. It is 
■well to let the grade rise gently toward 
t^tone walls, boulders and trees. By 
all means do not cover the bases of 
tho trees. The Irregular little mound 
of earth that stands naturally about a 
trco. and the spreuding, bracing base 
of tho tree itself, are characteristic 
elements in the beauty o? trees. Nei- 
ther must you have a tree on a high

HONEY BEE FACTS 



The honey-bees arc a brilliant illus- 
tration of the blessings bestowed by 
labor. It is their ability and Willing- 
ness to work which mako them an ex- 
ample to every one. 

The young bee, as slu> issues from 
her coll, is a baby-llko creature, but 
in a few days she is at tho height of 
her strength' and usefulness. She 
stays at home, as a rule, for about two 
weeks and helps to do tho housework 
of the hive, removing dead bees and 
foreign matter, secreting wax, build- 
ing comb, caring for tho larvae and 
ventilating the hive. 

When first hatched tho boo appears 
to have no desire to collect' honey; 
she must first serve nor apprentice- 
ship in tiio hive before the desire 
awakens to go forth to tho honey 
fields. When older she either joins 
the field force and collects honey, or 
Is detailed to do sentinel duty at the 
entrance of the hive to prevent any 
Intrusion from other colonies. 

Worker bees never sting a queen. 
When they desire to dlspcnso with a 
royal personage they politely but fa- 
tally cluster about her so closely that 
she is smothered to death. 

When a swarm is put into a new 
hive, their first care is to build comb. 

When leaving their old homo each 
bee fills her honey sack so as to bo 
provided for the journey. 

When the cells are finished and 
nearly filled with honey, they are al- 
lowed to remain opon a few days that 
the extra water may evaporate and 
the honey be properly cured. They 
are thou sealed or capped over with 
wax and the work is done. Tho won- 
derful regularity of the honcy-comb 
is a beautiful tribute to the skill of 
the tinv worker, while its slight irreg- 
ularities show it to bo the work of In- 
telligence rather than of an unreas- 
oning machine. 

Besides these, there is one moro 
cargo which the bees carry — It is 
calod propolis. This is sticky — a 
resinous matter — and is used for tho 
purpose of gluing, and shuts all 
cracks and crevices in the hive. When 
bees can not remove obstructions in 
the hive, they often cover them over 
with propolis. 

The habits of the workers account 
for tho cleanliness in the hive and 
for the exquisite purity of the honey- 
comb. 

During winter bees are almost dor- 
mant, eating comparatively little. 

The drone Is a large, stlnglcss bee: 
he spends his time in gluttony and 
Idleness.' Tie works not at all, neither 
at home nor abroad. From no fault 
of his own, he has . a very short 
tongue, tho short'tri gathei' : honcy from 
the flowers! He is very large, being 
more bulky than the queen, though not 
so long In the abdomen. He appears 
just before the swarming season, an 
a rule, and there may bo hundreds or 
even thousands reared in one hive. 
Each queen mates but one, and con- 
sequently only one drone would bo 
really essential to every swarm. As 
the season advances and the drones 
are no longer needed, they are driven 
from the hive and slaughtered in the 
most ruthless manner by the workers. 
If thev wore equipped with a sting 
they might retort, but. such is not the 
case, and they are obliged to submit 
to the feminine rule. Tho bee life is. 
in the strictest sense, communal and 
the death of the drones is necessary to 
the welfare of the hive'. Idle board- 
ers are not carried over tho winter 
season.

These lists will be inval- 
uable for reference and guidance; and 
gradually you will bo compiling' exper- 
ience about your plants that will be of 
value to others also. Finally, do not 
fear to take advice at every doubtful 
point. — L. H. Bailey. 



THE PRUNING KNIFE 

Before undertaking to prune any- 
thing, the amateur needs to know a 
few axioms of plant growth. Ho 
should bo able to give a reason for 
every cut he makes. 

1. Early-blooming shrubs and trees 
arc best pruned in summer time Just 
after tho blossoms fade. To prune in 
the spring is next best, though ther 
Is a great waste of the plant's summer 
work In tho sacrifice of blossom buds. 

2. Late-blooming shrubs and trees 
form flower buds on the spring shoots. 
They are best pruned in early spring. 

3. The great advantage of spring 
pruning is the rapid healing of 
wounds. For the groat majority of our 
hardy ornamentals, and for shade and 
fruit trees, early spring pruning is 
best. 

4. Winter pruning is undesirable be- 
cause tho healing of wounds must wait 
until spring. Tender tilings are In- 
jured by cold, and hardy things by 
drying of tho exposed tissues. The 
only justification for pruning in fall 
and' midwinter Is that there is leisure 
to do it at no other season. Winter 
pruning is better than no pruning at 
all. Dead or enfeebled wood should lie 
cut out when discovered, no matter 
what time of year. 

V. Yearly pruning keeps tho speci- 
men well in hand, and makes heavy 
sawing and chopping unnecessary. It 
leaves the smallest wounds to be heal- 
ed. It is a good habit for tho amateur 
to get into, for it insures his combin- 



What Limbs to Remove 

All dead and broken limbs are worse 
than useless — they menace the • tree's 
life. Long limbs, as of silver maple, 
become so heavy that they are in dan- 
ger of breaking* in wind storms and 
damaging neighboring windows. Such 
limbs must lie cut back. Thinning of 
branches is next to bo attended to. 
Interference chafes the bark, and the 
nutrition of the limbs thus Involved is 
disturbed. Which ones show sickly 
foliage and enfeebled growth? Those 

should be taken out, giving the ad- 
vantage of more sun and air to tile 
strongest limbs, q'hosp trimmings need 
not destroy the character of tho tree. 
They put new life into it. A season's 
growth will lake away tin; stubby ap 
pcarancc. 



How to Cut Off Limbs 

Use a saw — never an axe! Saw as 
close as possible lo tho main branch. 
Have no protruding stub to lie swal- 
lowed by the healing tissue that rolls 
In and covers the wound. Leave no 
ragged edges. Do not tear tho bark. 
Finish Die job with a knife, rather, 
after the saw reaches the baric. 



Caro of Wounds 

Any break in the bark admits tho 
germs of tree diseases that float in the 
air. Every limb is rooted in the pitch 
of a larger one. Its wood is a porous 
mass of fibers, 'With starchy contents 
that drink in the rain. This forms 
a soil in which wood-destroying fungi 
thrive. livery rotten tree In the neigh- 
borhood casts its spores on the air. 

For this reason It Is essential to 
cover wounds with oxtremo care. Some 
waterproof substance is demanded. 
White lead in Jlnseed oil fronts a paint 
that is efficacious. It must be care- 
fully and conscientiously applied. Ono 
dressing rarely lasts as long as there 
is need. The larger the limb ampu- 
tated, the larger the wound, and two 
or three years Is not long for the heal- 
ing process. The wound will need re- 
painting, else danger of innoculiitlou 



remember that the bash will concen- 
trate all its forces to mako the best 
possible flowers on the branches we 
leave. The sun will got In, and do its 
perfect .work, enabling the leaves to 
mako more standi than was possible 
in their crowded condition. This addi- 
tional food makes finer flowers. 

First, cut" out at the ground tiie 
gnarled limbs whose knotty twigs and 
stunted buds prove that they have 
outlived their usefulness. These drag- 
ged out, the bush lias a younger, more 
hopeful look. Now | > in ne away every 
twig, great or small, that is broken 
or rubbed, or is in any respect un- 
healthy looking. Cut clean and close — 
leave no rough edges to delay the 
healing process. Next cut out the 
weakest among Interfering twigs, (hit 
back wayward limbs to bring tho bush 
into symmetrical shape. Cut off 
suckers, They come from below 
graft! and would therefore bear 
Inferior flowers of tho stock. 



and superfluous branches, to cut back 
slender twigs each to a strong budded 
joint, making of tho whole a symme- 
trical strong frame to bear tho load 
of foliage and flower clusters in due 
season. 

The beauty of individual hydrangeas 
ought to keep people from using them 
as 'hedge plants. Crowded year aftei 
year moro closely, clipped into form 
their tops Ignomlniously docked, thest 
shrubs thicken their network of stems, 
and twigs, and the flowers become un- 
even and inferior.

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Rhododendrons and Laurel 

Nature takes charge of tho pruning 
of laurel and rhododendrons, as a rule. 
The evergreen leaves shade and dis- 
courage weak twigs. Occasionally a 
wayward branch must be cut back to 
keep tho symmetry of the whole. pf- 
tener, buds and branch tips winter 
kill; these should bo cut back to sound 
wood, which will send out now buds, 

The Summer tho Proof of the Pruning 

Now, if you have loft a clean, trifty 
bush of good shape and plenty of room 
you may consider that you have a 
go, id job, though half of the wood lies 
In a brush heap alongside. Remember 
tho hush had been neglected; the first 
pruning was necessarily radical and 
severe.

our groat-grandfathers' orchard 
was the first that we have any recol- 
lection of, His first order was to prune 
and keep at It. At tho present time 
we find no small number who as a rule 
object to trimming apple trees except 
in extreme cases. Like many other 
cranks, I have some peculiar ideas of 
my own that I wish to go before my 
brother orchardlsts who are growing 
orchards < hero in the west, My first 
move in pruning is that very soon after 
I set my tree I prefer to' let it stay 
untrjinmcd for a week or Ion days. 
Trees for the northwest would bo pre- 
ferable if the heaviest branches wero 
grown on tho sunny side of the trunk 
while in nursery. Where this is not 
the case I go over my trees. Which 
are always set with the strongest 
branches on tho sunny side, in sot- 
ting I loan the trunk slightly pointing 
lo tho sun 1 at 1 o'clock, never further 
west, than half-past one, nor further 
east than half-past twelve. I then ex- 
amine tho tree carefully to see first if 
there is any serious opening oh tho 
sun side, I go around each tree, 
carefully clipping off just above such 
bulbs as are pointing to the center of 
such openings. Follow up such a 
course, for two or three seasons, and 
you will be surprised to see how much 
you have Improved your trees. Next 
k up the northeast side; If you find 
any branches shooting out northeast, I 



form flower buds tor the next, There cut thein off, not head them in, but I anywhere. 



any central stem such as wo are ho 
often advised to grow. 

Again an open space often revives 
our ti-oos by letting In tho steady di- 
rect rays of the sun on (ho sun side. 
The central stem theory 1 have dem- 
onstrated on my grounds to be no- 
thing but a theory that will cause, 
much more injury than good. A cen- 
ter stem runs on up above tho main 
side .branches, always, consuming tho 
lion's share of sap that should bo as 
equally distributed over all t "no 
branches as possible. This theory, it 
is true, grows one-fourth of tho ap- 
ples very- fine, but at the same time 
dwarfs tho fruit on the lower branches 
and places tho other so high above the 
rest mat il often makes it. difficult as 
well as dangerous to gather. 

A word as to when to prune. Near- 
ly every orchardisl lias his notion 
When to prune. I have a notion'; 
founded on my own experience, when 
not to prime. This is in December 
January and February. I like to go 
over a tree In .lime that is very 
heavily set with fruit, taking out hero 
and there small, Inferior branches, let- 
ting in a II 1 1 lo sun and air hero and 
there, where it will benefit and not in- 
jure. Never prune old trees heavy in 
tho Northwest at. any one time. And 
studiously avoid letting an eastern ex- 
pert or a northwestern Ignoramus trim 
your trees. As soon trust a boy In n 
powder mill with matches, as either 
lo prune your orchard In the North- 
west. 



If you want to Increase your black 
cap raspberries, tho tops of the shoots 
should bo fastened to the ground to 
root. Tiie red raspberries arc better 
grown from root cuttings made in the 
late fall and buried through tho winter 
in boxes of sand to plant in spring. 
Root cuttings of those and blackber- 
ries are far heller than suckers for 
that purpose. 

Sow soino buckwheat, If for nothing 
more than honey harvest. The crop

BROWN SWISS CATTLE 

Dldrying is one of the leading in- 
dustries of Switzerland and has been 
for hundreds of years, and as a result 
there have developed two excellent 
dairy breeds. The best known of theso 
breeds is the Brown Swiss. 
■ The Brown Swiss cows arc large, 
fleshy and well proportioned, small 
boned for their size, and possess a 
line, silky coat of brown. The head, 
neck, legs and quarters arc usually 
darkest in color, often almost black. 
The nose, tongue, hoofs and switch 
are quite black. ' Tho horns are small, 
white, curving forward and inward, 
with black tips. The udder and teats 
are large, w e ll formed, and white, with 
milk veins very prominent. Mature 
cows weigh from 1200 to 1100 pounds, 
and often moro, while tho bulls run 
up to 1800 and over. Switzerland, be- 
ing a mountainous country, these cat- 
tle are good grazers in hillside pas- 
tures, arc extremely hardy and very 
active. 

As milk and butter producers the 
Brown Swiss have taken high rank. 
Six thousand pounds of milk a year 
is not an uncommon record. The 
Brown Swiss cow, Plorine of River- 
meadow, 1107, produced 72 pounds of 
milk in one day and 2.'! pounds of but- 
ter. College Bockey, 185!t. has a record

or life seeds. Under favorable condi- 
tions, half or moro arc wasted before 
forming an egg. Half tho fertile 
eggs set do not, for some, reasons, 
hatch, and then there Is the groat loss 
ot chicks. If left to herself a hen 
would not raise ten per cent, of tho 
chicks hatched. Under domestication, 
with the caro of the skillful poultry 
keeper, these conditions are changed, 
but still there is considerable loss. 

The man who depends on feeding 
alone is chasing a will-'o-the-wlsp. 
Now ho has it, and now ho don't, lie 
will never permanently attain satisfac- 
tory results: Feeding is just as es- 
sential as breeding, but. no more so. 
What avail Is tho storehouse full of 
egg cells, needing only to grow and 
develop, If wo do not mature them into 
eggs by correct feeding; and of what 
uso is a well-prepared ration If there 
arc no eggs to develop? The produc- 
tion of tho egg- is an effort on the part 
of nature to reproduce life, and tho 
more eggs are converted to other uses 
the greater tho effort. That is, if loft 
to herself the hen would probably lay 
fifteen or twenty ckks, then Incubate 
them, and perhaps run with the chicks 
nil summer.

Much has been written on the sub 

ject of breeding for egg production, 

■and yet the vital points have not been 

touched upon, because they are large- 
ly beyond our comprehension; they 

aro as complex as the origin of life. 

"\\'o understand this principle, that to 

produce layers wo must breed from 

the layers, Wo must feed to properly 

develop tho body and Internal organs 

Jtnd secure vigor, so that the hen may 

ibo able to eat and assimilate sufficient 

food to produce eggs. 'Phis is the line 

Ave have been working on and which 

has led to 'whatever success we have 

attained. But back of all this there is 

an underlying cause; a cause for 
some hens of the same strain being 
proline while others are not. That 
cause is the life germ — the ovum of 
the hen and sperm of the male. 

The principle upon which poultry 
breeders have depended — that the in- 
stinct to lay Is an inherent trait the 
same as any other trait of form and 
leather — is true to a certain extent 
only. It is also believed that when a 
hen possesses this trait that if she is' 
properly fed she will produce eggs, 1 
and that the food is converted into, 
oggs in the body of the hen. This lastj 
I believe, Is a false theory. The food 
only enables the hen to develop the 
oggs with which nature has endowed 
her. If the egg germs are there proper 
feeding will enable her to develop them 
and produce eggs, but if the germs, are 
not there, no amount of food or condi- 
ments will Induce her to lay. She 
.simply cannot lay. She will use as 
much of this food as she can assim- 
ilate to build up her body, grow a fine 
plumage, fill her storehouse with fat 
and after that all not required to 
keep up the heat of the body and re- 
pair waste will bo passed off undi- 
gested. 

When we pick up a fertile egg we! 
little dream that In that, egg is not 
only the germ of life, hut the organ- j 
Isms that arc to form more eggs and: 
more life. If it contain a female | 
germ, or if during the process of in- j 
eubatlon a female is developed, the: 
number of eggs that it Is possible fori X 
this pullet to produce has already beenj ! 
determined, and if the egg produces alt 
male his prepotency has been deter- t 
mined. The egg may fail to hatch; if 
if it hatches a pullet that pullet may 
3iot receive care and feed such as, to 
enable her to develop into a good 
layer, even though at the beginning 
sho had a possibility of L'OO or 300 
eggs, .Nature is very bountiful in 
her provisions and allows for consid- 
erable- apparent waste,," though' in 
reality there is no waste In the econ- 
omy of nature. What is not used 
for one purpose is utilized for another. 
.There is nothing produced from the 
earth that Is not food for some form 
of animal or plant life. Thero is a 
constant warring in nature, the 
stronger animals and plants devouring 
the weaker, Animal life feeds on 
vegetable life, and vegetable life in 
turn feeds on decaying animal life, 
and in the form of parasites wars 
against animal life. 

We open the body of a well matur- 
ed pullet at about the time she should 
commence to lay, and if she is to be 
a good layer we find a large ovary, 
and suspended from and clinging to 
it a large bunch of egg cells. Some-! 
times there are as many as six or] 
seven hundred, from the size of the 
head of a pin up to full size, yolks.] 
We do not. however, expect that tin;: 
pullet will lay this number of eggs in] 
n season. She has another use for 
them. She uses them to feed hen 
body when there is a deficiency of, 
food. If we take the ovary out and, 
examine it under a powerful glass, wel 
find that it Is made up of ovums or 
protoplasms held together by tissue 
and ready to develop more egg cells 
as soon as the present bunch is ex-j 
hausted.

Tho foregoing is In accordance with 
the advanced theory of tho origin of 
life and appears to be the most logi- 
cal conclusion that wo can arivc at 
regarding the cause for the prolificacy 
of fowls— that the life germ— the blas- 
toderm — oven when not fertile, is not 
contained in food, but is simply de- 
pendent upon food for nourishment 
and development. — L. E. Kerzer in 
Poultry Success.

tentlon thereafter. But I have found 
that it paid well to push tho develop- 
ment of my draft colts during the sec- 
ond year. It has been my practice to 
feed tho horse colts, and sometimes 
the fillies, a light ration of grain or 
pasture during the second summer. 
Cue who has never tried it will be 
amazed at the remarkable develop- 
ment a draft colt, will show in one 
summer with a very small grain ra- 
tion on good pasture. 1 suppose oats 
would be recommended for this pur- 
pose by the authorities on feeding, 
but I have had very satisfactory re- 
sults with corn alone. Grass seems to 
provide all tho elements necessary to 
balance the small corn ration. The 
expense of such a grain ration is 
small. 1 have found that a quart each 
of shelled corn and oats, or a quart 
and one-half of shelled corn gave very 
satisfactory results. This is about 60 
cents per month expense for grain. 1 
am sure I have never received as 
largo returns from an equal amount 
of expense as this grain ration fed 
on pasture will give in the growth 
and development of a draft colt dur- 
ing its second summer.

CORRECT HABITS 

When handling a horse, self-control 
is essential. Don't get out of patience 
and kick and fume if tho animal does 
not do just as you wish. Try' again, 
for probably tho dumb brute did not 
quite understand \v«at you- expected 
it to do, and then give tho horse the 
order; don't expect the animal to 
guess what you want done. 

If you have horses, keep a close 
watch on your teamster. If ho han- 
dles tho horses brutally, or with poor 
judgment, pay him off at once and 
got another man. It Is easier to get 
another teamster than it is to get 
another team. Don't fail to keep an 
oyo on mischievous boys, for they will 
tease and torment a horse just for the 
fun of It. This may result in the 
horse developing the habit of kicking, 
striking or biting. 

Some horses develop the habit of 
kicking while standing in tho stable. 
It is always dangerous to enter the 
stall of a kicker, so tho sooner the ani- 
mal is broken of the mean trait tho 
safer becomes tho lives of those who 
find occasion to have anything to do 
with it. Tie tho horse short, so as 
not to give any slack rope to allow 
its backing up. Kill a bag with hay, 
straw or sawdust and suspend it from 
the ceiling by a rope directly behind 
tho horse's hocks. Now muke it be- 
lieve that you Intend to enter tho 
stall. Up comes tho heels, striking 
tho bag; it rebounds and strikes the 
horse. Again, pretend you intend to 
enter. The same thing is repeated. 
Tho horse becomes afraid and quivers 
as it attempts to crowd into tho for- 
ward corner of the stall. 

When only ono horse is kept in a 
stable it seldom kicks the side of 
its stall. Turning the stall kicker in- 
to a box stall has frequently broken up 
tho habit, but when that convenience 
is not at hand, other measures aro re- 
sorted to. A club two or three inches 
In diameter and eighteen inches 
long, so as not to make a bruise, will 
do tho job. Fasten the club to the 
log at the hock joint by one of its 
ends, thus making a loose, swinging 
club. As the horso kicks tho side of 
the stall the club strikes the leg 
sharply. Tho horse soon learns that 
when it keeps its. feet quiet the club 
inflicts no pain. 

Halter pulling is very common 
among horses . that are improperly 
handled. Fortunately, the remedy is 
simple and effective, breaking up the 
habit in a very short time. Fasten a 
long rope to the halter, slipping the 
loose end through the tie ring. Pass 
the unengaged end of the rope be- 
tween the forelegs and then over the. 
back, bringing It over on tho other 
side and fastening it to the rope, be- 
tween the - forelegs in a slip knot. 
When the horse pulls on tho halter 
the largo noose tightens up on Its 
bodv and it soon gives up the pulling. 
Another good way to fasten the rope- 
is to tic it to one of the hind legs. If 
tho horse pulls it simply pulls itself 
off its feet.

nro on safe ground. A continuous lay 
ing hen must have a large ovary, filled 
with ovums or egg seeds— tho germ of 
life— and If the sperm of the male al 
no contains the protoplasms which 
come from or produce ovums wo will 
have an egg that, if it batches, will 
produce .a good layer or a prepotent 
male. One condition seems to be de- 
pendent on another to such tin' extent 
Hint we cannot hope to get thorn all 
right. Massing as many favorable 
factors us wo can gives us a degree of 
success in proportion. 

Proficiency is not in the breed, not 
in tho feed, but in the ovum or pro- 
toplasm which forms the first life 
The possibilities of the hen and tho 
prepotency of the male tiro both de- 
termined right here, and nothing can 
change or alter It. Good care and 
feeding only aid the hen to develop and 
do the best with what nature has en- 
dowed her at or before the beginning 
of life. Environment may have much 
to do In bringing forth prolific, fowls, 
for It may go back of even the devel- 
opment of tho parents to tho best 
thoy are capable. It may even have 
nn liifluenco on tho formation of the 
ovums. 

We can see how necessary it Is for 
the reproduction of life tlint there 
should bo a bountiful supply of ovums 



vance made In breeding for an in- 
crease of the life seeds, but more on 
accounl of the better care, more fav- 
orable time of hatching, etc., which has 
admitted of a more perfect develop- 
ment of those the hens possess. Those 
breeders who have pedigreed their 
birds and bred only from the best lay- 
ers have Increased tho tendency' to re- 
produce life germs, but much of the 
increase is due more to care than to 
breeding, and in many flocks there 
are exceptional layers and those that 
do not pay for the food they eat, 
which fact, of course, Is unknown to 
their owner because he does not cm- 
ploy means for finding out which hens 
are the layers. 

At the Maine experiment station two 
hens were found in flocks of good 
layers, one of which did not lay at all 
and tlic other but eight eggs in a 
year. There was nothing abnormal 
about these; hens. Thoy were In as 
good health and bodily condition as 
any of the flock and received the same! 
fed and care. The ovum of life sed| 
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in a week or two oilier hens have 
made up their minds to set and thus 
it goes for two months or more — the 
hens aro setting and bringing off 
broods of chicks till summer, and the 
farmyard has them in all sixes by Hit- 
first of September. The first ones out 
are now good, well developed chickens, 
but there are only a lew of them, the 
others being too young to lay befoti 
spring; then they will be star board 
ers during the winter. .The culls that 
he will take; to market come the sum 
time that other farmers, have them t 
sell, and so he cannot realize the price 
that lie could have received a short 
time before. 

With the Incubator, he starts it 
whenever he wants to, and when tho 
hatch comes off his hatching is over 
for that season, as he may have 100 
to 150 chicks, and that is about the 
number the farmer usually hutches. 
If he 1ms thorn out by April I, us he 
ought to, he will have a large flock of 
laying pullets by October, just when 
eggs begin to go up in price, and the 
cockerels will bring liini good prices, 
as he can have them In market long 
before the other fellow. 

The lime probably Is not far away 
when nearly ail poultry will be hatch- 
ed in Incubators; the Did hen Is too 
slow for this age. We must have them 
by tile hundred instead of, dozens. 
Nearly every farmer's wife .will soon 
own an incubator just the samo as 
she has her sewing machine. 

Some theorists have a different opin- 
ion .and say fowls must have their 
hatching season in order to maintain 
their health. No doubt but the pro- 
gressive poultrynjan of today doesn't 
(leal In three-year-olds; he gels his 
chicks mil in March or April and then 
they are ready to lay by October and

•I. W. Robinson rocentlj 
Kansas Draft Horso assoi 
experience in feeding and developing 
a colt of the heavy breeds. 

My twenty-live years' experience in 

this work has 1. n devoted largely to 

ilo- raising of grade and registered 
draft horses and standard-bred trot- 
ters, and while draft and trotting 
horses are grown for entirely different 
purposes, the feed and caro for the 
first year of the colt's lit'.- are very 
much the same, although the draft 
colt may be more permanently injured 
by any negligence at this critical 
period than the colt that is bred for 
Other purposes. Draft horses are 
raised for the- purpose of drawing 
heavy loads. 'I'd produce the ideal 
draft horse we seek to combine as 
much bone, muscle, weight and action 
as possible with a smooth, well-pro- 
portioned conformation. To secure this 
in its perfection there must be no 
check in the colt's early growth and 
development, Whethor draft or trot- 
ter, the llrst year's development Is till 
pushed till it is two years old to at- 
tain its best development. 

To begin with, we must have the 
right Inheritance of the qualities we 
hope to produce 1 . Tho colt must bo 
bred right. But the richest Inherit- 
ance of prize winning blood may, by 
neglect or Improper feed and care, 
produce an ill-shaped plug, lit for no 
special purpose whatever. To attain 
the development to which tho colt's 
Inheritance entitles it, it. must bo 
kept growing from the start. Draft 
colts nro more liable to blood poison- 
ing and constipation than the smaller 
breeds. My practice has been to give 
the colt's navel a thorough greasing 
witli carboUzctl vaseline, and an In- 
jection of lopld soapy water the day 



corn make an Ideal ration for this 
purpose, but I have found that bran 
and shelled corn answer the purpose 
quite as well. 

The draft colt should not he weaned 
until ho is about seven months old, 
ami by that time he should he eating 
so well that he will not be noticeably 
affected by the loss of his dam's mill;. 
It is after tin- celt is weaned that 

many breeders fail in their manage- 
ment. Tin- mare's milk will usually 
keep the colt growing fairly well on 
good pasture, and it is usually the 
second period— after tho colt is weaned 
—that its development is chocked by 
the breeder's negligence. 'fills is Un- 
critical time. During tills lime It 
should have everything that Is good 
for a colt to eat. Don't try to econo- 
mize now. Deed h all tin- oats, bran 
and shelled corn II will consume. If 
you haven't oats, make the bran por- 
tion liberal. Feed plenty of bright 
tamo hay — good green alfalfa pre- 
ferred — but cut out the prairie hay for 
your colts. It is a worthless ration 
for the growing colt, and should be 
avoided if possible. Prairie grass, 
during the latter end of the grazing 
season ami prairie hay during tho 
winter are very productive of worms 
in colls. During this period of the 
colt's life it is peculiarly liable to these 
pests. Before 1 had tame hay pastures 
for late grazing and tame bay for 
winter T lost a few eoits from this 
cause before I understood It. 1 soon 
learned that a teaspoonful of turpen- 
tine per colt scattered over their feed 
for a few days was a wise precaution. 
It. rid them of Internal worms Imme- 
diately. I have never found any hay 
for a growing colt that was equal to 
alfalfa. 

With careful feed and attention the 
first winter tho smaller breeds of 
horses, like trotters, will usually at- 
tain to a proper degree of develop 



v/lopmenl of a draft colt. The founda- 
tion lias been laid for that perfect de- 
velopment of form that makes an at-,- 
tractive horse. He will be more easily 

kept on g 1 roughness, witli a very 

light ration of grain thereafter than 
any other stock on the farm. After 
they arc two past my horses cost me 
loss to winter them than my cattle, 
and do better on ordinary pasture in 
summer. 

The second year's feed and care is 
perhaps not so Importnat with the 
lighter breeds of horse- as it is with 
the draft breeds, where bom- and 
weight are the prime requisites on the 
market. During the lirst year I gave 
my standard-bred trotting colts tho 
same can- and feed I gave to my draft 
colts. The important thing is to se- 
cure the nice development of bone 
and conformation during the earlier 
and more rapidly growing period of 
tin- colt's life. 

The colt or yearling may become 
unthrifty witli the best of feed and 
care, unless it Is kept free from lice. 
A tablespoonful per colt of sulphur 
mixed with its teed and fed- alter- 
nately once every other day will 
quickly rid the dolt of lice. 

After one has, by proper feed and 
care, provided for tho colt's best de- 
velopment, he should not omit those 
other little attentions that assl.st In 
developing an agreeable disposition, 
Colts love to bo petted, and soon de- 
a great fondness for those who 



' THE SPEED OF SEPARATORS 

The farmers that buy and operate 
centrifugal separators should bo 
careful to follow the directions as to 
speed at which the machines are to 
be run. This speed has been fig- 
ured out in tho case of each machine 
and all kinds of tests to determine 
at what speed tlio best results can 
bo obtained, it is for their interest 
to have their machines do the best 
, tMtotiiiu work. Yet many people 
are careless in tins regard. Every 

.u-clune has a certain speed at which 
it will do us best worn. The num- 
ber of turns the crank should make 
per minute is usually indicated on the 
itiK. If the speed is reduced bo- 
low that IiHueateu, the skimming will 
bo less complete, and more 'fat Is 
lost In the skim milk. It is not ad- 
visable to turn the machine at a 
higher speed than that required, as 
there is danger of damaging the sep- 
arator or of the bowl jumping the 
casings. Nor does excessive speed 
increase the efficiency of the separ- 
ator. When the proper speed has 
been obtained, it should bo maintain- 
ed uniformly throughout the separ- 
ation. Uneven running causes incom- 
plete separation. 

At tho Indiana experiment station 
various makes of hand separators 
were run at different rates of speed. 
Tho speed applied from ton turns of 
the crank in excess of tho normal 
speed to twenty turns below the nor- 
mal sjieed. With separator running 
at proper speed loss of butler in tho 
skim milk was 1.7)5 pounds. When 
the speed was reduced ten crank 
revolutions, the loss of butter 
amounted to 5.28 pounds. When tho 
speed was reduced twenty crank rev- 
olutions the loss was 12.74 pounds. 
If our readers that have hand sep- 
arators will heed the above figures 
they will save considerable quantities 
of butter fat that 1 would otherwise 
go to waste. • 1

Then 
promptly remove till .which show signs 
of tho disease. Never add an animal 
to the herd until you are sure It Is 
free from tho disease,

This Is the phrase Warden Garnett 
used when he read his yearly report to 
tlie Board of Prison Directors. It was 
an excellent way, and effective. It 
made one of his charges, who had ap- 
peared personally before the board to 
apply for a pardon, shiver at tlie cold, 
inhuman relentlessness of it. 

But it was mere phrase making — as 
so much that is effective is. Warden 
Garnett was very human himself; i\ 
red faced, white mustached old soldier, 
with a limp and a soldierly of fierce- 
ness; with a simple, straightforward 
mind and a body that craved and en- 
joyed more and more the good things 
of this world — and things can be very 
good in an institution where people 
are very bad — as he grew older and 
accustomed to the ease of life in a 
public position. 

He intended, like a soldier, to die at 
his post — hi.s easy, comfortable, gen- 
erous post, one of the best in tlie gift 
of tlio state. Therefore, and with this 
uolHe ideal of duty before him, now 
that a change was imminent In tlie 
personnel of the board in whose lap 
lay the warden's official life and death, 
ho assiduously cultivated the good will 
of those of power and place, the press 
particularly. 

And the press — that great reflector 
of tastes and customs — was greedy for 
news of Manlloyd; what he ate, what 
he drank, what he said, how he said it, 
how he slept, what he wore, whom he 
saw, how he felt, how he conducted 
himself. The most trivial detail, the 
most significant word from this man 
was still the prize for which reporters

LOST TRIBE MAY BE FOUND 



Most interesting facts regarding a 
strange Abysslan Hebrew race are 
supplied me by Pastor Roden, tho 
Spanish missionary, who has eomo to 
Berlin to revise the existing Abys- 
sinian version of the Bible on behalf 
of tho IBritish Foreign Bible society. 

"Abyssinian Hebrews are the dark- 
skinned descendants of the original 
Children of Israel," said Mr. Roden, 
"and are the most unique racial phe- 
nomenon that. Africa presents. Al- 
though colored, they possess all tho 
national Hebrew characteristics, ra- 
cial peculiarities, and tho economic 
tendencies. They are regarded con- 
temptuously by tho Abyssinlans prop- 
er because they lack the AbyssinVih 
warlike qualities and are prone to fol- 
low exclusively trade pursuits. 

"It is curious, however, that al- 
though adhering to the Jewish re- 
ligion in every particular, they havo 
totally outgrown the Hebrew lan- 
guage; neither do they show any In- 
clination to affiliate themselves with 
Hebrews in any other part of the. 
world. So far as I know, none of 
them has ever emigrated. They havo 
no sympathy whatever with the Zion- 
ist movement for the establishment of 
an independent Jewish stafo in Pal- 
estine. 

Pastor Roden declares missionary 
life in Abyssinia prconts peculiar dif- 
ficult les. There Is not only a greater 
prejudice against any other country 
of the East, but t he religious cults of 
Abyssinia arc difficult to reform for 
the reason that they do not acknowl- 
edge that they are. heathen. Their 
form of worship includes tho remnants 
of Christianity that have come down 
from tho fourth century, but havo 
been buried to an unrecognizable ex- 
tent under outer layers of Moham- 
medanism and forms of idolatry. 

Pastor Roden asserts that tho' pro- 
gressive Emperor Menelek Is person- 
ally well disposed toward missionaries, 
and if allowed hi.s own way would 
permit them considerable latitude, but 
the "abu.i," or Abyssinian pope, ex- 
ercises a powerful influence over his 
Majesty exercises a powerful influ- 
ence over his Majesty and insists that 
missionaries" remain in disfavor. 

Germany's friendly advances to 
Abyssinia have, according to Pastor 
Roden, been heartily welcomed. Tho 
Kaiser's gifts of automobiles have 
created great popular satisfaction. Ar- 
rangements are now pending for a 
number of German mechanics and 
artlzans representing the various 
trades to settle in Menolek's domain 
for the purpose of teaching tho natives 
industrial arts.

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Montreal Witness: R. W. Perks, the 
veil known English member of Par- 
liament, on his scheme for confederat- 
ing the Methodists of the world into 
one vast brotherhood for mutual aid. 
Mr. Perks stales that the cdntracts 
were let about May 1 fast for the foun- 
dations of the Methodist Connexlonal 
Hall at Westminster, which Is it Is 
proposed shall be the headquarters and 
work has already commenced, and will 
last about nine months.

Mr. R. W. Perks. M.P., who is now 
oa a visit to Montreal, has given the 
"Witness" the following letter written 
by himself In explanation of his 
scheme for forming a world-wide Bro- 
therhood of Methodists, as briefly des- 
cribed In the 'Witness' interview with 
him yesterday: 

'It Is now' nearly ten years since I 
ventured to suggest to my brethren 
of the Wesleyan church that we should 
mark the commencement of the twen- 
tieth century by raising a sum of one 
million guineas for the extension of tlie 
work of God and the religious, educa- 
tional and philanthropic enterprise of 
"tlie people called Methodists." We all 
know how earnestly the Conference 
endorsed that suggestion, nind with 
what enthusiasm our ministers and so- 
cieties carried that bold task to a 
triumphant conclusion. 

"Tho wnolo of that great fund, to- 
gether with a further sum of three 
millions sterling which the Century 
Fund has to a large extent been the 
means of evoking, has been applied to 
wdiat I may, perhaps, call the plant 
and the machinery of our vast and 
closely federated religious community. 

"Tlie question which I havo put to 
myself, and which I now put to the 
ministers and the laity of Methodism 
fn all parts of the world. Is this: "Is 
modern Methodism living up to the 
ttandard set for us by John Wesley 



In using tlie influence, tlie wealth, and 
the energy of our church for the so- 
cial as well as the spiritual well-being 
of the people." 

"Methodism is no longer the .feeble 
mid despised sect of a century ago, 
Its sons and daughters are everywhere. 
Scarcely is there a city, Indeed a ham- 
i'et, where the English tongue is spok- 
en, hut Methodists are there to be 
found, frequently holding positions of 
authority and influence in public or 
commercial life. The collective wealth 
of Methodism is enormous, and over 
growing, it may be true, as Sir Henry 
Fowler said a few days ago, that thero 
are not many Methodist millionaires, 
at any rate in Great Britain; but the 
Methodist people as a whole are an 
industrious, sober, and thrifty com- 
munity, and if we obey tile apostolic 
injunction to bear one another's bur- 
dens and so fulfill tlie law of Christ, 
no Methodist ought ever to be out of 
employment or die in a workhouse. 

"But beyond its world-wide diffu- 
sion, its numbers, and Its riches, Me- 
thodism has another characteristic, 
more remarkable, and, if capable of 
being utilized, far more powerful. I 
refer to that all-pervading and strange 
something called tlie "Methodist Bro- 
therhood." -Methodism is a vast reli- 
gious freemasonry. Go where one will; 
enter what society one will; there is 
a bond of union, a sense of mutual 
confidence, between Methodist and Me- 
thodist all tho world over To an ob- 
jector who might bo disposed to say 
that tlie scheme I am now advocating 
is outside tho legitimate scope of n 
Christian church, I would say that 
Wesley met tin: wild social dreams 
of Rousseau; and Voltaire's attacks 
upon Christianity, by showing that 
Methodism sought and was able to 
make men good and prosperous citi- 
zens us well as good Christians. 

"Is it possible to hand together tho 
Methodist Brotherhood throughput the 
worl'd In one vast confederacy for mu- 
tual aid? In four years' time tho 
[fourth Ecumenical Congress of Metho- 
idlsm will be held at Washington, In 



less than four years the great Metho- 
dist Connexlonal Hall, the home and 
the centre, I fervently hope, of many 
philanthropic enterprises, will be 
opened at Westminster. This hall, 
standing close to the seat of govern- 
ment, will be the rendezvous for Bri- 
tish and Colonial Methodism in the 
capital id' our Empire. 

"There are, 1 think, four main fields 
of social enterprise in which the Me- 
thodist Brotherhood might use Its col- 
lective strength for tie- common good. 
The first is emigration. Our island is 
congested, while other lands are call- 
ing loudly for labor, New communi- 
ties spring ill' almost 'in a night in the 
colonies ami many other lands. They 
require not only unskilled labor, bul 
the demand for commercial and Indus- 
trial workers, a nd even for He- pr >- 
fcssional classes — the doctor, the law- 
yer, Ho- artist, the writer, and the 
civilian — is growing louder and wider, 
Meanwhile facilities for cheap travel 
are greater than ever, and distance is 
being almost eliminated.

Some Unclaimed Islands 



Dr. Lorenz, the great Austrian, sur- 
geon, takes a strong and striking po- 
sition on the question of alcohol. Ask- 
ed if he were a teetotaler at one of 
the many banquets given in his honor, 
when his wdne was pushed aside tin- 
tasted, the famous specialist stated: 
"I cannot say that I am a temperance 
agitator, but I am a surgeon. My suc- 
cess depends upon my brain being 
clear, muscles firm and my nerves 
steady. No one can take alcoholic li- 
quor without blunting those physical 
powers which must be kept on edge. 
As a surgeon, I must not drink. 



When tho islands of Spitsbergen, 
which lie in the Arctic Ocean, between 
Franz Josef Land and Greenland, 
were first discovered by Dutch sailors 
in tlie year 1696 they were' found to be 
without inhabitants hut abounding in 
game and fish. A station was built at 
Sineerenberg on the southeasterly 
coast of what Is now known as Dane 
Island. 

Dutch whalers visited the islands in 
great numbers for a long lime; as 
time passed Russian, Norwegian, Brit- 
ish, Swedish and Danish fishermen 
and hunters also found tho remote re- 
gion worth visiting. 

Of late years the Norwegians tire 
tho people who pay mosl attention to 
thin field, says the Chicago Chronicle. 
In the year lUOti six different Norwe- 
gian whaling expeditions, with crews 
aggregating 420 men, made their sta- 
tions there. Besides these a great 
number of smaller craft from towns of 
Northern Norway visit the Islands 
every summer, hunting and fishing; 
some hunters also pass the winter 
there. Tho cargoes brought home 
consist principally of oils, furs and 
eiderdown. The aggregate yearly out- 
come is estimated at about $500,000. 

A few years ago it was discovered 
that coal of fair quality appeared In 
different localities. Experimental min- 
ing litis been conducted by several par- 
ties, and the past winter no less than 
three well established and equipped 
expeditions aggregating more than 160 
men remained In the islands. In Hie 
largest of these considerable Ameri- 
can capital has been invested. 

Game; such as reindeer, polar bears, 
ptarmigan, geese, ducks and other 
birds are still fairly plentiful \xf tho 
Islands, but as no one Is in control the 
animals are being wantonly extermin- 
ated, being killed at all sea-sons of the 
year; One of the visitors up there last 
summer reports that a party of tour- 
ists killed upwards of 100 reindeer, 
leaving the carcasses where they fell. 
only bringing away with them, a few 
of the finest heads and antlers for 
mounting. The eider duck is so tame 
While hutchine; that it often may bo 1 



lifted by hand while tho nest Is robbed 
of down and eggs. In Norway striri" 
gent laws havo been enacted in pro- 
tection of this valuable and graceful 
bird. 

It is stated on good authority that 
tlie walrus by this time are nearly ex- 
tinct; the white whale, which former- 
ly was very abundant, Is becoming- 
scarce; tlio number of seals and polar 
hears are largely reduced, and that 
tlio reindeer and birds are being hunt- 
ed at all seasons and becoming ex- 
terminated. 

No nation has as yet taken posses- 
sion. It would seem high time for tha 
countries most directly Interested to 
como lo an understanding whereby the 
islands, including Bear Island, either 
w'ero formally turned over for annex- 
ation to one certain power or else that 
a combination of the powers would 
make arrangements whereby law and 
order could be maintained, game and 
fishery laws made and enforced and 
mining claims protected. 

The prospect for paying coal mining 
Is good, and the claim is made that 
Indications of valuable minerals are 
present. Tourist steamers of differ- 
ent nationalities visit the islands every 
season. 

Tho climate is claimed to bo quito 
fair, considering tlio high lattitude. A 
clear sky is said to prevail week after 
week In tho summer season. Tlio 
warmest part of the year is tho first 
half of August, when tho thermometer 
sometimes reaches Hi degres centi- 
grade (B0 degrees Fahrenheit). Tho 
interior of tho islands Is little known, 
being difficult of access, owing to 
glaciers and mountains. Violent 
storms, with snow, sleet and rain, aro 
frequent, except during the short 
summer.

Board is to meet next month at Phila- 
delphia to decide on the date for its 
eight- hour workday effort. The ty 
pothetae offered the shorter hour work 
day with the open shop, but this was 
declined. Tho union wants both tho 
shorter workday and tho closed shop, 
which latter it now has.

Samuel Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, is now 
engaged in the preparation of the 
manuscript for a work on the origin, 
rise and progress of organized labor 
in this country, giving a complete re- 
view of union labor and what it has 
accomplished for the laboring man. In 
all probability the work will take up 
two or three large volumes. 

• * • 

The strike of electrical workers in 
Denver, Col., has been settled. A con- 
ference between represcntatlvs of the 
union and the employers reached a 
compromise which all parties concern- 
ed accepted. The men had been get- 
ting $4 per day. They struck for 
$4.50 and $5. Under tho new scale 
they will receive $4.25 for a day of 
eight hours and the employers Will 
recognize the union. 

» » • 

As compared with England, not more 
than 3 per cent of the population of tho 
United States are in unions, while in 
England i'/ 2 per cent are in unions. 
The percentage of union members to 
total population is about the same in 
Germany and Australia. In New Zea- 
land, generally supposed to be "the 
paradise of labor," tho union member- 
ship in proportion to population is only 
4 per cent. 

At the July meeting of Victoria 
Typographical Union the following of- 
ficers were elected for the ensuing 
twei've months: President, W. E. 
Ditchburn; vice-president, R. A. Mvra; 
secretary, George M. Watt; treasurer, 
Thomas Booz; executive committee,

tlnger; Ed Abery; W. M. Foster; dele- 
gates to trades and labor council, W. 
E. Ditchburn; w. L. Cullln; sergeamt- 
at-arms, Robert Holloway. 

At a recent meeting of the higher 
bedy of lathers a resolution was adopt- 
ed that no local shall meet in any hall' 
connected or communicating with any 
bar, nor shall the organization's char- 
ter be displayed in any bar or room 
adjacent to one. This is a movement 
along the lino to disconnect meeting 
places of labor organizations from the 
saloon, a'nd one that Is being agitated 
In ail parts of the United States. 

A strong branch of the American 
Federation of Labor has been estab- 
lished in Mexico. Tho organization 
takes In all classes of labor. So far 
the membership is confined to Ameri- 
cans who work m Mexico. The. or- 
ganization has nearly G!»,000 new 
members in the southern republic, and 
the promise Is held forth that the 
membership will soon be doubled.

Of the 37,730,000 population of 
Franco, statistics record a working 
population of 10,750,075, of whom C- 
800,510 are women and girl's, The 
number engaged In agricultural pur- 
suits is 8,170,509, of whom 2,058,1)52 are 
women. Of the 1,822,020 people engag- 
ed In commerce 080,00!) are women and 
of the 1,016,039 people employed In do- 
mestic pursuits 701,170 are females. 
Those engaged In industrial pursuits 
number 5,810,855 people, of whom 2,- 
124,042 are women. The percentage of 
females employed In four branches of 
labor Is: Agriculture, 28; commerce, 
35; domestic pursuits, 77; and learned 
professions, 33. 

* « • 

The mason's faborers employed by 
tho contractors Macdonell & Qzowskl 
In building tho soa wall under the C. 
P. R. wharf, Vancouver, went out on 
strike last week for an Increase in 
wages, a shorter day and a steady Job. 
They asked for $2.75 and a nine-hour 
day. About thirty men walked out, 
but all soon returned to work, an ar- 
rangement satisfactory to both sides 
having been arrived at. 

• * * 

Thos. Malcolm, of the International 
railway, Campbelltown, N.B., at an ex- 
pense of about $8000, brought out 270 
Englishmen to work on the new rail- 
way. About thirty took their depart- 
ure for parts unknown shortly after 
their arrival. There has been a con- 
tinued exodus ever since. Until now 
over one hVindred have escaped. 

The workman who uses alcohol, 
oven in moderation, is not, according 
to a series of experiments quoted in 
"Alcohol and the Human Body," by 
Sir Victor Horsley and Dr. Mary D. 
Sturge, as valunble to his employer 
as the workman who uses none. Dia- 
grams show the amount of work done 
In setting up typo by compositors who 
worked one day taking alcohol in mod- 
eration and the next day taking none. 
On the non-alcoholic days the work 
done was better and more quickly done, 
though in every case tho men on tho 
d&.ys thoy took alcoholic stimulants 



thought they were working more 
quickly.

Men have been arriving at tho mines 
of the Boundary steadily for the last 
month by nearly every train; As a 
result the mines have now, collectively, 
larger forces than at any previous time 
in the history of this camp. There is 
yet room, however, for good miners. 
It may not be generally known, but it 
Is a fact that there are more than 
1000 men employed in Phoenix camp, 
all but. some 150 of which tire working 
In or around the large producing 
mines. 

The Vancouver Ironmouldors' strike 
has not yet been settled. However, 
there is a probability that at a meet- 
ing of the employers an amicable ar- 
rangement with the strikers will be 
brought about. In the event of a set- 
tlement being arrived at all the mould- 
ers will return to work on Monday 
morning. They have now been on 
strike for two weeks, their demands 
being $4 for a nine-hour day, with a 
Saturday half -holiday. 



HUMORING INSANE WHIMS 

The car,.- and treatment of the in- 
sane can be studied under very novel 
conditions at tho little Belgian town 
of Geel or Gheel, twonty-slx miles east 
south-east of Antwerp. Gheel is really 
a town of tho Insane. One -meets them 
everywhere; they roam about the 
streets; they take their refresh- 
ment in the cafes, and they go through 
their daily labors often with more 
sense than does many an ordinary cit- 
izen who is believed to be sound in 
mind and body. 

There are about 1,500 out patients, 
and they are taken as boarders by 
tho townspeople, (.if course those are 
harmless cases, and the dangerous In- 
sane are looked after either in tie' 
local asylum or in remote villages. 
The inhabitants charge from .C 1 2 to 
£120 a year, according: to the way in 
which the patient wishes to live; yet 
no matter how little he pays, he is 
always treated with wonderful kind- 
ness by the family with whom he is 
boarding. The good people of Gheel, 
says the London Globe, seem to have 
a special faculty for being able to 
treat the insane .successfully, and 
many marvelous cases of recovery 
are on record. This is the result of 
heredity, for the experience gained 
has been handed down from father to 
son for centuries. 

Tho patient is really the guest of 
the household; the armchair is allot- 
ted to him, he has the best place at 
table, and lie receives the most atten- 
tion. Thus he learns gradually the 
value of the respect which is his due, 
and therefore he strives to master his 
affliction so that he shall not lose his 
privileges. The little children of Gheel 
have learned how to handle these cur- 
ious visitors; they play with thein 
fearlessly and walk and talk witli 
them. Sometimes the patient may be 
seen tending the baby. 

Naturally enough, Gheel is filled 
with "Emperors," "Queens," "Kings," 
"Millionaires," 'Popes," "Archbishops" 
and other magnificent people; yet all 
such cases are treated most kindly 
and respectfully by the inhabitants of 
Gheel. There is one case of "King - ' 
who tells all the newcomers that he 
has two left legs and therefore he is 
obliged to have two left boots and 
two left legs to his tvouser.s. Another 
old gentleman thinks he is the Pope 
and that he could fly to heaven; only 
for tho moment he is too fat; his 
landlord seems to wish to help him to 
make a start in flying from the win 
dow of tho second storey, but he re- 
minds him that he might fall and 
break his neck, thereupon the "Pope" 
decides to put off his flight "until af- 
ter tea." 

Then there is a young man who is 
always looking for a hatchet 
thinks he has suddenly beepmi 
stout that he must hew away 
doorway in order that he may bo able 
to go in and out. Another 'case I 
that of a man who, witli tears In hi 
eyes, begs the stranger to protect him 
from a huge butterfly, which wishe 
to attack him and eat his brains. An 
other man thinks he is a seed of corn, 
and lie will ask a. stranger to put him 
in his pocket, so that the wind may. 
not blow him away. 

Recently one of the patients was 
terribly frightened by tin- idea that 
he was a mustard seed, and that th 
birds might eat him. His host quieted 
him by saying: "Have I not told 
that you are quite safe, for the birds 
eat only hemp seed?" Then there is a 
"Queen of Holland," who holds her 
court with all the pomp imaginable; 
with great state she pretends to re- 
ceive her visitors and regrets that her 
soldiers have not been able to r< 
them, and then she sings In a shrill 
voice airs from the best known oper 
When her visitors leaves her presei 
she goes to the window, gives orders 
for an imaginary chamberlain, and 
points to the phantom regiments 
which, to her fancy, are tiling past her 
window. She Is the daughter of a 
leading Dutch statesman. 

Tho landlords of the Inns of Gheel 
are very courteous and respectful to 
tho insane: they humor all their wild 
est whims. Altogether, it is a won 
derful Bight, and the entire absence of 
any restraint Would astonish the most 
modern student who has specialized 
on the treatment of the insane.

A Talc of the Franco-Prussian War 



The young Duo do Hardlmont was In 
Aix, In Savoy, for the treatment of 
Ills famous mare, Perichole, used up 
since the cold she had taken at the 
Derby. lie was finishing luncheon, 
when, casting a careless glance at the 
paper, he read the newu of the disas- 
ter of Reichshotfen. 

lie drained ills glass of Chartreuse, 
flung his napkin on the restaurant 
table, gave his valet orders to pack; 
two hours later he took the Paris ex- 
press, and, on arriving, hastened to 
the recruiting office and enlisted. 

In spite of having led, from nineteen 
to twenty-five, the enervating life of a 
petit ere ve— the word then current— 
of having brutalized himself on the 
race course and hi the dreslng rooms 
of operetta singers, circumstances like 
these recalled forcibly to him that Eu- 
gueraud dc Hardlmont had died of the 
plague In Tunis on the same day as St. 
Louis; that Jean de Hardlmont had 
commanded the Grandes Compagnies 
under Du Gueslin; and that Francois 
Henri de Hardlmont was killed at 
Fontenoy, charging with the Mat son - 
Rouge. Done up though ho was by his 
scandalous and lniblcile liaison with 
Lucy VIolette, the prima donna of 
the "N'uditcs-Parisiennes," the young 
duke, on learning that a battle had 
been lost by tin- French on French 
soil, felt his bl.md rush to his headi 
and experienced the hideous Impres- 
sion of a blow In the face.

ing animal we arc about to consume, 
or trouble ourselves with thinking 
about the immense amount of time, 
money, care and energy that has to 
bo expended upon them before they 
are fit to be taken out of the sea and 
served at our meals. 

Having been so fortunate lately as 
to have special facilities granted me 
for the study of the cultivation of 
these animals, it has occurred to me 
that the subject would not be without 
interest to the readers ot The Col- 
onist, and, if I may claim your atten- 
tion for a short time, I hope to be able 
to tell you something about the life 
and history of these edible mollusks. 

The word oyster is derived from the 
Greek "ostrakon," which means a 
shell, potsherd or earthen vessel. It 
is an edible bivalve of the family 
ostreldae, and the species are very 
numerous ' and are found in all tem- 
perate and tropical countries, in salt 
and brackish water; there are, In addi- 
tion, many fossil specimens, but there 
is no need for me to enlarge on these 
in this article. 

The shells of oysters are very ir- 
regular, being both tnequlvalve and in- 
equilateral, With one valve flattened 
and the other more concavo-convex, 
both rough outside and nacreous In- 
side. 

Each valve has one purple spot or 
eye, showing where the single addue- 
lorial muscle is attached; oyster's are 
thus monomcgaria, which are distin- 
guishable to naturalists by this pecu- 
liarity of construction. 

The gristly button-shaped body in 
the flesh is this ligament, and the soft 
greenish substance, with which we are 
all familiar, corresponds to the liver; 
the fluted layers around a part of the 
body are the gills or breathing organs. 

Oysteu, moreover, have a sex, 
though certain species, e.g., the Euro- 
pean ones, are hermaphrodites — that 
is, each one Is both a male and a fe- 
male, though in the ones that we are 
familiar with here, viz., the Eastern 
variety, the sexes arc separate. 

They are exceedingly prolific in their 
reproduction, and, according to the 
"American Anthropologist," 1. 297, "if 
a barrel of oysters were planted in an 
estuary of the sea and their progeny 
preserved in successive generations 
lor ten years, the oyster field thus 
produced would supply a bounteous 
repast for every man, woman and child 
on the face of the earth." 

This will give some . idea of the 
rapidity of their growth, but I shall 
have more to say on this later on. 

The chief centres of distribution lie 
along the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, 
though they are also largely cultivated 
rn European waters. In each of these 
districts, however, the species Is quite 
distinct and, moreover, on each coast 
there are several recognized types of 
oysters, but only a few of them uro of 
any practical importance or value. 

The Pacific coast oyster, which is 
the native oyster (ostrea lurida) of 
California and Washington, is to be 
found at many places along the coast 
of these states, but is said to attain 
Its greatest size and perfection in Wll 



vlous that they must be in a healthy 
condition, and in the best possible 
state to appeal to the epicure. 

Reproduction 
I have already staled that the Euro- 
pean oysters are hermaphrodites, I.e. 
each one is both a male and a female, 
but that in the Eastern variety the. 
sexes are separate. Although this dif- 
ference in sex exists, it is not possible' 
to distinguish it by a mere external 
examination. The genital glands 
themselves have to be inspected or the 
genital products examined, before the 
sex of an oyster can be definitely de- 
termined. Of course the physiological 
and anatomical differences between 
the two sexes are quite (dearly defined, 
but are hardly apparent from a mere 
cursory examination. The methods 
adopted by the naturalist to determine 
the sex of an oyster are of a simple 
character, and may roughly be de- 
scribed as follows: A fully matured 
oyster is chosen and a drop of its 
genital fluid is extracted and allowed 
to fall into a glass of clear sea 
water. If the animal is a male this 
drop of milt Will form an irregular, 



spawning are subject to various local 
conditions, but, as a general rule, it 
may bo stated that 'they ripen earlier 
in the south than in the north, as 
here the waters become warmed 
sooner than in the south; they also 
mature earlier in shallow water than 
Whero the beds are situated at a great 
depth, as oysters do not thrive in 
very cold temperature. 

Weather conditions also nave a 
marked effect on the oyster spawning, 
as sudden changes are known to pro- 
duce very marked results, and the 
transfer of an oyster from one placo 
to another during the spawning sea- 
son greatly interferes with its repro- 
duction and may even absolutely ar- 
rest It. 

In these districts where the climatic 
and other conditions are favorable to 
the very rapid growth of the oyster, 
tlic generative organs may ripen dur- 
ing the first year, but naturally the 
number of eggs which a female is 
capable of discharging varies with the I an'McTe 
size of -the animal; in a previous par- I and ft , 
agraph I mentioned the number of 1 
eggs a female is capable of produc- 
ing according to the calculations of

tachment, although the genital or- 
gans do not become capable of ful- 
filling the functions Nature intended 
them to perform until a much later 
period. On undisturbed natural beds 
they grow in clusters, and the beds 
repose, as a rule, on a muddy sub- 
stratum upon wmcn they have been 
built up from a comparatively small 
nucleus by the fixation, year after 
year, of the young upon the shells of 
their predecessors. 

The rale of the growth of oysters 
depends on a variety of circum- 
stances, but is most rapid where there 
is an abundance of food and on the 
rate of the food consumption by the 
mollusk itself, which Is greatest in 
the summer and autumn, when the 
warmth of (lie water increases the 
vitality of both the oyster and its 
food. 

The amount of lime In the water is 
also an important factor in oyster 
culture, as it determines the charac- 
ter of the shells; whero there is a 
•y of lime the shells are thin 
thus not so well able to pro- 
tect the oysters from the attacks of 
the drill, urosalptnx clnera. 

The marketable value of an oyster 
depends, to a great extent, on its 
shape, those with plump bodies and 
deep shells, being considered the best 
and bringing a better price than 
those which, are Irregular and clus- 
tered. It is pleasant to note that the 
oysters now growing In the beds at 
Esquimau arc not only Increasing In 
lateral expansion but also in body 
depth, and give every promise of be- 
ing very perfect specimens by the 
time they are ready to be placed up- 
on the market in the autumn. A 
glance at tho Illustration of the three 
oysters accompanying this article 
will show the remarkable developmenl 
which lias occurred in two and a half 
months in these animals since they 
were taken from the beds at Wollfleoi, 
Mass., and put down here. The 
smallest or the three represents the 
average size which was brought over 
for transplanting purposes, anil the 
one in the middle shows the size 1 1 
has now .grown to. The original actual 
size of this particular specimen Is 



Ida) valued at 201.102 dollars, were 
marketed, and these figures will give 
some idea of the enormous industry 
carried on in these edible mollusks. 
Conditions Requisite to Preservation. 
I have now fairly fully dealt with the 
rise and growth of the oyster and we 
must pass on to a short survey of the 
varying conditions affecting the oys- 
ter bod. It must' be obvious that these 
are of prime Importance to the oyster 
grower, as unless his beds are properly 
situated and looked after, he will never 
be able to make a success of his enter- 
prise, and no matter what trouble he 
takes he wilt never reap the benefits 
of Ills experience. You may perhaps 
wonder why it Is necessary to at all 
trouble about the matter, considering 
the extraordinary fecundity of the in- 
dividual oyster, and you might reason 
that all is necessary is to go out in a 
beat and dredge away until you got 
a sufficient number of mollusks, and 
then leave the rest to nature; but, there 
are several reasons why this would 
not answer. To start with, the demand 
for oysters Is so great that the natural 
supply of the oyster-beds cannot meet 
it and, unless artificial means were re- 
sorted to, the beds would soon bo en- 
tirely depleted of their store. 
A long and careful study of the sob- 
jeet has taught us many thi'ngs and 
shown us how, by choosing suitable en- 
vironments and carefully protecting 
the mollusks from the attacks of its 
enemies, the natural supply can be 
largely increased and preserved. 
Means have had to be devised for in- 
creasing the number of eggs fertilized, 
saving the spat and young oysters 
from Its enemies and the effects of con- 
ditions adverse to its preservation; in- 
creasing the number of surfaces avail- 
able for fixation purposes, and the 
number of spat attaching themselves 
thereto; awl the utilization of barren 
bottoms and naturally unavailable food 
supplies. 

As I have already stated, tempera- 
ture is a matter of great importance 
to the preservation of the species, and, 
though oysters are found In waters 
of widely varying temperatures, their 
vitality is seriously impaired by ex- 



stringy cloud, but if It be a female, j» 
the drop, instead of remaining intact, IT 
will break up into a uniformly dU- I 
tributed cloud which, on examination, J I 
will be found to consist of separate t 
minute white granules or eggs. 

If, Instead of dropping the genital 
fluid into the water, we allow it to 
fall upon a piece of glass and examine 
it with a low power microscope, wo 
shall find much the same effect, only 
the eggs of the female wall be more 
clearly distinguishable and will each 
bo found to possess a clear spot, which 
is the germinal vesicle; in the case 
of a male, the fluid cannot be broken 
up into separate particles, but will re- 
main a white mass of quivering mat- 
ter, which is caused by the rapid 
movements of the spermatozoa, or 
male fluid. 

Before the actual period of spawning 
comes on, many changes take place in 
the generative organs of the oysters.; 
In the female specimen, a portion of 
the liny eggs in the ovaries Increase t 
in size and become loosened In the lit-.

Though tills oyster Is inferior In size 
to its Eastern rival, it is esteemed by 
some people, but has never attained 
the same amount of popularity as (lie 
Blue Points, which come from the At- 
lantic coast along the south side of 
Long Island. The shell of this species 
is small and not at all regular, afcd'- 
varies considerably in its shape; the 
color also varies, being ' sometimes 
purple and at other times green or 
grey; the surface of the shell has also 
a peculiar characteristic of its own, 
as, though It is sometimes laminated, 
it is never ribbed. It is moreover her- 
maphroditic, and, like the European 
oyster, retains its young for a time in 
the mantle cavity. 

The Eastern oyster (ostrea virgln- 
iea) differs entirely from the natives 
of these shores, being very much 
larger and with much thicker shells, 
lis shape varies much according to 
the conditions under which it is 
grown, and its age, though, generally 
speaking, it is of an elongated form, 
but when quite young is often near- 
ly round, and in other particulars, at 
this stage of its life, resembles the 
European specimen. The shells vary 
considerably in their thickness, and in 
those which are actively growing 
there Is a broad fringe of a yellow- 
ish sort of cuticle around the edges 
of the valves which, later on, become 
thickened by a deposit of lime. It is 
a comparatively easy matter to tell the 



ire to be discharged do not ripen 
the one and the same time, so that, 
consequently, the' spawning of any one 
specimen naturally extends over a 
period of time of greater or less 
length, as the case may be. An exam- 
ination of tin; ovaries at (his period 
will disclose a large number of these 
small eggs, a great many of which 
will not ripen and be discharged until 
some future season. The ultimate re- 
sult of this ripening process, however, 
is that the ovaries become enlarged 
by the growth of the eggs, and the 
latter pass in the oviducts, which 
stand out on each side of the body. 

The development of Hie male sper- 
matozoa proceeds In a somewhat sim- 
ilar manner, only the generative Cells 
in this case do not develop e; 
undergo rapid division into a 
of tiny separate bodies, endow 
great activity, and these pass into 
(he sperm duets and till them with 
the milt, which, to the naked eye, ap- 
pears very similar to the female 
ovarian fluid. 

In hong Island sound spawning oc- 
curs from May to August, in Chesa- 
peake bay from April (o October, in 
South Carolina as early as March, 
and ill Florida as early as February. 
It will thus be seen that the spawning 
seasons vary considerably, and will 
be found to be largely a matter of 
temperature and depth of water. Oys- 
ters can live in a depth of fifteen

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dustry in Victoria, anil exp< 
oyster men are already actively em- 
ployed thereon, and the greatest suc- 
cess is ' attending their efforts. The 
West Coast Fishery Company, Ltd., 
Incorporated under the laws of 
British Cdlumbia, has the matter in 
hand, and Captain G. V. Williams, of 
the well known firm of .Messrs. Wil- 
liams and Kemp, Wcllfleet, Mass., who 
Is a manager of the company, linn been 
engaged for some months now in 
practical farming operations on the 
beds that bis company have acquired 
at Magazine Cove, Esquimau, and at 
Thetis Cove and Plumper Bay. 

Captain Williams kindly granted me 
a long Interview, and from him I 
learnt many interesting facts regard- 
ing oysters and oyster culture, and, 
in addition, lie granted me permission 
to personally inspect the beds at 
Magazine Cove and see the actual 
■work in progress there. The capital 
of the West Coast Fishery Company, 
Ltd., is $00,000, and, as may bo sup- 
posed, a tremendous amount of time, 
jn'oney and labor has had to bo ex- 
pended before the present high state 
of efficiency could be attained, but it 
is confidently expected that in the 
autumn of this year a lino crop of 
Eastern Blue. Points will be placed 
upon our markets, and Victorians will 
bo enabled to obtain their oysters in 
an absolutely fresh condition, and not, 
as heretofore, have to be content with 
eating those that have had lo under- 
go a long sea or train journey. 

This is an advantage which will be 
highly esteemed by those of us who 
are fond of these tasty mollusks, as, 
unless an oyster is fresh, much of Us 
palatabillty Is lost; but if they are 
taken direct from their beds every 
day, and only have a mile or two to 
travel before they reach us, it Is ob- 
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fleet, Mass., and planted In the 
beds owned by the West Coast Fishery 
Company, Ltd., tit Esquimau and 
elsewhere, will spawn, Is one which the 
future only can decide. Captain Wil- 
liams has great nopis Chat they will 
do so, and certainly If every possible 
care and attention which Intimate 
knowledge of the subject can suggest 
as being beneficial to the preservation 
of the species, can induce them to be- 
come so acclimatized as to preserve 
their generative matter, they will un- 
doubtedly spawn here, and, thus, a 
tremendous amount of money will be 
saved, as it can be easily understood 
that it is a very costly matter to bring 
oysters, varying from one to three 
years, rrom the Atlantic coast to these 
shores, as special means have to be 
devised for their transport to enable 
them to arrive here In a healthy con- 
dition. I have already stated that 
Eastern oysters grow very much more 
rapidly here than in their native beds, 
and the increase in the temperature of 
our waters is, no doubt, largely res- 
ponsible for this, hut. as to how this 
change will effect their spawning, 
nothing is known at present. Dr. Ry- 
der says: "A very short exposure of 
the animal to water of an increased 
temperature caused a deterioration of 
the generative matter. 1 have tried to 
fertilize the eggs of numbers of oys- 
ters that had lain over night in the 
Quinnlpak river and Invariably failed; 
the eggs in every case appeared to be 
over-ripe. Oysters taken from the beds 
at the same time and from the same 
locality; But kept in a basket over 
night gave good results." It is to be 
sincerely hoped though, that the ex- 
periences of the West Coast Fishery 
Company will prove contradictory to 
this, and thus another purely local in- 
dustry will be established, and the ne- 
cessity of transplanting the Eastern 
oyster everv year, will be done away 
with. Dr; Ryder found that the em- 
bryos develop most rapidly in waters 
between 74 degrees and SO degrees 
Fahrenheit, when observing the oys- 
sters at Beaufort and Chesapeake Boy 
and, that when the temperature fell 
below this, the mortality was greater. 
Under these conditions the embryos 
were able to swim in from throe to ten 
hours, which was a fact advantageous 
to those engaged in artificial propaga- 
tion. When the temperature fed be- 
low 65 degrees Fahrenheit, develop- 
ment almost ceased, and when it rose 
above SO degrees Fahrenheit only a 
few of the em broyos reached a swim- 
ming stage. It will thus be seen how 
very Important a point temperature 
plays in the cultivation of oysters and 
greatest care and atention has to be 
paid thereto hi order that success may 
be assured in the preservation of the 
species. Another matter of import- 
ance In oyster culture Is the density 
of the witter. This is measured by an 
instrument called a salinometer and 
operates in the same way as a lacto- 
meter used for testing milk. The. spe- 
ciiic gravity of pure water on this in- 
strument is 1000 and oysters are found 
rn water varying in density from 1002 
to 102S, but the tower densities are 
always injurious and often fatal to 
oyster life.' The result of exposing 
an oyster to the effects of water whose 
density Is less than 1007 for any length 
of time, is, even If it be not killed out- 
right, that it will become tasteless, 
pale, watery and of poor quality, and 
therefore the beds should be chosen In 
places where the density conditions 
remain normal, as the occurrence of 
heavy freshets, such as take place at 
many places on the Gulf coast, so 
lower the density of the water as to 
practically exterminate the oysters. 
The best oysters are stated to grow in 
waters where the densities are between 
lull and 1022, and the latter is about 
the specific gravity over the deep- 
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1002 and 1025, and in a range of tem- 
perature which in Chesapeake bay ex- 
tends from .'12 degrees Fahrenheit to 
11(1 degrees Fahrenheit. The embryos 
of course require a more even and 
warmer temperature, say, Iron; be- 
tween (is degrees lo 80 degrees Fah- 
renheit, and young oySters also re- 
quire gentle treatment. It is this fact 
that makes our coast here so very 
suitable for oyster culture, and lends 
to hasten their growth so rapidly, and 
Captain Williams has told mo thai 
the growth of an Eastern oyster lure 
Is more than twice as rapid as on the 
Atlantic coast, and I have seen myself 
an increase In size of loo per cent in 
the short space of two months. 

We have probably all heard thai 
oysters are not lit to eat hi a month 
that has not got an R in its name. 
This Is due to the fact that during the 
spawning season they are not sup- 
posed to be so edible Mr. Butler in his 
Dyot's Dry Dinner (1599) tells us, "It 
it unseasonable and unwholesome In I the shell 
till months that have not tin R in their | stated no\ 
names lo eat an oyster," but from 
what I have written above, you will 
notice that ibis is not a. strictly ac- 
curate assertion, as the spawning sea- 
son varies with the localities in which 
the oyster beds are situated. 

The spawning capacity of an oyster 
is enormous and almost Incredible, as 
the average one will produce no less 
than sixteen million eggs, and a, very 
large one, its many as sixty millions.

One 
of I he causes of transplanted oysters 
falling to spawn in the first season 
has boon attributed to this change of 
density; as the power of the spcrma- 
tttzoa to live is largely dependent upon 
the density of the water in which the 
parent oyster thrived, and, consequent- 
ly, if an oyster be transplanted info 
water Whose density is different to 
what it has formerly been accustomed 
lo, it has lo gel used to lis new con- 
ditions before i he generative organs 
are able lo fulfl the functions that 
nature designed them to perform. Ex- 
perience has shown that the Eastern 
oyster thrives best In brackish water 
and Dr. Ryder suggests (bill tills In 
due to the fact that water of the lower 
densities is usually Shallower and, 
therefore, warmer and better adapted 
to the production of the tiny organ- 
isms on which the oysters feed. 

Food 

Th6 oyster feeds upon both animal 
and vegetable matter, . both of which 
arc of microscopic slue, the fry and 



spat consuming large quantities of 
bacteria, which are the smallest or- 
ganisms known to mlcroseopists. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Ryder, "the food of the 
slightly more advanced spat and the 
adults is found to consist, of diatoms, 
rh izo pods — their own larvae or fry, as 
well as that of other mollusks — and 
minute worms, together with other 
fragments of animal and- vegetable 
origin, and, sometimes, even minute 
crustaceans In variety of food tho 
oyster, therefore, has a wide range of 
choice. There are also few locations 
otherwise well adapted which will not 
supply an abundance of food for the 
animal, which, It is to be remembered, 
captures and hoards millions of those 
mlnuto plants and creatures In its 
stomach, where they are digested and 
Incorporated into its own organiza- 
tion. It therefore follows that when 
we eat an oyster we arc consuming 
what it required millions of the minu- 
test organisms in the world to nour- 
ish. The oyster is consequently a sort 
of living storehouse for the incorpor- 
ation and appropriation of the minute 
life of the sea, which could never be 
rendered tributary to the food supply 
of mankind in any other way except 
through the action, growth and or- 
ganization of^thls mollusk." The. quan- 
tity of young' oysters which an adult 
can consume Is enormous, us many as 
200 fry having been found in tho 
stomach of a simple specimen. Oys- 
ters are supposed to only feed during' 
the day time, and then mainly during 
flood tide, as investigations conducted 
by Dr. Bashford Dean showed that the 
stomachs were nearly empty In the 
morning and contained most food at 
midday. This theory is supported by 
the fact that it Is during the strong- 
est sunshine that diatoms, as plants 
keenly sensitive to the sun, arc most 
active, and arc known to migrate in 
floating clouds from the bottom of tho 
surface. 

Enemies 

One- would hardly fancy that an an- 
imal which is protected by such a 
strong coat of armor as that of the 
oyster, could bo preyed upon by any 
very dangerous foe, but, like all other 
living organisms, it has parts which 
are vulnerable by some other organ- 
isms. The young ones, before attach- 
ment, arc preyed on and devoured by 
their parents, and, as I have just 
stated, upwards of 200 fry have been 
found in the stomach of an adult oys- 
ter. Dense sponges, mussels, barna- 
cles, and worms also establish them- 
selves on tho young oysters and, by 
overcrowding them, cut off their food 
supply; suffocation has also resulted 
therefrom. 

Fishes, though, its a whole harmless 
and often beneficial by keeping down 
crowded matter of a vegetable char- 
acter, sometime feed on oysters, the 
drumflsh being particularly nasty In 
this respect on the Atlantic coast, 
whilst the stingray has done 'much 
harm in Sail Francisco bay. 

Drills are also very troublesome, as, 
by means of their rasping tongues, 
they drill a tiny nolo in tho shell of 
the oyster, through which they extract 
the soft parts. 

Starfish are perhaps the most de- 
structive of all enemies, as they ap- 
pear in large quantities without any 
warning and sweeping' across the beds, 
completely devastate them. 

The starfish have been known to 
consume oysters up to three years old, 
but, as a rule, confine their attention 
to the young ones; they seize upon 
those and take them bodily into their 
stomachs, and actually pull open tho 
shells by their muscular strength. All 
sorts of clever devices have been in- 
vented to ward off these enemies, but 
the most effective way is to keep close 
watch over tho beds and protect tho 
young oysters deposited thereon, by 
removing and killing the starfish. 
Preparation of Oyster Beds 

We can now pass on to the prepar- 
ation of the beds for growing the oys- 
ters on. Tho llrst essential point is 
for the planter to make quite sure that 
the ground selected is callable of be- 
ing made his own and that exclusive 
ownership can be vested in him, as it 
would not be very pleasant to find 
other people come and take away all 
tho result of his labors and have no 
legal remedies to protect him there- 
from. Other points to be considered 
are the temperature and density of the 
water covering the ground, and wheth- 
er a good food supply can be assured. 
Tho ground should also be marked 
out with stakes in such a way that 
it is easily capable of being distin- 
guished, and in one of the illustra- 
tions accompanying this article these 
stakes are clearly shown. The photo- 
graph was taken on the beds of tho 
West Coast Fishery company at Mag- 
azine Cove, and the boat used for the 
examination and cultivation of the 
oysters thereon is .also shown. 

Having selected the beds, the next 
thing to do la to clear them for plant- 
ing purposes, and this is done In much 
the same way as clearing other land. 
At low water all the debris is collect- 
ed, the mounds are levelled off and 
the hollows 'filled up. If lish exist In 
the' waters, and are. known to be an- 
tagonistic to oysters, stockades will 
have to be erected lo keep them off 
tho beds, or otherwise they will bo 
ruined before It hits time to bo fairly 
planted. Tho ground at Magazine 
Cove has been marked off into fifty- 
foot squares and was most carefully 
prepared before the seed oysters were 
planted thereon. 

The seed (young) oysters were 
specially selected from tho beds of 
Messrs. Williams and Kemp at Well- 
lleet, Mass., and sent over via tho C. 
P. railway system, direct to this town, 
whence they woro placed upon the 
beds at Magazine Cove. Everything 
that experience could suggest and 
money provide was done to ensure 
them arriving In a healthy condition, 
and this was successfully accomplish- 
ed, and the whole of the million and a 
half Blue Points which wero brought 
over in the April of this year woro 
planted safely and are thriving splen- 
didly. The Pacific coast oyster will 
also bo grown, and there will be no 
trouble In raising these; though small, 
they have a very nice flavor, bu't, in 
the opinion of epicures, do not come 
up to the Blue Points. 

Tho managers' of the West Coast 
Fishery company are experienced in 
every branch of oyster cull tire, and the 
very latest Atlantic coast methods aro 
being employed on the bods at Mag- 
azine Cove. 

After tho actual planting of the oys- 
ters the greatest care and attention 
has to be devoted to them, In order to 
protect them from adverse circum- 
stances, and for this purpose mi ex- 
perienced man has been.

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The Amateur Photographer

The problem of taking successful 
photographs at the seaside does not 
differ materially from other branches 
of landscape work, although there are 
certain points to bo considered, and 
which call for separate treatment, 
which aro peculiar to this branch of 
our art and It Is about these that I 
want to speak to you this week. 
Apparatus 

In the first place lot us consider 
our apparatus. Practically any ca- 
mera can be used for seashore work, 
though it is needless for me to tell 
you that the better our outfit so much 
tho better chance do wo possess of 
turning out good work. However, 
no matter what stylo of camera 
we possess provided we only 
use it Intelligently, we shall 
bo ablo to go homo at the 
end of our holidays and show our 
friends many pleasing souvenirs and 
mementoes of the pleasant days wo 
havo spent by "the sad sea waves." 

.The first thing wo havo to learn in 
this class of work is to know tho 
limitations of our camera and not try 
to make It do work for which It never 
•was intended; tho majority of band 
cameras are designed for all round 
general work and aro not suitable for 
photographing very swiftly moving 
objects, and when wo get on the 
sands, unless wo remember tills, we 
shall bo tempted to make exposures 
■which are foredoomed to failure and 
which will only result In dismal 
blurr instead of nice sharp images. 

Tho best instrument for this class 
of work is undoubtedly that known as 
the twin lens camera as with this ap- 
paratus we are enabled to see a full 
sized imago of tho object wo arc pho- 
tographing right up to the moment of 
exposure and aro thus able to press 
tho bulb at tho exact instant requisite 
for obtaining tho desired picture. 

However, these cameras arc very 
costly and the majority of us are not 
able to afford them and havo to bo 
content with tho instrument wo pos- 
sess. Care should be taken to see 
that tho finder is one that Is capable 
! of giving a true imago, and we should 
accustom ourselves to tho rapid use 
of same as. in seaside photography, 
tho most charming Incidents Insepar- 
able therefrom arise and are gone in 
a moment, and unless wo are quick 
In adjusting our instrument and com- 
posing our picture In tho small space 
that tho finder allows us, wo shall 
miss tho best of our opportunities. 
Shutters 

Now for a word or two about shut- 
ters — I havo found from my own ex- 
perience that the fo'oal piano pattern 
is by far the best for this class of 
work as it is capable of giving such 
very short exposures and, certainly, 
for racing boats and yachts and simi- 
lar rapidly moving objects it Is a sine j 
qua non. The focal plane shutter 
-works In front of the plate and the 
exposure Is made by a blind with a 
slit in it passing over tho surface or 
tho plate; tho tension of the spring 
.working this blind as well as the 
aperturo of tho slit in tho blind itself 
is also capable of adjustment and the 
•greater tho former and small the lat- 
ter tho faster will be the exposure. 

Another good form of shutter Is 
that which works in front of the lens 
and this should also bo of tho roller 
blind pattern; this particular design 
has tho additional advantage of form- 
ing a protection to the lens from grit 
and sand which cause quite an 
amount of bother at tho seaside. 

Thoso of us, however, whose ca- 
meras aro fitted with shutters that 
work between the lens combinations 
need not despair as, provided care is 
taken to keep them clean and free 
from molsturo and 3-i.mpner.tf, tbfiy 
will he found to be very efficient. 
Lenses 

The choice of a Ions, fortunately, 
does not present so many difficulties 
as the intense illumination of tho 
light at the seaside renders it pos- 
sible to get most excellent pictures 
with the most simple form of view 
lens, as even if this does not cover 
the cxtrcmo edges of the plato at its 
full aperture, we havo still sufficient 
light to permit us to stop it down 
considerably. It is, of course, better 
to use a. rectilinear of tho symmetri- 
cal type which will, allow us the 
choice of a single or doublet form at 
will and this will bo found to answer 
all our requirements, provided we do 
not intend to take photographs of 
waves, boats at close range, or other 
very rapidly moving objects, in which 
case we shall have to use an anastlg- 
mat such as the Zeiss Convertible or 
the Gocrz. 

The great thing to remember in the 
cholco of lens for seashore work is to 
see that it has a long focal length as 
otherwise the perspective will be 
falsely rendered and tho distant ob- 
jects will appear altogether too small. 
•My own experience teaches me that 
many of the lenses fitted to hand 
cameras have too short a focal length 
nnd It will bo found a matter of great 
difficulty to successfully use such an 
Instrument at the seaside in getting 
good pictures of children playing on 
the sands and other similar subjects, 
as one is not ablo to get far enough 
away to be ablo to work unobserved. 

A most useful adjunct in this class 
of work Is a lens cap as it not only 
protects the lens from flying spray 
but also shields it from the intense 
glare of the light and eliminates tho 
troubles caused from reflections. This 
trouble is, to a great extent, avoided 
by using a shutter working in front 
of tho lens such as already de- 
scribed, but with a dlaphrafm pat- 
tern it will bo found a wise precau- 
tion to protect the lens by means of a 
piece of oiled silk wrapt round the 
lens and tho shutter, which can be 
removed before making tho exposure 
and replaced afterwards. 

If wo aro using a stand camera, 
and for more serious work and espe- 
cially for pictorial compositions such 
an instrument is a necessity, care 
should be taken to seo that the focus- 
sing cloth is sufficiently largo to bo 
capable of being attached to the lens 
tube and coming well over tho shoul- 
ders of tho operator. There is always 
a greater or lesser amount of wind at 
tho seaside and If wo attempt to use 
a focussing cloth that is too small we 
•will only cause an unnecessary 
amount of annoyance to ourselves 
and also be an object of amusement 
to tho children who invariably gath- 
er around as soon as a stand camera 
is lixed Into position. A good sized 
focussing cloth also serves as a pro- 
tection to tho bellows and frame from 
the spray that may bo flying around 
and caro should bo taken to seo that 
tho Ions Is quite dry and free from 
grit beforo making tho exposure. 

Another point to remember when 
using a stand camera Is to see that 
It is stood upon a really solid stand 
tin far too many of tho tripods now 
Pa tho market sacrifico rigidly to poi;-. 



tabillty and, though they may do all 
that is required of thorn in more pro- 
tected circumstances it will be speed- 
ily found that they aro not solid 
enough to stand tho test of seaside 
work. 

I, personally, prefer to use one that 
has only two folds in it but, if this 
Is not portable enough, seo that the 
one you select has tightly fitting 
joints and get one that is capable of 
carrying a camera larger than the 
size you are operating with. Also tho 
that tho spread when erected Is at 
least three feet and that the legs aro 
sufficiently long to bring tho camera 
right up to the level of your head; if 
you neglect these precautions you will 
find that even a slight amount of 
wind will cause your camera to top- 
ple over nnd that your apparatus will 
sink too far into the sand. 

If, as sometimes happens, you have 
to work in tho water it will be neces- 
sary to strengthen tho stability of 
your tripod by using adjusting stays 
and, probably, you will have to at- 
tach a pieco of wood to tho front leg 
to give It tho necessary additional 
length; there is not much difficulty 
about this however, as all you havo 
to do Is to fasten this strip on to the 
log by a stout piece of cord or wire. 
Diapli ragms 

I havo already pointed nut that, 
owing to the intensity of the light at 
tho seaside It Is possible to use much 
smaller stops than when working un- 
der less favorable conditions and this 
is a point that will appeal to many 
amateurs, as it enables thorn to se- 
cure photographs that have a micros- 
copically sharp definition right to tho 
extreme edges, but remember, that 
when working with those small aper- 
tures, tho beauties of atmospheric ef- 
fect ami breadth are lose anil this 
constitutes to the eye of an artist one 
of the predominating charms of sea- 
scape work. In order to retain these, 
largo stops must lie employed and it. 
wdll then be necessary to use slower 
plates or else shutters working at a 
very fast rate of speed. 

Plates 

Practically any good commercial 
plato may be employed and the 
choice of 'these is so great that It 
must bo left to the worker to make 
his selection; in this class of work 
slower plates may be successfully 
employed than when working Inland 



the necessity of showing a good sky 
effect in their pictures and, I can as- 
sure you, that this is a point that 
special attention should bo paid to in 
seaside work. The field wo have to 
work in Is an extensive one and every 
Opportunity will ho afforded us for 
tho full exercise of our talents and 11 
we will onlv take sufficient trouble 
wo will bo enabled to secure pictures 
that possess a vnluo over and above 
their topical Interest. , 

Along the seashore all sorts of in- 
teresting subjects present themselves 
at every turn and the widest scope 
possible for obtaining pleasing and 
artistic pictures aro afforded to the 
photographer who goes about with 
his eyes open. In photographing the 
soa Itself you will find that tho best 
position for getting satisfactory pic- 
tures is from the stern of a rowing 
boat, as it is rarely that a good pic- 
turn can be obtained from the shore 
Itself, and if you try to obtain it from 
a pier you will soon discover that 
what appeared to you to bo a big 
wave conies out in the finished print 
as one of minute proportions. 

All sorts of cloud and sky effects 
are ever present on which to operate 
and the photographer must bo indeed 
hard to please who does not lind suf- 
ficient scope at the seaside for all the 
energies ho possesses. Perhaps it Is 
at the evening that the sky presents 
Its most beautiful aspect and, after 
the heat of the day, nothing can be 
more pleasant than to go down to the 
edge of the water and watch the ever 
changing panorama that Is stretched 
out before us. To obtain the most 
perfect pictures of these magnificent 
effects it is necessary to exercise a 
great deal of patience and many 
hours have to be passed beforo the 
sky assumes the exact character that 
wo require. The exposures for this 
class of work are also short and, as 
explained last week, are calculated 
in fractions of a second; remember 
to wait until the sun is bidden away 
behind a cloud before releasing the 
shutter and a. so lake care to use 
color-sensitive plates if you wish to 
get tho best results. If you are using 
plates, those must be backed to avoid 
tho difficulties of halation, but with 
films this precaution is not necessary 
as there is n it enough reflection from 
the back of them to cause any trou- 
ble. 

Children will, of course, como In 



dredge Is worked along tho surface of 
the beds from tho boat; the handles 
aro then brought together and the 
teeth close upon each other, with tho 
resutt that the oysters worked up are 
caught In tho nettings. It is then 
hauled up and tho contents deposited 
In tho boat, where tho suitable oys- 
ters aro selected and the rest thrown 
back into tho sea. Tho lifo of an oys- 
ter out of tho water depends largely 
on the way hi which it is handled, and 
they should be treated as delicately as 
though they were eggs. 

In conclusion, lot mo add that I can 
lay no claim to any originality for 
tho contents of this article; oysters 
and oyster culture have claimed the 
attention of learned professors and 
practical business men for many years, 
and special government commissions 
havo, from time to time, been appoint- 
ed to Inquire Into the industry. The 
reports Issued by them have proved to 
bo of the greatest service, and tho ex- 
haustive investigations of tho various 
commissioners cannot bo too highly 
praised. 

I also wish to take this opportunity 
of tendering my thanks to Dr. Milne 
and Captain Williams for the kind and 
courteous way in which they have 
helped me by putting their practical 
experience at my disposal.

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and If the shutter fitted to our cam- 
era has only a small range of spued 
a fast plate will be found to be too 
rapid to give us really .successful ne- 
gatives, and a .slower one must be 
employed. 

In my talik to you last week, 1 
pointed out the advantages of using 
or-sensitive plates and these will 
found to possess great advantages 
over the uncorrected ones if wo want 
to render truthfully Hie color lumin- 
osities of tho sea and sky and to re- 
tain, in their entirety, tho beauties of 
tho every varying cloudforms. 

Practically any brand of orthochro- 
mattc plato may be employed as, to 
such a pitch of perfection have they 
been brought, it would be a matter 
of great dilllculty to state that any 
one brand lias an advantage over an- 
other. Except in extreme canes It 
will not be found necessary to use a 
•olor screen and it may be dispensed 
tvith, especially when a slow plate Is 
selected, and as I have already point- 
ed out it Is not necessary to uso very 
rapid plates when working 'ilong the 
seashore. 

Needless to say films miy also br. 
employed and the roll pa-tern offers 
facilities in the way of lapid chang- 
ing capacity which gives It any ad- 
vantage over cho more cumbersome 
dark slldo. In addition thereto, the 
ever popular Kodak X. C. film does 
not suffer from the evils caused by 
halation and, moreover it Is color- 
sensitive and extremely easy to use. 
Exposures 

On account of the Intense lumin- 
osity of the atmosphere Itself and of 
tho amount of light that Is reflected 
from tho sea and sand, it will speed- 
ily be found that our exposures will 
havo to uso our old friend, the cup. 

Vou must, however, remember, that 
It Is just as necessary for you to glvo 
correct exposures at the seaside as 
anywhere else, the only difference be- 
ing that with this ciass of work It is 
measured In fractions of a decoid 
rather than in minutes. 

.Tho exposure tables all tell us that 
this variety of photography permits 
of quicker exposures than any other 
and, between the hours of from nine 
to five when tho sun is shining, ex- 
tremely rapid exposures havo to lie 
made or else the lens has to ho .stop- 
pod down to such an extent that tho 
oft'eets of the atmosphere have to be 
sacrificed. I strongly advise amateurs 
beforo starting on their holidays to 
take their cameras to a good dealer 
and get him to overhaul their instru- 
ments and pay especial attention to 
tho shutter, tightening up the springs 
and oiling the mechanism thereof. 

Hemomber that the speeds engrav- 
ed on tho dials of your shutter aro 
often very faulty and do not really In 
any way represent what they are 
supposed to do and, therefore, If at- 
tention is not paid to this point, 
wrong exposures will bo given time 
after timo and probably tito whole 
batch of pictures will bo spoiled 
through over-exposure. As a general 
rule you will find that when using a 
lens stopped down to F II a speed of 
ono-flftlet.h part of a second is am- 
ple though, of course, each case must 
bo taken separately and no hard and 
fast rule can bo laid down for the 
guidance of the tyro. 

Those of my readers who followed 
me. through what I. wrote in last 'Sun- 
day's edition will have apurccialed 



for their share of your attention and 
nothing can bo more delightful than 
the natural pictures they will yield if 
you only allow them to compose 
themselves without interference and 
approach them unawares; let them 
play about as much as they like and 
get familiar with your presenco and 
then, and not till then, let them see 
your camera or else yon wdll only 
make thorn self-i'tJhBcIous and your 
picture will lose in its natural at- 
tractions. 

In conclusion it is only necessary 
fur me to add that in the development 
of photographs taken at the seaside 
it is well to select a formula that per- 
mits of full control from start to 
finish, and it is also advisable to 
commence with the solution some- 
what weakened so as to afford a 
chance of correcting any over-expos 
ures that may have been made.

alongside the beds. Every time that 
tho lido goes out it Is his duty to go 
out and inspect his charges, nicking 
up and destroying all starfish that 
may encroach upon the grounds, and 
taking caro that tho oysters themselves 
do not sinlc Into tho ground or over- 
crowd upon tho beds. As their growth 
Is so rapid it is only natural that they 
require to bo moved from timo to 
time Into fresh portions of ground 
and tho amount of bedding now cov- 
ered by them is nearly twlco as much 
as when they were first planted. 

They are gathered from tho beds by 
means of a special sort of double rake 
This instrument Is shown in the third 
photograph, and will ho seen to con- 
sist of two long handles of wood, at 
the ends of which are attached a net- 
ting arrangement with teeth at tho ex- 
tremities thereof, In uso tho two 
halves aro opened and tho mlniaturo
